WE print in another portion of this issue, a New Year word from 


the CHIEF RABBI to the community, We are 
A Word from sure we are voicing the feelings of all our 
the Chief Rabbi. coreligionists when we reciprocate the good 


wishes which Dr. HERTZ so earnestly expresses. 
It is evident from what Dr. HERTZ says—and we assume that 
there is much he leaves unsaid—that he is conscious of the 
heavy responsibilities which he is called upon to bear. But it is 


gratifying also to know from his own lips that in shouldering his 
burden he is assisted not only by the community as a whole, but by 
those from whom he has every right to expect loyal co-operation— 
his colleagues in the Ministry. Dr. HERTZ mentions several of the 
problems which clamour for early solution. But difficult though they 
be, there is an abundance of Jewish feeling and enthusiasm in the 
community, and once this is aroused to action by the zeal and, still more, 
the courage of our religious leaders we may fairly say that the battle 
is half won. That the CHIEF RABBI has the will to do his share, there 
ought to be no doubt; that the community will support him faithfully 
along the path of religious revival, if resolutely trodden, will, we hope, 
also be placed beyond question in the new year so soon to dawn. 
WE are able, in another portion of the present issue, to make 
an announcement of considerable importance. in 
Jews and the regard to the Jews in the Balkan States. This 
Balkans. statement, the authority of which is beyond all 
question, affirms that international steps are being 
taken to secure complete equality of political rights in the Balkans to 
religious minorities. As our readers well know, there is one State in 
that area whose attitude has ever been open to question. Rumania, 
indeed, is specifically referred to in the announcement. Statements 
have been made by representatives of that Power to the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE and the Foreign Office, to the effect that Jews transferred 
to Rumania from other States would lose none of their liberties. But 
these declarations do not figure in any formal protocol. Still less has 
the question of the liberties of the older Jewish subjects of KING 
CAROL as yet received any satisfactory solution. The news, how- 
ever, which we publish this week points to a concerted and weighty 
effort to solve the whole question of the Balkan Jews, and it will be 
received with a deep sense of thankfulness, not only by the Jewish race 


throughout the world but by many non-Jews, whether occupying an 
official position or not. — | 


Long experience has doubtless convinced KING CAROL’S advisers 


that not only can the Jewish question not be solved by the methods 
hitherto pursued, but that such methods merely have the undesirable 
result of injuring Rumania’s prestige abroad, and introducing grit, so 
to speak, into the machinery of her relationship with other Govern- 
ments and peoples. Time and again, during the past twelve months, 
we have seen the Rumanian Jewish question raised in other countries 
—in the German Reichstag, in the Austrian Reichsrath, and in the 
United States Legislature. That species of discussion spells no good to 
the Rumanian nation. Further, it must be borne in mind that 
Rumanian statesmen have only recently promised to take the initiative, 
so far as Jewish emancipation is concerned. Their declarations upon 
the question are on record. They are clear and explicit. We pro- 
foundly believe not merely that the country has nothing to lose by 
emancipating its Jewish population, but that it will gain internally by 
reason of the fair treatment of an exceedingly industrious and deeply 
loyal portion of the population, and externally by virtue of the 
heightened regard which Rumanian diplomacy will acquire among 
nations on both sides of the Atlantic :

late TSAR, cannot be got rid of by drowning them in the Black Sea. 


There they are. “The Jews must live among among us, with us. 
Therefore, we must give them the opportunity to live as we do.” 
Since these words were spoken, the inverted policy of making Jews 
live under exactly opposite conditions from the rest of the population 
has been tried, and although the Jewish population is decreasing the 
decline is so small as to leave no hope even to the wildest Jew-baiter 
that the present means will rid Tsardom of the Jewish population. 
The policy of persecution merely begets poverty and demoralisation. 


Can this really be the last word of Russian statesmanship upon what 
is called the Russo-Jewish Question? It is incredible that even 
Muscovite reactionaries do not see that it offers no prospects of peace, 


that it cannot continue indefinitely, and that it is only laying up a 
fresh store of misery for the Empire in years to come. On the other 
hand, there is the better plan of Jewish freedom which WITTE recom- 
mended. The American writer calls upon the TSAR to turn to this 
better path. ‘Open your eyes!’ he exclaims, Observe the fruits 
that freedom bears under other skies.’ The stream of Jewish emigra- 
tion upon which, no doubt, the anti-Semites congratulate themselves, 
is pouring away westward to fructify foreign soil. “ Russia has lost and 
is suppressing forces which, if utilised, would develop her tremendous 
resources beyond the power of belief.’’ That is the simple fact to 
which the violence of a reactionary clique is blinding the rulers of 
Russia. The writer of the Open Letter takes the charitable view that 
the Tsar's advisers are misleading him with regard to his Jewish 
subjects. That may be so, but such a contention has never in all 
history been regarded as a justification of Imperial wrong-doing. Tsar 
NICHOLAS has it in his power to-day to command the light. Let him 
now try the alternative policy of justice for a people which, whatever 
its faults, has always repaid fair treatment with loyal—almost too loyal 
—patriotism. In the words of the Open Letter let him drive from his 
land the dark spirits of intolerance and despotism which have made it 
a charnel-house and a prison. © Then a new light will dawn upon his 
vast domain and he can yet bring to its millions happiness and 
prosperity.’’ 
THE consideration of Holland and its Royal House for the Jewish 
people is an old tale. But it receives quite 'a number 
Holland and of fresh illustrations in our news columns this week. 
its Jews. The Queen herself, we learn, has given audience to the 
President of the Council of the Jewish community in 
Amsterdam and promised him to remain faithful to the traditions of 
friendship which have existed between her House and the Jews. Her 
Majesty has given evidence of her sincerity by appointing an active 
Jewish communal worker, Professor JITTA, to be a member of the 
Council of State and conferring Knighthood of the Orange-Nassau 
Order on the President of the Jewish community at Nijmegen. At 
the same time comes the highly interesting announcement that the 
Provincial States of Friesland have elected the President of the 
Diamond Workers’ Union—a coreligionist—-to the First Chamber of 
the States General. All this is very satisfactory, because it shows 
that a little country need not be afraid that justice to Jews will bring 
danger to the nation. On the contrary, Holland is to-day a model of 
prosperity perhaps just because it has exorcised the ghost of civil 
strife and is fair to all its citizens. We hope that this good fellowship 
will long continue as an example to less tolerant peoples. 
THE interview with the Chief Rabbi of Munich, which we published 
last week, is notable for the very cheering account 
German Jewry that Dr. WERNER—a man of unquestioned authority 
and the —gavo of the state of German Jewry. From time 
Renascence. to time discouraging reports reach us from that 
quarter. We hear of numerous extermarriages, of 
the decline of the Jewish spirit, as shown in the attitude of Jews 


towards their foreign-born coreligionists. According to the census — 


of 1910, there were over 6,000 marriages then on record between 
Jews and non-Jewsin Germany, only a few of the offspring of which 
were being brought up as Jews. And the critics have made haste to 
assure the world that German Jewry is a rapidly dwindling camp. 
But Dr. WERNER shows that there is another and much brighter 


‘side to the situation. Mixed marriages, he tells us, are decreasing. 


Eastern Jews have brought a new moral and religious vigour to the 
German community. Public Jewish life is strongly organised, 
the Jewish public worker is full of enthusiasm and Jewish idealism, 
and the Community is more ‘ Jewish” to-day than it was during the 
whole course of the nineteenth century. 


In a word, German J ewry, according to Dr. WERNER, in spite of con- 


versions and mixed marriages, ' is undergoing a kind of a renascence 


which nobody could foresee, and no one ventured to predict even two 


decades ago.’ A similar phenomenon was reported only recently, 


though, perhaps, on a lesser scale, from Paris. In the United States, 
too, there is a check to the headlong rush of the ‘ reforming”’ spirit, 
and the day may not be far off when our own community may come 
to exhibit definite signs of a Jewish revival. Even two decades ago, 
says Dr. WERNER, no one ventured to predict the present German 
renascence. It is alla warning to us not to indulge in sweeping and 
too pessimistic conclusions. After all, the wisest man is he who does 
not see dissolution in every passing reverse. Certainly, the best man 
is he who never * despairs of the (Jewish) Commonwealth.”’ 


WE sometimes see letters in English newspapers which are not 
particularly friendly to Jews. But we have never 

Mr. Warren’s seen them handled in the decidedly free manner in 
Profession of which an American contemporary, the New York 
Faith. Evening Journal, has come down upon an effusion of 
this kind. The correspondent in question, a Mr. 

GEORGE W. WARREN, suggested to the editor that instead, of advo- 
cating the exclusion of the Japanese and Chinese from the United 


States, he should advocate the exclusion of Russian Jews. © Give me 
the Japanese and Chinese,’ he wrote, © far in preference to your Jews 
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of New York. I have been a steady reader of your paper for years, so 
let us see if you pay any attention to this epistle in your columns.” 
In spite of the fact that the correspondent described hims If as a 
steady reader of the paper for years— constant reader’’ he would 
have called himself in these prosaic isles—the editor proceeded to give 
him a little “attention ’’ of a most unpleasant order. In one big head- 
line he told Mr. WARREN that “if he would copy the Russian Jews in 
certain ways, he might worry less about their competition.” 


More, however, waa to follow. Ina long foot-note, extending to nine- 
paragraphs—a veritable cat o' nine tails—he administered a remarkable 
castigation to the “steady reader.’ He explained to Mr. WARREN 
what the Russian and other Jexs are doing for the United States. He 
told him that if he lived among Chinese they would he digging ditches 
and Mr. WARREN could get a job standing on the bank watching them, 
and doing nothing himself. That would presumably please him, 
whereas with Russian Jews and shrewd, hard-working, intelligent and 
welcome immigrants from other lands, poor Mr. WARREN, who repre- 
sents the average ne’er-do-well not very successful littls American, had 
to keep jumping and werryiog.’’ And he finished up with the final lash 
that, although Mr. WARREN might not know it, the worrying and 
jumping were gocd things for him. “Any activity is better than 
none!” Ard all this to “a steady reader for years!” The best 
of the journal’s repartee is that it contains so much that is true. 
It is the dire necessity of having to compete with industrious 
Jewsthat makes certain continental students so bitter egainst their 
Jewish colleagues. The same sentiment is largely at the bottom 
of much of the Jew-hatred in Russia and elsewhere. But it is 
not often that an important journal in these or otber countries has 
the wit to tell the plain f.cts. 


WE are sorry to see that the Kosher Kitchen of the Royal 
Infirmary at Manchester is not in the best of 
A Manchester financial conditions. We gather from the annual 
Appeal. report that the balance which stood over from the 
preceding year has had almost entirely to te absorbed 
owing to the great disparity last year between income and expenditure. 
Our coreligionists in Manchester, we know, are no laggards in com- 
munal work or philanthropic generosity, and their sympathy with 
Jews suffering physical pain, as well as their desire to give them 
Jewish food or Jewish environment has been demcnstiated ere now in a 
manner that need not be detailed here. It appears that the difference 
between revenue and expsnditure in the present case is a matter of 
only some £30 a year, and the appeal to bridge this deficit, so little in 
itself, will not, we are sure, be ignored by our Manchester brethren. 
The advent of the New Year seems an exce!lent moment to secure that, 
in the future, ailiog Jews in the Royal Infirmary ehall not lack for a 
kosher meal. 


RABBI DR, GOLLANCZ.—We regret to learn that Rabbi Dr. H. Gollancz has 
been suffering from a severe chill, which has confined him to bed. In consequence 
he will be unable to preach at Bayswater Synagogue to-morrow, where his place 
will be filled by the Rev. 8. Levy, M A. Ufon enquiring yesterday morning, we 
were informed that the learned Rabbi bad passed a rather better night and that 
his condition was considered favourable.

RETROSPECT. 


By MENTOR. 


RE we right to regard retrospect invariably with sentiments mournful 
and sad? We commonly do. Itis a habit of the human mind to grieve 


A and ominously to shake the head concerning the past becauee it is 
past. A Biblical author who is supposed to have been him who 


was the wisest of all men, warns us against the habit which a world- 
famed philosopher described as indicative of weakness and not of strength. 
‘The weak man,” he said, “leans upon the past and mourns to 
find it slipping from him. The strong man greets the future, confident in the 
destiny which it holds in its hands.” There is much to be said for the philo- 
sopher’s view, and the man of wisdom was justified in his warning. Except 
that our sentiments are not regulated by philosophy any more than our actions 
are dictated by logic. Our sentiments concerning the past should be dictated 
by the record of that past and we should look upon it joyfully or mournfully 
accordingly. But retrospect brings chiefly to the average mind the fact 
that time has been on the wing, that there is so much less of time yet left to 
us. Itis a natural inclination which disposes us to indulge in retrospect as 
in prospect as certain periods are reached. It follows in consequence 
that the slipping away of one year and the awaiting of the dawn of a New 


Year forms an apt moment for contemplation of the period, the close 
which the moment indicates.

If we cast our mind back upon 5673, the year that is about to end. need 


we by reason of its record, indulge ourselves in the natural feeling of sorrow: 


and regret? The year for us Jews has not been a wonderful year. It has not 
thrown up any great and striking event. It has not witnessed something 
accomplished and something done which shall have earned for us the right to 
repose. As we contemplate the closing year, with our hand reaching towards 
the milestone of a new year, we see in it a vast splash of black, the recru- 
descence of the darkly ignorant, medixval-born blood libel. The regret to 
which we are tempted as we think that in this century malignant wickedness, 
the child of superstition and error, could thus raise its head has its modification. 
l‘or we are grateful that the mark we discern is not the ruddy hue of Jewish 
blood, poured out in pogroms and outrages against our people. Yet again, we 
cannot ignore the Jewish lives that have been sacrificed on the altar of Mars 
to the god of war, in the Balkans, where Jew was pitted against Jew, in a 
sanguinary struggle than which few more criminally reckless will find place 
in all the long grim record of strife between man and man. But the Jewish 
lives sacrificed in the Balkan fight formed but an incident for our people, It 
is the sort of incident that will and must constantly recur, as a result of our 
position as a people in the world. | 


But, as we look to what may be termed specific Jewish history, 5673 has 
been a period, the most part, of marking time. Here in this country our 
communal energies have been largely concentred upon the task of filling the 
place left vacant by the late Chief Rabbi. The time that has elapsed since 
Dr. Hertz was called tc the high office has been necessarily occupied by 
him in the needful, but unproductive exercise of “falling in.” The 
slight ebullition which his appointment occasioned has died down, and 
Anglo-Jewry is gradually fitting itself to the new Chief Rabbi and trying to 
make the best of its choice. It is consoling itself, or it is justifying itself, 
according to its varying predilections, in the hope or the belief that the 
great future lying spread before Dr. Hertz will amply justify the solution of 
the Rabbinate question. Yet, if in Anglo-Jewry the appointment of the 
Chief Rabbi appears to be the only concrete fact emerging from 5673, here 
as elsewhere, he would be but a casual observer who did not discern a 
tendency that should make all to the good. The mere fact of the com- 
munity riding safely over the Rabbinate difficulty is matter for encourage- 
ment. The added fact that notwithstanding all the dislocation which the death

of Dr. Adler occasioned, it would not be possible to point the finger to a single 
spot in which his absence from our midst and the vacancy in his office have 
been taken advantage of for a slackening in the daily round of the communal 
life speaks volumes to the credit of the community. Our strivings have not 
been less, nor has the energy put forth been slackened. In more than one 
quarter there have been indications of added zeal and larger self-sacrifice. 


And the tale of Anglo-Jewry ® the story of Jewry as a whole. The 
tendency has been a quickening of the Jewish spirit, an energising of Jewish 
effort. More than one dry bone lying in the valley of desolation has taken to 
itself flesh and lives. We are told of a Jewish renascence in more than one 
quarter. We note fresh buildings for the congregation of Jews as a common 
incident at home, abroad, unto the uttermost parts of the earth. Whatever 


may be said against the proposal to found a Jewish University, the proposal 
itself is a manifestation of Jewish renascence. It is impossible to believe that 


| if Jews, as Jews, and Judaism were moribund, even the suggestion for the 


foundation of a Jewish University would be forthcoming. Yet, again, we can 
descry in the year that is closing a further sign that spells hope to the Jew. 
It is the consciousness to which expression has been so freely and fully given 
on all hands, of the vas¢ work which the future holds for our people. That 
consciousness, in itself rightly estimated, is an encouraging mark. 


So, the year that is closing ought not to be regarded by us altogether s0: row- 
fully. Its face is wrinkled for us, it is true, with anti-Semitic indications. 
Here in England we have not been free. Sometimes we Jews in this country 
—and not always some obscure ones among us—have not been guiltless 
of giving, if not cause, at least opportunity for the hated sentiment. America 
and some of our colonies, like Germany and Austria and Italy, have contributed 
their quota to the sum total of anti-Semitism. In Russia, anti-Semitism is not 
merely an indigenous growth; it is a cultivation. We naturally grieve and 
sorrow as we contemplate the mere existence of this spirit of anti-Semitism 
towards our people. Still, can we not derive some zomfort from the thought 
that, despicable as is the anti-Semitic sentiment, it is an indication mtatis 
mutandis of Jewith progress? If jealousy largely enters into its composition 
then we Jews can console ourselves, at least, by the thought that we have 
given to our enemies something about which they have waxed envious. 


Thus, if the year that is closing has been largely a ‘ mark-time”’ period, 
the marking has been vigorous, and the time has been in order. If as Jews, we 
have done no big thing, nor accomplished much, we have done many little things 
well and accomplished a great deal in detail. The process of * marking time ” 
and “ falling in” are necessary preliminaries to the successful march. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes has somewhere a beautiful line :— 

“ Baild thee more stately mansions of my soul, 
As the swift seasons roll.”’ 
But the essential necessity to mansions, stately or otherwise, are the founda- 
tions upon which they are reared. And yet, these are hidden underyround. 
Patiently and laboriously, brick by brick, they must be fashioned with care 
and with labour which show not. So foundations are laid. And yet the casual 
passer-by may be unable to mark any progress with the work in hand. Of 
this nature has been the tale of our labour in the year that will soon be at an 
end. There is no matter for revret and for sorrow, as we contemplate it. Its 
retrospect should, on the contrary, bring to us, on the whole, the sentiments 
that are allied to hope and are akin to the joys of grateful prospect.

THE BEILIS CASE. 
Agitation Increasing.—-Strong Feeling. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


With the approach of the date of the Beilis trial the excitement in anti-Semitic 
circles has increased to euch dimensions that it has become impossible for anyone 


to make a pro-Beilis pronouncement without running the risk of severe attacks from 


the Real Russian camp. The statement of the President of the Kieff Judicial 
Chamber, to which I referred last week, bas also given rise to a great polemic, 
and our enemies demand his dismiseal for the assertion that the proofs against 
Beilis were weak. Onur foes insist that the Chassidim sect uses Christian blood in 
food, and the Novoe \Vremzva is even convinced that “it is enough to read the 
Bible ” to see how false is the affirmation that Jews detest blood. (This state- 
ment has elicited a powerful reply from the Liberal organ 7he Retch.) Couneel 
for the proeecution is quietly arranging at St. Petersburg that the trial should be

Russians having taught a little girl to accuse Jews of an attempt to murder her. 
At the police station, however, she confesred that she was instructed to make 
her false statement. A similar panic took place at Grochov (near Warsaw). 
ANOTHER SENSATION 


The anti-Semites bave left no stone unturned in their effort to secure a con- 
verted Jew to uphold the blood libel, and they finallv obtained from the notorious 
Stembo another declaration which has been published in the Zemtschina. He 
re-affirmed the ritual accusation, and announced that he withdrew his first state- 
ment because his mother threatened to commit suicide and bis brother forced him 
to issue a denial. He despatched a detailed statement to the Kieff Public 
Prosecutor demanding that he should be allowed to appear as witness for the 
prosecution in the Beilis cage. 

PROFESSOR TROITZKY FORBIDDEN TO APPEAR AT THE TRIAL, 


The authorities of the Russian Spiritual Academy bave prohibited Professor 
Troitzky (who is attached to the institution) from appearing at the Beilis trial. 
Professor Troitzky’s opinion in opposition to the ritual libel appeared in the indict- 
ment, and he was summoned as'a witness for the defence to state that, to the best 
of his knowledge, the Jewish literature and laws with which he was acquainted 
contained nothing to confirm the blood libel myth. 

ARCHBISHOP ANTHONY'S VERSION: A PURIM LIBEL. 


Archbishop Anthony bas made a new statement on the blood libel, giving his 
version of the myth. In his opinion, “the Jews commit the ritual murders not 
before Passover, but before Purim,” as an act of revenge for Haman’s orders to 
exterminate the Jews. 

| RUMOURED POSTPONEMENT OF THE TRIAL. 

A teiegram from Kieff to the (‘/olos Movs/; states that the prohibition of the 
appearance of Professor Troitsky as a witness will lead to a postponement of the 
trial, as the Court will have to appoint a substitute for him. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE BERLIN COMMUNITY AND THE BLOOD LIBEL. 

At a meeting of the * Reprasentanten ” of the Jewish community in Berlin, 
held last week, Herr Emil Pinkus, one of the members, asked the Executive 
whether they bad taken or contemplated taking any action with reference to the 
Beiliscase. Oa behalf of the Executive, Sanitary Privy Councillor Dr. Feilchenfeld, 
read a statement which cet forth that all calamnies such as the blood accusation, 
can only arise from the crassest ignorance of the lofty teachings of Judaism, and 
that Jews repelled libels of this kind with the utmost emphasis. The statement 
aided that the Executive was of opinion that it could do nothing further in the 
matter and that to the various societies must be left such action as could possibly 
be taken. The statement met with the complete approval of the meeting. 


Did Senator Meisner Speak ? 
OFFICIAL DENIAL AND COUNTER DENIAL. 
Seon our Correspondent. 


The official organ, the Fossta, has published a wire from Kieff, authorising it, 
in the name of Senator Meisner, to deny the interview with the Russkoe Slovo (of 
Moscow), on the Beilis case, which was reproduced last week in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. According to the J’ossia, M. Meisner simply stated that he was not 
competent to speak on the matter. In a wire to the Russkoe Slovo M. Meisner 
added that he merely suggested that it was a ritual murder committed bya 
fanatical person, for the act of which the Jews were not responsible, but that the 
other statements attributed to him were false. 

The Russ/:oe Slovo, however, bas published another statement affirming the 
original interview which took place at the Belle Vue Hotel at St. Petersburg, with 
only this difference, that instead of the statement to the effect “that the anti- 
Beilis witnesses cannot be treated otherwise than with the greatest contempt,” 
Senator Meisner actually said that they cannot be treated. otherwise “than with 
the greatest suspicion.” The mistake arose through the fact that the interview 
was transmitted by telephone, and the Russian words signifying contempt and 
suspicion are similar in sound. 

The Zemstchina demands that Senator Meisner should clear up the mystery 
of his interview by taking proceedings against the Moscow paper. 


THE NEW JUDICIAL SYSTEM IN MOROCCO. 
Its Bearing on the Rights of Native Jews. 
[From our Correspondent. ] 


PARIS. 

The Journal Oficiel of the 9th September published the decrees relative to 
the organisation of the Judiciary of the Irench Protectorate in Morocco. The 
report of the Commission which has framed the regulations of the new organisation 
is the work of a coreligionist, M. Grunebaum-Ballin, President of the Council of the 
Prefecture of the Seine, who was one of the most active members of the 
Commission. 

The question which interests us is whether the legislation that bas been pro- 
mulgated is calculated to satisfy the rejnirements of the Jews in Morocco. The 
reply varies according to whether we have to deal with French protected subjects 
and the protégés of another Power, or, on the other hand, with native Jews. The 
interests of the first category are safeguarded, for they will be amenable 
only to French jurisdiction and to the French tribunals which have just been 
created. I cannot say the same of the second category, and there is reason 
to fear that they will have good cause to complain of the judicial régime 
under which they are placed and which resembles the one in force in Tanis. Asa 
matter cf fact, in respect to questions of personal status (births, marriages, divorces, 
and inheritance), they will continue under the jurisdiction of the Rabbinical 
Tribunal (Beth Din), the Commission having agreed not to offend their religious 
sentiments. But in civil, penal, and administrative matters they will be amenable 
only to the local Tribunals, Cadis and Pashas. We know the abuses to 
which this system has led in Tunis, where Jews, judged according to the law of 
the Koran in their suits against Mohammedans, are not guaranteed proper justice, 
where in numerous instances they have been victims of the hardships of the 
Mohammedan law, where the evidence of a Jew is of no value, and where the 
judgment cf the native magistrate is not subject toappeal. 

We bad hoped that the native Moroccan Jews would have benefitted by a 


jadicial régime analogous to that which was instituted after the conquest in | 


Algeria. This belief was the more justified inasmuch as the Jews in Morocco had 
given numerous proofs of their sympathy with France, the protection of which 
they had received with enthusiasm, and inasmuch as their youth educated in the 
schools of the* Alliance Israélite had during many years furnished excellent 
elements for commercial transactions and was an agent, highly appreciated by the 
I’rench Government, in promoting economic prosperity. Representations had 
been made to obtain guarantees of real justice for the native Jews in Morocco and 
to remove them from an arbitrary jarisdiction, but the results of the labours of 
the Commission referred to above and the decrees which they have sanctioned are 
not of a character to satisfy this element of the population.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Sultan bas just given a fresh proof of his esteem for his Jewish subjects. 
Yesterday (15'h Septembe:), the Haham Bashi went to the Yildiz Kiosk, to take 
leave of the Sovereign prior to his departure for Earops to-day. In conformity 
with the Protocol, he was received by the First Chamberlain, but as he was 
leaving the Palaca the Saltan’s Secretary informed him tkat His Imperial 
Majesty wished to receive him in private audience, in order personally to wish 
him Godspeed. The Saltan gave the Habam Bashi an extremely affable reception, 
and even stepped forward several paces to meet him. After inviting the Haham 
to be seated by his side, the Sovereign inquired as to the obj ct of the vieit to 
Enarope, and then said: “I that sll my subjectr, without distinction of 
religion, may be eatirfied with the epirit of juctice and gocdwill manifested by my 
Government. Through the Divine grace the gencral situation of the country has 
been improved recently, and I doubt not that the Jews share my joy.” The 
Habam Bashi made a dutiful reply, in the course cf which he gaid that he would 
deem it his duty to assure his coreligionists abroad that the Jews in the Ottoman 
Empire considered themselves fortanate in living under the paternal protection 
of the Sultan and of the equitable administration of the Imperial Government.

BALONIKA. 
An epidemic of cholera, which broke out here a month ago, is every day

ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS AT HIEFF. 
Real Russians Commemorate the Unveiling of Stolypin Monument.

With cries of “ beat the Jews,” the Real Rus:ians last week appeared in the 
streets of the Podol district at Kieff, and attacked our coreligionists, dangerously 
wounding an employé of the firm of Schwartzmann. The rioters were in high 
glee on account of the festivities in connection with the unveiling of the Stolypin 
monument, and they encountered no opposition from the police who made no 
arrests. The Russian anti-Semitic press is utilising the anniversary of the murder 
of the late Premier for a campaign against the Jews. 


THE RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT AND JEWISH AFFAIRS. 
Circular on Jewish Schools. |

Although the Russian Ministry of Education is confronted with many serious 
problems affecting Jewish education, as may be seen from the Minsk petition 


alone, which implores the authorities to provide room for 4,000 Jewish children 


who are unable to obtain admission even into primary schools (a similar state of 
affairs reigns in many Pale towns), the Ministry has found no other occupation 
than to draw up circulars as regards the instraction of Jewish subjects in the 
Jewish secondary schools. It started by banishing from the schools the excellent 
text-book on Jewish history by “1. Dubnow, introducing one of poorer quality. 


THE DUTCH COUNCIL OF STATE.

‘The Sephardic Conference in Vienna. 


The Conference of representatives of the Sephardic Jews (which has already 
been announced in the JEWISH CHRONICLE) has taken place at Vienna. A Union 
of the various communities was founded. 

The gathering was of a very enthusiastic nature, and the necessity of the 

Union for the purpose of organising the Sephardic Jews, and of founding a 
Rabbinical Seminary and other institutions was generally recognised. Spirited 
addresses were delivered by Dr. Gaster, Dr. Nemirowar, Dre. Yahuda, Dr. Shalom 
(who opened the Conference), Dr. Birabaum, Dr. Alkalav, and others. Herr 
Sokolow greeted the Conference in the name of the Actions Committee. 
- A committee was elected, consisting of Dr. Gaster, Rabbi Jacob Meir, Dr. 
Yahuda, Mr. Bahar, Dr. Neminower, Dr. Alkalay, Dr. Romno, Dr. Levy, and 
M. Florentin. The Executive has its seat at Vienna, and consists of Dr. Shalom, 
Dr. Benazion, Dr. Haim, and Her Leon Haim. 


Administrative Reform in the Berlin Community. 
(From our Correspondent.) 


| BERLIN. | 

The Prussian Upper House some time ago rejected a private Bill submitted to 
it by the Representatives of our community, which proposed radical administrative 
changes in the community. It is now rumoured that notwittstanding their initial 
defeat the leaders of the community are drafting a second Bill for presentation to 
the Diet, which is less Conservative than the (pper House. Odor leaders maintain 
that the rapid growth of the community necessitates. administrative reforms, and 
that it is impossible to continue the present constitution, which was framed for a 
small community only. It is hoped that the Orthodox section, which denounced 
the first Bill as a means of spreading radicalism, will not oppose the new Bill, as 
it is believed to be less drastic than the first, and on .account also of the formal 
peace lately concluded between both sections. In Liberal circles tha hope is also 
entertained that the interna) quarrels in Orthodox quarters will prevent the latter 
from interfering again with the policy. of the principal community. The internal 
reform introduced in the community some time ago, which provided for the 
appointment cf paid higher officials who have to do the work, or part of the work, 
of honorary Officials, has proved inadequate. The Rspresentatives of the com- 
munity now insist upon & constitutional reform, legalised by the State, that will 
facilitate the administration of a community the growth of which is simply 
start!ing. It remains to be seen, however, whether the leaders of the “ Haupt- 
gemeinde” are not again miecalculating and whether the Diet will approve what 
the Upper House bas rejected. When an internal Jewish question is discussed in 
the Pruscian Diet there are always to be found many deputies of the Right who 
plead for the maintenance of the status .~o and who deal with the question as 
though it were a matter of life and death for the State. 


Death of a Distinguished Mutiny Veteran. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


CALCUTTA. 

Pensioned Commission Officer Abraham Isaac, a Mutiny veteran, 19th Bombay 
Infantry, died at Ahmedabad recently, at the age of seventy-five. The remains 
were accorded fall military honours. The deceased officer was a descendant of a 
gallant soldier, who laid down his life in the defence of the Empire in the battle 
of Multan (Sindh). He had in addition to the Mutiny medal, the Afghanistan 
medal, and rendered excellent service for thirty-two years both in the field and in 
canton ments. 

A letter from the Executive Engineer, Lucknow Division, to the Adjutant- 
General, Bombay Army, isa sufficient testimony of his gallant deeds in the last 
‘Afgbanu war. In this letter the writer states :— | 

The officer of the 19th Bombay Native Infantry, who, in my mind, showed the 
greatest presence of mind and talent for command. was a Jew. In the retreat from 
Dabrai he also showed a cool confidence as well as in the night alarma for the first two 
or three days at Chumun, before the defences of the outer enclosure (ia which this 
officer's half company was situated) were completed. I am sorry that I cannot recall 
more precitely the event, but I know that by hia general bearing and confidence the 
officer who had charge of Da rai before the battle of Maiwand gave me the idea that 


he had his head get on his shoulders the right way, and a heart to carry out what his 
head prompted. 


A Young Jewish Diplomatist in Constantinople.

Prince Primate of Hungary Praises Orthcdox Jews. 
[From our Correspondent.] 
VIENNA, 
Some very significant remarks have just been made by Dr. Cserncch, Prince 
Primate of Hurgary, to the Rabbi cf the orthodox congregation at Balassa 
Gyarmat, in reply to the greetings of a deputation of which he wasthehead. The 
Prelate eaid: “I thank you very much, and am very glad indeed to receive the 
visit of the Orthodox Jewish Congregation. I empbasise the word orthodox, 
for I know, and I only recently read in the work of a Kabbi, how the orthodox, 
who so zealously and energetically guird their autonomy, adhcre faithfully and 
strenuously to their belief. I am convinced that only those who honour and value 
their religion can be loyal to their sovereign and their fatherland.” ; 
Expressions such as these have never before been uttered by a Pricce Primate 
of Hungary, and what renders them still more gratifying is the fact that before 
his appointment to his present high post, Dr. Cseraoch was one cf the most active 
members of the Clerical anti-Semitic People’s Party. 


The Plight of the Jews at the Khabarovsk Exhibition. 
‘From our Correspondent 


The sudden order of the Governor, withdrawing the permit granted to the 
Siberian Jews to attend the Kbabarovek Iixh:bition, has caused enormous Icssea 
to the Jewish tradesmen.. The sum of 85,000 roubles alone was lost by those 
who had completed their preparations to attend the Exhibition. An exception, 
was, bowever, made in favour of the Jew Skidelsky who is known to be the 
movipg spirit in Siborian enterprise, and who was permitted by the Tsar to reside 
anywhere. His kiosks attracted great attention. In the fishing trade, too, it 
was felt that the Jews, as leading merchants, could not be entirely ousted, and 
their exbibits were admitted, but the presence of the owners was prohibited. In 
the circumstances, the Jews in the fishing trade planned a general boycott of the 
Exhibition, bat fearing the anger of the authorities they placed the exhibits in 
the hands of one coreligionist who dispatched them to Khabarovsk. 


Proposed Federation of Young Men's Hebrew Asscciations in the 
United States. 


The Sub-Committee of ten which met for the purpose of drafting proposals 
for a federation of the various Young Men’s Hebrew Aassoc‘ations and cognate 


institutions in the United States is arranging a conference of delegates, which will 


be held at the Young Men’s Hebrew Agsociation building in New York, on Sunday, 
November 2od. At this Conference it is proposed that a constitution governing 
the national body shoald be adopted. An outline of the proposed charter, which, 
it is balieved, will be found to meet the needs of the contemplated national body, 
will be present:d.

| CAPE TOWN. 

At the first election of members of the l oified Municipal Council of Greater 
Cape Town, Mr. H. Liberman, J.P., was returned at the head of the poll in the 
business ward of the City. He polled nearly 1,000 vctes more than the next 
succseful candidate, the Mayor. The result is the more remarkable as Mr. 
Liberman was absent from Cape Town on a vizit to Europe and did not return till 
the day after the declaration of the poll. 

The annual report of the the Cape Towao Congregation shows that its general 
position is most satisfactory. The Sabbath afternoon service for boys and girls 
s‘ill maintains its hold upon the affection and interest of the rising generation, 
being invariably well attended. The income for the year amounted to £3,605. 


The Appeal Board constituted under the recently passed Immigration Act 
has commenced to work satisfactorily. 


News from many Quarters. 
The Venice newspapers report that the Director of the Communal Institute in 


that city has decided to print and to distribute among the Commercial Schools 


throughout Italy a thesis on “ Contributions in the Ottoman Empire,” which was 
written by one of the students, Yackim Bebar, and was highly commended by the 
Goverament examiners. This young man, who is the son of Rabbi Joseph ben 
Benjamin, of Adrianople, has gained the diploma of political economy and law at 
the Institute in Venice. Ags his parents are poor, he was admitted as a free pupil 
to the Italian Commercial School in Constantinople (our correspondent in that city 
informs ue) where he won a Government scholarship which enabled him to study, 
agsio free, in Venice. 

The Jewish community cf Wellington, New Zealand, were entertained 
recently at the Jewish Social Club Rooms by Mr. Joseph Mandel, vice- 
President of the C:ub and ex-President of the Congregation, in honour of the 
marriage of his daughter, Miss Re Mandel, to Mr. Jogeph Salmon, which took 
place in London. Fally two hundred persons were present. The Chairman of 
the Club proposed the toast of the evening, ‘‘ The Host and the absent Bride and 
Bridegroom,” and remarked how very popular the Bride was in Wellington 
generally, and in the Club Rooms particularly. Mr. J. Mandel suitably replied. 
He spoke in eulogistic terms of the good the Club was doing for the Jewish 
community, and incidentally remarked that, if at any time the Club needed help 
intie building of new club rooms, he would do all he could in the way 
of assistance. |

THE NEW YEAR AND SOME OF ITS PROBLEMS. 


TO THE 


JEWISH CHRONICLE | 
ROM THE VERY REV. DR. J. H. HERTZ. 
HE approaching New Year will be the first after the election of the 
a present Chief Rabbi to his high office. From him, more than from 
any other man, the community must be anxious for a word at this 
point in our communal life, when a milestone in its existence is soon to 
be left behind and we are to push forward on our journey to the next. We 
therefore felt it right to place this column at the Chief Rabbi’s disposal on 
this occasion, for any word tothe community 
which he might desire to utter. 

“T cordially accept the opportunity you 
bave afforded me,” said the Chief Rabbi to 
our representative, ‘of saying a word or two 
at this New Year time to tke community, 
through the columns of your raper. I do so: 
notwithstanding an innate repugnance that I 
have in general to anything that might have 
the appearance of a newspaperinterview. But, 
I gladly avail myself of this means, because, 
in many ways, it seems to me fitting that at 
‘this solemn time of the year you should record 
& message from me to the great communities, 


was called. And my first word must be cf 


‘hearty good wishes to one and all for the New — 


Year that is about to dawn. 


Retrospect. | 
“This New Year season, the season of retrospect as well as of 
prospect, brings vividly to my mind the iofinite consideration and kind- 
ness which I have received from all sorts and classes in the com- 
munity; the real friendship that has been exhibited to me by one and all. 
So far as my work hitherto has been concerned, heavy and anxious as it 
has been, in every detail and every particular I have found it lightened by the Joyal 
co-operation first and foremost of my colleagues in the Ministry. It would be 
mere dissimruta thet on my part were I to appear to ignore the circumstances and 
the conditions in which I was called to my high and sacred office. The experience 
' I have gained, even in the short time since I have been Chief Rabbi, has left me 
with no wonder that the community found not alone difficulty, but diffidence 
and hesitation, in appointing a successor to the late Dr. Adler, *>*S“?, with his lorg 
hereditary acquaintance with the office, hisremarkable powers, his enormous capacity 
for the work of the Chief Rabbinate. Nor have I ever ignored the strong feeling 
that existed when the election of Chief Rabbi was proceeding; and it is because of 
that that my appreciation of the kindliness that I have met on all hands could not 
be greater than it is. This I desire freely and fully to say at this moment, on the 
eve of my first Rosh Hashonal as Chief Rabbi. 


Prospect. 


And at no time was there greater need for unity of hearts and unity of forces 
than at present. The prospect, even for the least pessimistic of Jews, cannot be 
said to be roseate-hued with encouragement. The position of our people in Russia, 
where the terrible Blcod Libel hangs over them, a veritable red danger signal for 
a recrudescence of outrages—the uncertainty that has resulted from the sanguinary 
revolutions in the Balkans, and which is resting with a special heaviness upon our

to whose religions headship a few months ago: 


| people—the anti-Semitism which is constantly exhibiting itself in middle Europe, 


—all these are digscomforting signs. And yet, if the work of Judaism is to be 
done it is first of all for each individual Jew and each individual community to do the 
work that lies nearest to its hand. I do notin saying this wish to project the idea 
of any irresponsibility as between one community and another. That all Israel 
are brethren is true in even more than what may be termed te religicus sense. 
But the Jewish problem taken as a whole is so mighty, is so difficult, that only by 
its being attacked in detail can we hope to do anything substantial for its ultimate 
mitigation. The problems, therefore, of religious education and provincial 
organisation; the problems of Shechita and Sabbath observance, for example, 
clamour for solution. May the coming year bring with it the wisdom, the unity, 
and the strength which will lift these burning questions of our British communities 
from the category of “ problems” into that of realised ideale. {A WON TY “A, 
May God grant strength unto His people; may He bless us all with peace.” 


“I WILL REMAIN A JEW.”

The death of the great Central Asian traveller, 
Vambéry, reminds one that though the greatest of 
Hebrew travellers in that region he was not the only 
one. A predecessor was Joseph Wolff, the father of 
the late Sir Henry Drummond-Wolff, who was also 
an orientalist of repute. As a preliminary to his 
visis to Central Asia, Wolff who had already 
traversed a good portion of Europe, visited Egypt, 
the Levant, Persia, Mesoptamia, Tiflis, and the 
Crimea. 
Lost Ten Tribes. At the outset of this journey he 
was shipwrecked at Cephalonia. Landing he paesed 
through Anatolia, Armenia, and Khorassan, in which 
last-named region he was made a slave but was 
subsequantly released. He then traversed Bokhara 
and Balkh until he reached Cabul which he did in a 
state of nudity, having walked six hundred miles in 
condition. Wolff’s next journey was to 
Abyssinia and the Yemen. Ia 1836 he visited 
the United States and seven years later he was sent 
again to Bokhara to ascertain the fate of two 
English officers who had preceded him there. The 
two officers had already been killed, and Wolff, 
when he arrived, found himself in great danger of 
sharing their fate, but he was rescued through the 
intervention of the Persian Ambassador. |

About 1828 he set ont on a search for the 


was Joseph Judah Chorny, who for eight years, with 
practically no means, traversed the Caucasus, 
Transcaucasia and the neighbouring lands, studying 
the life, customs, and history of their Jewish and 
other inhabitants. A still more recent visitor to 
these regions was Dr. Georg Huth, the lecturer in 


Berlin University. He has visited and spent some 
time in studying the customs and languages of 
Siberia and Tarkestan. 3 
The best known of living Jewish explorers of 
Central Asia is, however, Sir Marc Aurel Stein, who 
is @ superintendent in the Indian Archmological 
Service. He, like Vambéry, is of Hungarian birth. 
Daring the years 1888 and 1889, when he was 
Principal of the Oriental College, Lahore, he effected 
antiquarian researches in Kashmir and on the 
Afghan Border. In 1900 and 1901 he was exploring 


Chinese Turkestan on an arch:>logical mission, and 


in 1906 to 1908 he was again in Central Asia and 
West China. He is now about to start on yet 
another expedition to the same region. Some of his 
works—‘ The Sand Buried Cities of Khotan,” “ The 
Ruins of Desert Cathay” for instance—are among 
the classics of Central Asian archxdlogy.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


SIRE, —When you ascended the throne of the Russian Empire the expecta- 
tions of your people ran high. They looked forward to a more humane reign than 
that which had just ended. They were yearning for reforms, for a sympathetic 
bond between the palace and the huts of the hungry and the homes of the 


oppressed. You were regarded as a young man of liberal tendencies, of advanced 


views. After your father’s reactionary reign the Russian people longed for relief. 
But, alas, what an awakening was theirs! | 

Little by little the vision of a better day faded. Your people began to despair. 
Your supposed idealism failed to manifest itself in any of youracts. The evil 
genius of Pobiedonostzeff, of the Holy Synod, reigned supreme while he lived 
and still rules Russia from his grave. A long list of charlatans and mad monks 
and illiterate fortune-tellers, beginning with Philippe, the barber of Marseilles, 
and ending with the Monk Iliador and Rasputin, have been in the ascendancy ard 
have exerted a baneful influence at your Court. Those who have counselled 
reform and have advocated liberal tendencies have become disoredited and have 
been driven away. 

The condition of the long-suffering nationalities of your Empira instead of 
ameliorating has become even more tragic. Though you have special caugce to be 
lenient with your Polish subjects, Poland has been bent under added burdens. 
Finland has become an autonomous government without autonomy, and it is 
gradually becoming converted into a Rassian province. The Baptists and the 
Roman Catholics have suffered oppreesion. The Jews have experienced during 
your reign persecutions far more cruel than those which prevailed during the 
Middle Ages. - New restrictions and new policies of hatred have been devised and 
directed against them. They have been driven from pillar to post. When the 
ghastly Kishineff maseacres raged the world was shocked. The civilised nations 
protested. It is no longer & secret that these massacres were staged, planned, 
organised and executed by the aid of your Government. Your former Director of 
the Secret Police Department of the Russian Empire, M. Alexander Lopukhin.

The best of the Kussian people were thrown into 
dapgeons, or exiled to forsaken and pest-ridden regions to die there of starvation. 

The story of the first and second Dumas is well known to the whole world, 
Every aspiration for liberty and justice that found vent in thoge national assem- 
Every manifestation of independence was 
penaligced. The voice of the people was silenced. The causes of the dispersion of 
the Russian Parliaments, and of the falling of the ceiling where the Duma assem- 
bled, upon the seats of the Russian deputies, the imprisonment of the signers of 
the Viborg manifesto, the murder of the distinguished Jewish Dama deputies, 
Professor Herzenstein and M. Yollos by the Black Hundred organisation, with the 
aid of Dr. Dubrovin, who is still one of your favourites—all these are no longer 
secrets to the outside world. 

The restrictions directed against the Jews of liussia assumed shocking forms. 
Jewish scldiers who fought bravely in the Russo-Japanese war were driven from 
Mcscow upon their return from the battlefield as soon as they could leave tL® 
hospital. They had no rights of domicile there. The Governor-General of Moscow, 
Hershelman, ordered the expulsion of a twelve-month-old Jewish boy, stating in 
his official order that “ the boy may be dangerous to the constituted régime cf the 
Russian Empire.” 

Your father, Alexander Iil., once said to Count Sergius Witte : 

“Is it true you are so fond of the Jews? ” 

Count Witte replied: | 

“Permit me to answer you by another question. Suppose that you gather all 
the Jews of Russia, place them in ships on the Black Sea and then sink the ships. 
You would not do that, would you? The Jews must live among us, with us. 
Therefore we must give them the opportunity to live as we do. In my opinion, 
the only way of solving the Jewish question is to give the Jews equal rights.” 

Alexander III. was silent for awhile, and then remarked : 

“ Perhaps you are right.” ; 

You have gone much farther than your father in your anti-Jewish policies. 
If you do not know, you should know, that the Jews have contributed much to 
the development of Russia. Rubinstein may be said to have founded the Russian 
echool of music. Antokolsky has made Russian sculpture torank high. Lavitan, 
® Jewish landscape painter, has taught the Russian people how to admire the land. 
scapes of their own country. Professor Elie Metchnikcff, head of the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris, the greatest living biologist, who exiled himself from Rassia> 
ascribes his love for science to the influence of his Jewish mother. He hag 
declared that Russia has lost through the persecution of the Jews some of the 


greatest scientists. The literature, art, and music of Russia have been popularised 
and made accessible in many lands outside of Russia by Jews. 


Many of the Jews whom you have cruelly oppressed, have come to America. 
They have adapted themselves here to the American conditions. Theyare making

A Sermon for the Week.

THE PASSING OF THE YEAR. 


“Ye stand this day, all of you, before the Lord your God.”—Deuteronomy 
rrig., 9. 

Thus to-morrow’s section of the Law opens. Thus spake Moses, the 
strong and faithful servant of God, in one—and that one of the last—of those 
soul-stirring addresses in which the book of Deuteronomy abounds. They 
were uttered at a time when his life’s work was drawing to a close, and the 
wanderers in the wilderness were in sight of the goal of their wanderings. As 
120 years had neither abated his natural vigour nor dimmed his eye, so the 
approaching end of his responsibilities had neither quenched the fire of his 
words nor weakene:| the force of his convictions. Disappointed of the hope 
that had all along sustained him in the trials of leadership—the hope of bring- 
ing God’s people into the promised rest of the Holy Land, he, nevertheless, 
remained to the last faithful and tender, and wavered neither in his alle- 
giance to God nor his love to man. Setting to all time an example of pure 
unselfishness, such as the faithful discharge of public duties demands of every 
leader of men, he summons around him the chiefs, the elders, all the men 
and women of Israel, the strangers and the children too, not excluding, even, 
the humble hewer of wood and drawer of water. He reiterates the sanctions 
and probibitions of the Law which he has taught and which is called after his 
name. With a simplicity which cannot fail to go straight to the heart of the 
most illiterate hearer in that miscellaneous vathering, and speaking with an 
authority which only long years of devoted service can confer, he invites them 
to bind their souls in a sacred covenant with God. But the Lawgiver’s 
admonition is not only addressed to the wanderers in the wilderness. Number- 
less future generations are included in the appeal which the passage we shall 
read to-morrow sets forth :——’ Neither with you only do I make this covenant 
and this oath, but with him that standeth here with us this day before the 
Lord our God, and also with him that is n./ here with us this day” (xxix.. 14), 
Hence his words have lost none of their significance. nothing of their freshness, 
during the three thousand years that have elapsed since their first utterance 
by Moses himself to the listening multitudes on the farther shores of Jordan. 
Iiven to-day their warning rolls to us across the centuries. We, too, are 
standing before the Lord our God. 


The Last Sabbath in the Year. 


This is the last Sabbath in the Jewish year numbered 5673. Another 
year, with its advantages, its privileges, its opportunities, and its failures, its 


joys and its sorrows, its trials and its compensations, is fast drawing to its 


close. In-a few days it will have been swallowed up in the immeasurable 
culf of time. Such an occasion is sutliciently impressive to warrant the 
application of the words with which Moses prefaced his last discourse: ‘ Ye 


stand this day, all of you, before the Lord your God.”” Though the year through 


which we have passed is practically dead, to us Divine Providence vouchsafes 
a larger lease of life, and in a very real sense we are standing in the presence 
of Almighty God. At such a season religion bids us look back upon the road 
we have been travelling. It urges us to ponder the uses to which we have 
put our estate of’ time and to measure the moral progress we have effected in 
the period of a year. Assuming that we do this, how much of our past 
conduct shall we have reason to regret! What a number of thoughts, 
words, and actions would we gladly.recall if it were possible! But the 
past is registered in heaven, and the present is the only portion of time 
over which we can be said to exercise any real control. And because 
the past is irrevocable there must always be an element of sadness in any 
retrospect to which we subject it. 
pain ‘in thinking of the days that are no more.’’ None of us, not even the 
most blameless, has been as upright as he might have been. To all of us, 
without exception, the year that will shortly expire will have bequeathed to us 
some legacy of regret. Yet, evenif the best man must feel conscience- 
stricken in remembering how his life has fallen short of his own ideal, 
on the other hand, let not even the worst of us despair of amendment. 
This word “ despair’ should find no place in the creed of the Jew, to whom 
God is revealed as ‘merciful and gracious, long-suffering and abundant in 
goodness and truth, keeping mercy for thousands, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression and sin.” Let not, then, our retrospect of the dying year 
degenerate into morbid feelings of gloom. lather let the sorrowful memories 
of broken hopes, neglected duties, and broken promises which it arouses give 
place to lofty resolves for the future. For the fair white page of the incoming 
year is all unwritven on, and we can determine its contents as we will. The 
covenant which has been violated can yet be renewed. The brazen wall 
which our misdeeds have interposed between us and our Father in Heaven is 
not so high or so solid but what it may be thrown down. | 7 


A Wider Application. 


~ ‘The text words are capable of a wider application than has been assigned 
to them. Assuredly not this day only, when we are standing on the threshold 
almost of a new year, but every day we are in the Divine Presence. The 


ancient Hebrews realised this idea of the Divine Presence very vividly, 
Enoch and Noah, we are told, walked with God, Abraham communed with 
Him, the elders in the Wilderness saw Him while they were eating and drink- 
ing, Elijah heard the whisper of His. “ still, small, voice.’ But in these 
material days, there are many eyes so dim that they catch no gleam 
of His presence, ears so dull that they never hear the music or 
the thunder of His voice. And there are moments when even to 
the best of us He seems silent or affar off. But whether we see or see 
not, whether we hear or hear not, whether conscience be _ voice- 
ful to us or silent, God certainly is with us and speaks to us. Adam 
in his shame strove to hide himself among the trees of Eden, and the divine 
voice called him forth. Cain would have fled from God into the land of 
exile, but even there he felt the branding finger upon his brow. Hagar 
despaired of Him, and lo! His angel appeared before her at the well o 
Lachi-Roi. Jonah rose to flee from Him by taking ship for Tarshish, and 
met Him in the shattered vessel on the tempestuous sea. He flashed upon the 
dreams of Jacob in a vision of forgiveness, as the patriarch slept on the rocky 
stairs of the hill-side. ‘‘ Whither,” sang David, “ shall I go from Thy spiriy 


That must be a dull heart which feels no. 
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or whither shall I flee from Thy presence? If I climb up to heaven Thou art 
there, if I go down to the pit Thou art there also, if I take the wings of the 
morning, and abide in the uttermost parts of the sea, even there shall Thy 
hand lead me and Thy right hand shall guide me.” 
: Some Lessons. 

In the first place, this sentiment that God is always with us conveys 4 
warning to the sluggish conscience—a warning which sounds the more 
impressive at a season like the present, consecrated to reflection and self- 
examination. In the next place, it suggests the idea of Divine protection, 
such as the Psalmist was imbued with when he sang: ‘ Yea, though I should 
walk through the valley of the shadow of death I will fear no evil for thou art 
with me, thy rod and thy staff they shall comfort me.’ Tho future into which 
we are striving to peer at the dawn of a new year is an unknown region, and 
the unknown is ever calculated to inspire us with terror. But we may find 
security in the thought that God, who haz been with u3 in the past, and in 
whose presence we stand all of us this day, will be our mainstay in the 
future, so that wea may declare with the Psalmist whose words were just 
quoted: “ Surely goodness and mercy shall follow us all the days of our life.” 
Th's thought of our standing in the divine presence further involves a sense of 
clevation and ennoblement. To feel that we live our lives under the eye of 
Heaven gives dignity and grandeur to human ex’stencs. It is this 
very thing that distinguishes us fcom the beasts that perish. They, 
a3 far as we know, feel no_ responsibility, rise to no worship, 
‘attain to no knowledge. cherish 
how different is the life of man, who is conscious of the presence of the 
Deity! Lastly, this reflection arouses in us a sense of duty and holiness. A 
life regardful of duty is covered with an object, directed by a purpose, inspired 
by an enthusiasm, till the very humblest routine, carried out conscientiously, 
is c'evated into moral grandeur, and the very obscurest office, faithfully filled, 
becomes an imperial stage on which all the virtues play. I: ven the hewer of 
wood and the drawer of water stand in the presence of God. 


The Last Sabbath of the Old Year. 


These are some of the lessons which the text sets before us—lessons of 

warning to the sluggish conscience, of trust in the divine protection and 

lessons of elevation, duty, and holiness. And these lessons come home to 

us with especial force on the last Sabbath of the old year. Within a few days 

we shall enter upon the solemn rites which mark the incoming of a new year. 

With feelings of devout humility and heartfelt contrition, we shall stand all of 

us before the Lord our God. Presenting ourselves at the throne of mercy, we 

shall put up petitions for forgiveness, for spiritual renewal, for physical life 

and health, for the welfare and happizess of loved ones. Let us bring to the 

performance of these solemnities a strong sense of the nearness of our 

Heéavenly Father. Lot us feel that God, in mercifully preserving us alive 

unto this day, gives us a fresh opportunity of devoting ourselves to His 

service. ILet us reflect that we also are asked to enter into the Covenant 
that was made with our fathers. It is as if our Law-giver were still among 
us, now reasoning with u3, now upraiding us, now exhorting us. We can 

almost fancy we hear his aged voice admonishing us: ‘See I have set before. 
you this day life and good, death and evil; in that I command you to love the 

Lord your God, to walk in His ways, and to keep His commandments, His 
statutes and His judgments .... for Heis your life and the length of your 
days.’’ A discourse of unsurpassed impressiveness is this valedictory address 
of Moses.» Words of matchless beauty constitute his final utterances. O, 
that they might find a response in our hearts!

ISAIAH LXI., 10—LXIIL, 9.

‘ Isaiab,” said Victor Hugo, “seems placed above humanity and resembles a 
rumble of continual thunder. Heis the great reproacher. His style, a kind of 
nocturnal cloud, is lighted up with images which euddenly emparple all the 
depths of his obecure thought, and makes us exclair-, ‘it lightens!’ Isaiah is 
engaged in battle, hand to hand, with the evil which, in civilisation, makes its 
appearance before good. He cries ‘filence!’ at the noice of chariots, of festivals, 
of triumphs. The foam of his prophecy falls evenon rature. . . . . Those 
things with which Isaiah reproached his time—idolatry, debauchery, war, prosti- 
tation, ignorance, still exist. Isaiah is ths undying contemporary of the vices that 
make themselves servants, ard of the crimes that make themselves kings.” 

The great Freachman is only balf right in this analysis of the prophet. Isaiah 
was not only the great reproacher, he was even more the great comforter. The 
threat with him never stands far apart from the promise of divine deliverance. 


Stroy he follows anti-strophs, deep answers deep, in the torrent roll of his oratory. 
and rebellious heart, yet even more often is he “anointed of the Lord to preach 


good tidings to the weak, to bind up the broken-hearted, to proclaim liberty to 
ths captives, and the opening of the prison to them that are boand” (Ixi., 1). The 


reconciliation. His love is the surgeon-hand of his reproof. 

For the last seven Sabbaths it has been the province of our prophet to reveal 
“meroy rejoicing over judgment.” The series of NINDON), consolatory addressea, 
which started from the Sabbath after Tisha b’ Ab, fittingly reach thsir crown and 
climax in the last Haftara of the year. Isaiah is among the wearied, burdened, 
digheartened exiles in Babylon, towards the close of the captivity. They “are 

ging their harps on the willows” and refusing to sing. They have waited so 
long that it seems quite plain that God “has cast them off for ever, and will be 
favcurable no more.” To them Ieaiah has a message from God. He is to “com- 
fort them”; and this is to be the comforting. God’s time of judgment is almost 
over, His saving grace is now to be shown. With the object of consoling his people, 
a unfolds his visions of the interposition of Divine providence for their 

eliverance.

To assure them of the certainty of God’s meroifal purposes, the prophet intro- 


duces Him under the similitude of a bridegroom. The marital state, by the way, 
| ig a favourite figure of the Bible for expressing the bond of sympathy and love that 


knits God to Israel. It forms the basis of one entire book of the Scriptares— 


- Song of Songs. It provides the Leitmotif of Hosea’s deliverance and pervades the 


whole teaching cf the prophets, which declares apostasy from God to be adultery. 
In our Haftara, however, the serene beauty of the sky is undimned by the least 
cloud of a suspicion of Israel’s unfaithfulness. God and people are united in the 
bonds of the deepest marital affection. “Asa bridegroom decketh himself with a 
garland acd asa bride adorneth herself with her jawels.” Yet the robe wherewith 
Israel has covered herself is a robe of “righteousness” (Ixi., 10) MPTS TL", 
Salvation and righteousnees are inextricably interwoven. God’s salvation is con- 
ditional to Israel’s pledge of righteousnees. Io Israel’s heart alone is the promise of 
a rich spiritual harvest. Let her but bs true to ber marital vows; let her cultivate 
the precious blossoms of ideal aspiration and lofty ethical practice, with which she 
was sown of olden times: let her cherish her great literary heritage and foster 
the grand religious spirit which is her one g’ory among the nations, and the divine 
promise may yet be fulfilled in her. “For as the earth bringeth forth her bad, 
and as tte garden caussth the thing: that are sown in it to spring forth; 82 the 
Lord. God will cause righteousness and ‘praise to spring forth before all the 
nations ” ('xi., 11). | 

Israel bas ancient traditions, but her memory is apt to slumber. Yet if her 
memory sleeps, the nations at least remember with lively vigour, “the sickness 
wherewith the Lord made her sick,” when che was “a root that brought forth galland 
wormwood,” ard her land was a “ land of brimstone and galt, a burning that is not. 
sowp, nor beareth, por apy grass groweth thereio.” If Israel his forgotten 
‘what meaneth the heat of this great anger,” the mations at least know and 
recoguirce that it was bacause she “forsook the covenan’ of the Lord her God, and 
went and eerved other gods.” Therefore it is that she was so long forssken. 
and her land remaired desolate.’ ‘‘ And the Lord rooted her cui’ cf her 
land in anger, and in wrath, and io great indignation, and cast her into another 
land, as at this day” (O°). But according to the measure of her degradation, is 
the measure of her upraising. Now that Israel has returned to her Lord with a. 
contrite heart and in a faitbfal spirit, ‘ the nations shall s2e her righteousness, and all 
kings her glory ; and she shall be a crown of beauty in the hand of the Lord, anda 
royal diadem in the hand of her God. She ehall no more bea termed Forsaken ; 
neither shall her ‘ard any more be termed Desolate; but she shall be called Heph- 
zibah (My delight in her), and her land, Beulah (Married) : forthe Lord delighteth 
in her, and her laud shall be married ” (Ixii 2 —4). 


The nations throughout the ages have been witnessas that Israel’s righteous- 
nes3 and wrcengdoing have been dealt with in a different measare from that which 
has been meted out to themselves. The rule applied to her is not the rule which 
is ordinarily applied to them. Why this is sc, is bound up with the mystery cf 
Israel’s election. It is one of “the secret things that belong unto the 
Lord our God.” It is useless to attempt to peer behind the veil 
for a solution of the mystery. A3 far as we ara concerned, we must be 
content with “ the things that are revealed to u3and to our children for ever, that 
we may do the words of this law” (Daut. xxix., 29). *‘To us and to our children 
for ever.” It i3 the consciousness of this truth, which history has so wonderfully 
ver.fied, that has given life and validity to Israel’s missioa. But does Israel 
still doubt that in every crisia of her history it was to God that ia the las$ resort 
she owed her salvation and deliverance? Then let her recall the story of her 
relations with Edom Edom was the old and embitterei enemy of Israel. When 
Jerusalem and the pride of Judah fell before Chaldea, E3om gave vent to a; an. 
of unholy triumph (Ez:kiel xxxv. 12; Ps. cxxxvii.; and Obdsdiah 10-16). But 
what was her end? ‘I have trodden her in mine anger, and trampled ‘her in 
my fury; and her life stream is sprinkled upon my garments, and I have stained 
all my raiment. For the day of vengeance was in my heart, and the year of my 
radeemad was come ” (ixill., 3-4). It is the blood of Edom which has dyed the 
garments of the Divine Hero, who is s3sen coming from Bozrah (a city of Edom, 
cp. xxxiv., 6), with vesture like him that treadeth the wine-press. It was God 
alone who accomplished this retribution, God and no Seraph, God and no Angel 
(v. 5). After this signal proof of God’s active intervention in Israe!’s defence, let 
her no more doub} that the God Who presides over nature and directs the move- 
ments of history will so shape its course now, that her desire will be achieved, and 
she will be enabled to complete her fature destiny. Her enemies will be powerless, 
their efforts, like those of Edom, will be foiled. “No weapon that is formed 
against her shall prosper” (liv., 17). : 

Lke all great utterances, the echces of Isaiash’s message, although primarily 
addressed to his own generation, have come thundering down the grooves of time, 
stirring the hearts of men in allagee. This is a feature which did not escape the 
notice of the old teachers. Note, remarks the Midrash (Yalkut to Isaiah xl. 1), 
that in commencing his cycle of speeches ‘to the heart” cf the people the 
prophet starts with the significant expression, O3°7?N VON’: “Comfort ye, com- 
fort ye, my people, your God sll eay.” The use of ths future here instead cof 
the past is noi without a purpoze. It teaches you, O Israel! that your God will 
be your unfailing spring of comfort in the fature as he has been in the past: 

ION NON IND ODAIN Ws OMI? 93? 

Is Israel still in need of God’s comfort? Despite the outcry against anti- 
Semitiem in every land, much of which, no doubt, 's prompted by disappointed 
vanity and the incurable love of dicplay on the part of individual Jews, it would 
bs ungracious in the extreme not to recognige the wonderful material progress 


which Jews, at least in Western Europe, have made during the last two or three | 


generations. We have only to ccntrast our social and politica! status to-day with 
that of cur grandfathers and great-grandfathers, to realises this. Nevertheless, so 
long as causeless prejadice still exists against us; so long as the Press continues to 
echo with accusations against Judaism which are as base as they are baselees ; 80 
long as the name Jew remains a term of reproach even in our own favoured land ; 
so long as the great macs of the people in other countries are atill subject to dis- 
criminatory legislation ; so long as they are deliberately condemned by Govern- 


- ments, that profess themselves Christian, to a policy of pogroms alternating with 


economic thuggism; so long as they are still a prey to the anguish and humiliation 
of the blood libel; so long as in Europe, Asia, and North Africa they are still at 
the mercy of savage and blood-thirsty populations; so long as owing to conditions 
deliberately contrived against them, multitudes are made to grow up in lamentable 
ignorance, so that fecund talents are forced to lie fallow, great capacities to ran to 
waste, noble hearts to shrivel up, and beautiful souls to wither; so long must 
Israel be said still to be in need of God’s comfort. From countless Jewish hearts 
the old prayer still ascends :—" Because in their aftliction, He was afiiicted, may 
the angel of His presence save them: may He redeem them in His love and pity, 
and bear them and carry them’as in days of old” (!xii, 9). |

remarkable progress in every field cf human activity. They have added to the 
wealth of the nation by their mancfactures, their skill in innumerable trades 


- which they practise here but were forbidden to practise in their native land. They 


have widened the spheres of ccmmerce. They have become patriotic and law- 
abiding citizens. They avd their adoptcd land have profited marvellously by the 
avidity with which they have availed themselves of the oducational opportuniti¢s 
extended to them. Russia bas lost and is suppressing forces which, if utilised, 
weuld develcp her tremendous resources beyond the power of belief. How the 
Jews are regarded in this country may ba surmised from the impressive 
marner in which Congress ex oreesed its protest agaiust th» dishonoar by Rassia 
of American paesports when borne by Jews. Tho viclation of the Tre aty of 1832 
ty Ruesia by ber diecrimination against Jews was regarded an affront to the 
American people. The unanimous voice of America should have convinced you 
that the Jews have made good as American citizens.

‘SYNAGOGUE VENTILATION ON YOM KIPPUR.

_§1r,—As the Day of Atonement approaches I desire to write you on a eubject 
which is freely discussed at homes at the end of that day, and this, like most things 
in this world, become a “nine days” wonder and then ceaces until the following 
year, when it is re-introduced, and so on ad infinitum. 

This subject is the air which one has to inbale in synagogue during that day. 
As the day wears on the atmosphere becomes more and more vitiated, and anything 
more unhbygienic it would be difficult to find. The air being so foul, it becomes 
more and more difficult to follow the prayers with any intelligence. 

Asaremedy I would suggest that after cach of the services the synagogue 


' should be emptied for a certain time and thoroughly ventilated. This would allow 


those who wish to pray to pray in comfort and in health. 

I quite believe that certain orthodox Jews might take exception to this pro- 
cedure, but my reply is that the Atonement service, like all the Jewish festivals 
and holy days, commences on the eve before. Therefore if it is wrong to go out of 
synagogue during the day, then one ought never to leave it from the beginning of 
the Kol Nidrei service uatil the Shofar has sounded. In bygone days I believe this 
was the case, but for reasons, presumably of health, this custom bas fallen into 
abeyance. Thus, if a custom which was considered right some years ago has fallen 
into abeyance, it cannot be wrong for a still healthier custom to come into vogue.

The desire on the part of the Jewish poor to ke treated when ill under the 
most favourable surroundings leads us to suppose that we shall see in the future 
no diminution in the number of meals we shall have to supply. We can, there.

Mr. Joseph settled in Leeds, atout forty-five years ago, he interested him- 
Kuczynski. _—_ self in all that concerned the welfare of the community. He was 
identified with all charitable and social work, but he devoted his 
energies mainly to the establishment and organisation of the Chevrah Kadisha of 
the Old Hebrew Congregation. He was the first Vice-President, and together with 
tS the late Herman Friend (the founder and President) 
he at once sought to improve the method of administer- 
ing the last rites to the dying and the dead. He 
succeeded to the position of President fifteen years 
ago and held the office until his death. Under his 
administration the needs of even the poorest were well 
considered. He utilised his scant leisure in visiting 
the sick, consoling the mourner,and renderipg personal 
service to the afflicted and distressed. It was mainly 
through his instrumentality that the stigma usually 
associated with so-called “pauper” funerals was 
entirely removed. Mr. Kuczynski’s activities were 
not confined to these most laudable efforts, for he took 
@ practical interest in reclaiming the neglected graves 
and in the necessary extension and care of the 
| cemetery. His personality won him the affection and 
Mr. Joseph Kuczynski. regard of all with whom he came in contact, and but 
: recently he was the recipient of a presentation asa 
token of the appreciation in which he was held. Mr. Kuczynski was a “life 
member” of the Council of the Great Synagogue, and a member of the I’ xecutioe 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians. While his health permitted, he took an active 
part in the administration of its charity, particularly in the organisation and 
distribution of Passover Relief. Though he had been in delicate health for some 
considerable time, the end came somewhat unexpectedly; he passed away 
suddenly on the evening of the 17th inst. | 
The funeral took place on Friday, and was attended by representatives of all 
congregations and communal bodies. The Rev. 8. Diamond officiated, and the 
Rev. M. Abrahams, B.A., delivered an eloquent address at the graveside.

STAMFORD HILL SYNAGOGUE. 


To THE EpDITOR.—From Mr. R. SONNENTHAL, Chairman of the Building 
Committee of the United Synagogne, 37, Aldermanbuary, 


SirR,—If your correspondent, Mr. |’. Levin, had applied to the Offices of the 
United Synagogue, information would have been given to him, showing that there 
has not been the slightest delay on our side in pushing forward the erection of 
this Synagogue. 

As I understand there are other persons who believe the building has been 
intentionally postponed, I beg to give the following statement :— 

An additional piece of land had to be purchased, which could only be obtained 
after prolonged negotiation with the London County Council, and until this extra 
piece of land had been secured the working drawings could not be proceeded with. 
When this matter bad been settled, the architect had to start with the extensive 
work of preparing such drawings, quantities, etc., which your correspondent 
wozld be surprised to ‘ind is a very difficult and long piece of work. 

It cannot be compared with a small provisional building like the Brixton 
Synagogue, which cost about £1,500 (and which, by the way, was carried out by 
the Building Committee), whereas the Stamford Hill Synagogue will cost 
nearly £20,000. 

As the preliminary work is now being completed, it will be possible in a few 
days to invite tenders. | 

Let me again assure your correspondent that there has not been the slightest 
delay on the part of the United S\ oagogue authorities. 

In both cases the work was taken in hand as soon as the amount of the 
expenditure had been voted, and I trust that this Synagogue, with its spacious 
classrooms and hall, when completed, will be a source of great delight not only to 
the Stamford Hill congregation, but to every Jew in Londcn. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “A WOULD-BE WORSHIPPER.” 


£IR,—Will you accord mea little space in your columns in order to endorse 
very strongly the letter which appeared last week from Mr. Levin, on the above 
subject. | 

From week to week, from month to month, from year to year, we bave had 
before us the golden promise of a synagogae, and still we are scarcely any further 


advanced. It seems almcst unpardonable that the United Synagogue should so 


long allow such an increasingly Jewish district as Stamford Hill to be without a 
proper place of worship. The temporary premises, with their very limited 
accommodation, are from more than one point of view unsatisfactory, and the 
Building Ccmmittee of the United Synagogue are strongly to blame for thus 
preventing would-be worebippera from attending Divine Service, and consequently 
causing the Jews of Stamford Hill to become more and more alienated from the 
synagogue. This treatment speaks volumes for the activity of the United Synagogue.

THE ALIENS ACT. 


SUCCESSFUL APPEALS. 


THE CHAIRMAN COMPLIMENTS MR. LANDAU. 


There was a sitting of the Immigration Board on Monday, when thers were 
three appeals—two Jewish and one non-Jewish. The Board consisted of Sir Richard 
Stapley, in the Chair, Mr. Enfield, J.P., and Mr. David Levy. Mr. Landau 
appeared for the Jewish appellants. 

The first case was that of LEIE LEIBFREIND, a girl of 18, who was coming 
here toan uncle. She had £5 in her possession. The Immigration Officer said 
that the uncle and his family occupied only two rooms, in which six children 
were accommodated. Mr. Landan said this point could be got over, as another 
relative who lived next door to the uncle had ample accommodation and would 
give the girl lodgings. Mr. Enfield expreesed his diesatisfaction. The Chairman and 
Mr. Levy were of opinion that the appeal in the altered circumstances ought to be 
allowed, and the girl was therefore given permission to land. 

A similar result occurred in the next case, that of ISRAEL GROS, & young man 
said to bs a bootmaker, coming toa brother-in-law. Mr. Enfield stated that he was 
for rejection ; the other members of the Board decided that the appeal should be 
allowed. 

The non-Jewish appeal was rejected. 


TUESDAY'S SITTING. 


There was 4 prolonged sitting on Tuesday, when appeals, involving twenty- 
one Jewish people, were dealt with. The Board consisted of Mr. A. O. Goodrich, 


L.C.C., J.P., in the Chair, Mr. J. Prag, J.P., and Mr. Ickoff. Mr. Landau 


appeared for all the appellants. 

At the outset, there was considerable delay as it appeared that one of the 
officers of the ship had lost his way to the Immigration Board and arrived twenty 
minutes late. The Chairman told him it was a serious matter, as had the delay 
been a little longer all the immigrants would have had to return without their 
appeals being heard. 

The first case was & medical rejection, that of a young girl. She was coming 
here to a brother who was ina fair way of business. The girl, according to the. 
medical evidence, was suffering from tuberculous disease, and a cure was very 
doubtful. The Board felt with reluctance they had no option but to reject her. 

The next appeal was that of MELKE ITALIENER, @ married woman, accom. 
panied by her three children, aged nine, seven, and five. They were coming here 
to the husband and father respectively. . The husband appeared before the Board, 
and as said he was in a position to support them, their appeals were allowed. 

FEIGE HOWDOWSKY, a single girl, said to be a tailoress, appealed against rejec. 
tion. She was coming here toa brother. Mr. Landan said that a brother-in-law 
of the girl had travelled up specially from Portsmouth, and he would be prepared 
to look after and maintain her. The police report on the relative was read, and 
showed him to be a man of good standing. Upon the relative’s undertaking the 
appeal was allowed. 

The appeals of PESSE WEISSMAN and her child FITEL, aged eight, were 
uitimately allowed, Mr. Landau urging that the Board could not possibly prevent 
a mother and child from coming to their bread winner. 

The appeal of SALMAN GOLDMAN, @ young married man, was allowed. 

A similar result happened in the case of ABRAM MATLIN. He had come 
here to a brother who promised to look after him. 

The next two cases involved appeals relating to immigrants who desired to 
proceed to Manchester. BROCHE MILMAN and her two children were proceeding 
to the husband and father residing in Falk Street, Cheetham. The Immigration 
Officer said they came here accompanied by a married couple, all apparently pro- 
ceeding to the same address. Mr. Landau said he would prefer the cases to be 
dealt with ceparately, a course to which the Chairman agreed. The husband, who 
had travelled up specially from Manchester, appeared before the Board and 
satisfied them that he was in a position to maintain his family. The appeals 
were thereupon allowed. | 

The appeal was then dealt with of GODEL FANIAK and his wife PESSE. They 
were proceeding to an uncle named Taylor in Clarence Street, Manchester. This 
gentleman was the employer of the last witness Mr. Milman. Mr. Taylor, who 
appeared before the Board, said he was in a position to give the man work and look 
after him. The Board allowed the appeal on his undertaking. 

The appeal of DAVID BIL and his wife RIWKE were rejected. The man was 
coming to a brother-in-law named Silkoff, a master tailor, who offered the male 
appellant work at 303. a week. 

JANKEL HOFFSTEIN, & young man, was allowed to land on the undertaking 
of a cousin. 


BIELA ESTHER PAKOLA, & tailorees who came here to a brother also appealed 
succesafally. 

The case cf MANI: GELINERT was then heard. She was an attractive young 
girl aged 20, a tailoress, and had £5 113. in her possession. She was going to an 
uncle in Wardour Mews. The uncle attended, and ceaid he employed several 
hands and would give the girl work and look after her. He was closely ques- 
tioned by the Chairman as to how he spent his money, as the Chairman thought 
he ought to reside in better surroundings if he earned the money he stated he did. 
He replied that he was certainly doing a good business and was well able to keep 
the girl. Mr. Landau eaid if there was any doubt about the case, he thought the 
Sarah Pyke Home would take the girl. and upon an Official of the Home being 
called he eaid from enquiries he was satisfied the uncle was a most respectable 
man.

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FATAL FIRE AT MILE END. 


JEWISH HEROISM. 


Three lives were lost in a fire which occurred ata dwelling- house, 17, Tredegar 
Square, Mile End, shortly before nine o’clock on Saturday morning. The house, 
a three-storeyed building, was completely gutted within balf-an-bour of the out- 
break, and it was not until the firemen had subdued the flames that they were 
enabled to bring two of the bodies from the premises. A third victim, a three- 
year-old girl, who had been taken from tbe house earlier, died from asphyxiation. 
The victims were: Abrabam Jacobs, thirty-nine, dealer; Fanny Jacobs, three 
years (his daughter) ; avd Solomon Desser, twenty-six, & tailor. 

The fire is believed to bave been caused by some material becoming ignited 

from @ jet of gas in the bedroom belonging to Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs. With 
their two children Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs were at breakfast in the kitchen above the 
bedrocm, when Mrs. Levy, wife of the cccupier, detected smoke issuing from their 
bedrocm. In response to call, Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs rushed downstairs, and on 
opening the bedroom door found the room full of smoke. Almost immediately 
flames burst from the room, and Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs rushed upstairs to rescue 
their children, while Mrs. Levy alarmed her own family. Mrs. Jacobs was driven 
back from the staircase by the smoke and flames, but her hueband forced bis way 
up. His valiant ¢ffort to save his children, however, cost him his life. He was 
overcome on the thresbold of the room, and his charred remains were discovered 
by the firemen after the flames had been subdued. The ledger, Desser, was 
apparently euffocated in his bed. Before the firemen could reach his room the floor 
of the garret gave way, and the bad and its occupant, who was burned almost 
beyond recognition, were subsequently found in the room below. 

Exciting rescue scenes were witnersed in the yard at the back of the house. 
Two lade, Aleo Levy and Philip Jacobs, reached the window of the kitchen. By 
this time that room was filled with smoke, while the flames were rapidly working 
towards the lads. A neighbour quickly brought a counterpane on the scene, and 
Levy, who was urged to jump, leaped a distance of nearly forty feet. He was caught 
in the counterpane and escaped with nothing worse thanashock. The other lad 
could not be persuaded to take the leap, and his only response to that suggestion was 
to glance back into the burning room and call fathetically to bis little sister. 
Eventually a neighbour, getting on the roof of an outhouse, endeavoured to per- 
suade the lad to attach himself to a line prop which he held near the window, but 
the boy was afraid to trust himself to this slender method of escape. By this 
time tlames were beginning to appear at the window, and a minute later the lad 
would inevitably have been enveloped. Realising this, the neighbour with the 
prop resorted to a desperate expedient. Securing the end behind the boy, he 
gently forced him from his position on the window ledge, and he fell, to be cleverly 
caught by a Mr. Van Gelder, who was standing on @ ladder beneath the window. 
Beyond being slightly bruised and.s.mewhat burnt about the head, the lad 
was little the woree for his thrilling adventure. Three persons in the house were 
reecued by the motor fire escape from Mile End fire station. 

THE INQUEST. 

An inquest on the bodies of the three victims of the fire, was opened at the 
Limehouse Coroner’s Court on Morday, by Mr. WYNNE BAXTER. 

Mrs. JACOBS, who identified the bodies of her husband and daughter, said 
that they sat down to breakfast in the kitchen on the first floor about 8.15 on 
Saturday morning, ard about balf an hour later Mrs. Levy, from whom they 
rented rooms cn the first and ground ficors, called out: ‘There is smoke coming 
out of the room.” The witnessand her hueband rushed downstairs and saw smoke 
coming from their bedroom on the ground floor. Tbey then ran out for a pail of 
water, and on returriog found that the tlames had caught the curtains at the 
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bottem of the staircase. Mr. Jacobs ran upstairs to get the children, and neigh. 
bours rushed in and rescued the witness. She was afterwards told that her 
busbend and one child were dead. She added that on the mantelpiece of the bed. 
room was & small penny glass kerosene lamp, which had been generally blown ont 
by her husband at daybreak. She did not remember it being blown out on that 
occasion. It was possible that on being blown out some of the wick might have 
been blown off. Her husband did not use matches, as he was notaemoker. Her 
boy Phillip, aged 64, who had a narrow escape, was suffering from shock. 

Medical evidence was given that Fanny Jacobs died from aspbyxiation, and 
the cororer said that it would be proved that the child was found in a room where 
there bad been no fire. 

Mrs. LEVY, whose husband is a tailor, said that Solomon Desser was her 
busband’s cousin. She described how she found smoke, called to Mre. Jacobs, 
and then took her children into the yard. When she first found Mrs. Jacobs's 
bed-room door open she saw nothing unusual, and smelt no smoke. Her husband's 
four workmen were employed at tailoring in a room on the third floor. Desser, 
who slept in the attic, could have got out through # window or cistern opening. 

ISAAC LEVY, the landlord, told how, on hearing screams of “ Fire!” from 
his wife, he rushed upstairs, saw flames coming out of the door of the back-room. 
and ran out of the house. When he got to the back he saw his son Hyam, aged 
ten, at the window of the first floor next door. His son jumped and was canght in 
the hands of people below. : 


CUT OFF BY BURNING STAIRS. 


HyYAM LEVY said that when the fire broke out Deeser was in bed and the 
witness was dressing. The witness said to Desser, “ There isa fire: quick, get 
up!” but Desser took no notice. He did not appear to be thoroughly awake. 
The witness then went down the stairs very quickly, because they had begun to 
burn. He could not get to the bottom, so he went tothe back room on the first 
flbor. He went to the window and somebody called to him to jamp. The window 
was very hard to open, but he managed it at last, and, jumping, landed on his 
feet, ceveral people breaking the fall. “I left a chair and table at the window,” 
said the witness, ‘so that anybody else could jump.” There were two other 
children (one the dead child Fanny and the other Phillip Jacobe) in the room. 
Phillip, the witness understood, was got from the window by means of a clotbes | 

rop. 
5 OSEPH PRICE, a tailor, said that he telephoned to the fire brigade. After. 
wards he saw Mr. Levy and Mr. Jacobs in the area. Mr. Jacobs appeared to ba 
trying to get up a ladder to the first floor window. 

THE CORONER: From that it appears that Mr. Jacobs was out of the house 
and out of danger and went into it again? Yes, sir. 

The enquiry was adjourned until next Wednesday. |

S1R,— Your readers have doubtless read of the terrible fatality that has over 
taken the unfortunate family living in the ill-fated house which was the scene of 
the outbreak. 

An inspection of the premises discloced the devastating character of the fire, 
which spread with such rapidity as to render nearly all of the occupants altogether 
beyond the reach of safety. The principal surviving sufferer is Mrs. A. Jacobs, 
«ho mourns the loss of her husband and breadwinner, and a child of about four 
years of age. Her condition is pitiable in the extreme, and has evoked univereal 
expressions of profound sympathy. Her husband not having been insured, and 
not having besn in a position to make any provision for contingencies, the poor 
widow is left in an utterly destitute condition. 

A local committee has been formed for the purpose of supplementing the 
assistacce which may be rendered by the Board of Gaardians in replacing the 
poor widow’s furniture, and for placing her in a position whereby she may obtain 
@ livelihood. Many of your readers will, I have no doubt, deeply sympathise with 
this terrible case, and I shall be glad to receive any contributiors which any

Fund Commission for England, and outlined the work that bad been done by the 
Commission in London and the Provinces. 
June 29th, 1913, the sum of £380 had been collected for the Fund, whereas in the 
same period in 1912 only £18s had been collected, In August of this year £11: 
had been collected compared with about £30 in the August of any previous year. 
National Fund Commissions bad been ‘formed in many Provincial Towns. Com. 
missions had aleo been formed for West, North, and East London, and efforts 
were being made to form Committees forthe North-West and North-East districts. 

The object of the Conference was to discuss two schemes: (1) A National 
land Flower Day.. (2) A National Fund Concert. 

It was unanimously resolved that a National Fund llower lay be arranged 
for Sunday, October 19th (Chol Hamoed Succotb).

A Sub-Committee, consisting of Mr. B. Grad and the Hon. (Officers, was 
appointed to draw up a scheme of propaganda. The President reported that he 
had arranged to visit Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, and Glasgow. It was resolved 
to invite the federated societies to arrange meetings during the autumn to be 
addressed by members of the Execative Committee. | 

The President reported on the recent Congress which he described as the 
largest and one of the most successful ever held by the Zionist Movement. 

The Organising Secretary reported that the first of a series of monthly 


bulletins would be ready for distribution among the officers of the federated 
societies in the course of a few days. 


EAST LONDON ZIONIST ASSOCIATION.—A well attended meeting took 
place on Saturday evening at Falbourne Street, at which the delegates to the 
Zionist Congress gave an account of the proceedings at Vienna. Dr. §. Brodetsky 
was in the chair. Dr. Melamed complained of the fruitiess results of the Congress, 
much time having been wasted on unnecessary discussions on cultural Zionism, 
and little attention paid to practical problems which éonfront the movement at 
the present time. He also severely criticised the University scheme. The Rev. J. K. 
Goldbloom took a more optimistic view of the situation. He gave a detailed account 
of the proceedings, and expressed himself satiefied with the victory of the political 
Zionists in the Bank question and with the entry of Dr. Tchlenow into the Small 
Actions Committee. Mr. N. Lazarus reviewed the Congress as a_ political 
demonstration. The meeting adopted a resolution expressing satisfaction with the 
results of the Congress and pledging itself to support the new management of the 
movement. A collection was made for the Central Fund. On the motion of Mr.

MUSICAL NOTES. 

“THE HAVOUDATH HABOUREI.”—It is not often given to the reviewer of 
synagogue music to praise whole-heartedly everyone concerned in the production of 
a new work. The “ Havondath Habourei,” edited by the Rev. A. M. Bernstein, 
the famous Chezan of Wilna, is a notable exception. Each composition is a con- 
tribution by one of our most celebrated Chazanim in Russia and Germany, those 
by the editor himself being not the least important. The melodies, both choral 
and recitative, are distinctly Jewish in character, and when suitable, keep 
to tradition whilst the rhythm and barmony are fully up to date. A 
notable feature of this valuable work is that each instalmeut is prefaced by a 
literary article, which should prove of great value to all those who are interested in 
Chazanuth and our Holy Liturgy. In the first part is an article on the status of 
the Chazan and Chazanuth in the synagogue ; the second part contains a learned 
dissertation on the history of the text and music of “ Kol Nidrei,” by the renowned 
Chazan, M. Pinkovsky. The work undoubtedly deserves a wide recognition, and 
can be obtained from the Editor himself, or from R. Mazin, the agents for 
England.—L. G.

A SUMMARY OF THE YEAR. 


Oaly in one particular respect has 5673 differed from its predeceesor. . Its 
fabric is streaked with the blood of Jews fallen in a Christo-Moslem quarrel. 
Thousands of the Jewish race obeyed with alacrity the call to arms of the com- 
patants in the Balkan Wars. Some were killed in battle. All displayed gallantry 
in the cause which they had espoused—a bravery warmly testified to by leading 
men in their respective States, and punctuated in the case of Bulgaria by a pogrom 

tation, while in the track of the contending armies came, for civilian Jews, 
and — eventuating often in headlong flight. But athwart the whole 

field of Jewish life still lies, dark and heavy, the shadow of Russian oppression. 
Instead of lifting during the year, its sombre and menacing hue has deepened. 
Expulsions of Jews bave occurred with endless iteration. In the “holy city ” of 


_ Kieff they were accompanied by “night searches,” which clothed them with a new

terror. In one case—that of Tambov—the Jewish community was completely 
wiped out. Concurrently the quasi-legal persecution grew more acute, so that 


some students, in their despair, became apostasised, as a possible means of relief, 
while others sought ercape in suicide. Worst of all,

still continues, the anti-Semitio plotters endeavouring to weave their toils round 
the head of the hapless Jew, while the Russian authorities dare to fling through 
him, at the whole Jewish race, the barbarous slander of ritual murder. The cry 
thus raised at Kieff has been taken up in other Russian cities, echoing across the 
frontiers to Eritrea, to Salonika, and other centres of the Diaspora, and swelling 
to such a volume as to make 5673 a record year, for frequency of repetition, in 
all the modern annals of this ancient superstition. For the rest, there were few 
open riots against the Russian Jews, but the ‘‘silent pogroms” of cruel laws, 
accentuated by such measures as the Polish boyoott, crush out more surely the 


life and the soul of Russian Jewry. In Rumania,-the other chief plague spot of | 


the race, much has been attempted, and hoped, but little achieved. The question of 
the treatment of our coreligionists by the Government of that country has been 
raised in the United States House of Representatives. It has been manfally 
brought up in the Reichstag by the Jewish Socialist leader, Eduard Bernstein. It 
has been the subject of protest by the Jewish ex-Premier of Italy (whose 
Sovereign also promised to exert his influence in favour of oppressed Rumanian 
Jewry), and it has stirred the interest of the Freemasons of Hungary. The 
Union of Native Jews oarried their case to the foot of the Throne, 
and their petition received the Royal endorsement. But still, nothing 
practical was done. The war opened a new chapter. Jews were summoned to 
the colours in great numbers, ranging according to the various estimates to between 
fifteen and thirty thousand. The nation was seized with an excess of emotion, or, 
perhaps, impressed with a fiseting sense of justice. Rumours became rife that the 
persecution was toend. They crystallised into a definite Government promise of 
a Bill to emancipate all Jews serving with the army. Another Ministerial state- 
ment whittled this down to the naturalisation of native Jews at the moment under 
arms. 
vain some definite steps, and meantime the note of anti-Semitic opposition is being 
One of the bitter ironies of the Balkan 
campaigns was the wresting of a number of Jews from Bulgarian citizenship and 
their transference to Rumania. Anxiety arose as to the fate of these coreligionists, 
‘but assurances on this point were given by the Rumanian Minister in London,

and thereafter to the Foreign Office, which communicated the fact to the Conjoint 
Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies. There, 
for the moment, the matter rests. ‘The misfortunes of the Russian Jews have not 
ceased at the frontier. They accompanied them into the German Universities, 
where a persistent agitation for the exclusion of Russo-Jewish students has taken 
place, leading, at Darmstadt, even toa serious riot. The saddest feature of the 
situation is that German Jewish students have not shrunk from defending this 
movement. The same 
foreign by native-born Jews, though it is refreshing to note that thia wretched 
chauvinism called forth stormy protest meetings. At times during the year we 
have seen members of the Reichstag standing up for Jewish rights when our own 
coreligionists remained dumb dogs. This was particularly the case in the successfal 
attempt of the Catholic Centre to procure naturalisation facilities for foreign 


_ Jewish officials in Garmany. In addition, the return of eight Jews and only one

anti-Semite to the Prussian Diet was noteworthy. At the same time, we must 
not run away with the idea that anti-Semitism is seriously on the wane in its 
German home. There was, on one occasion, an open attack on Jews in Parliament. 
No disabilities, again, have been removed from our coreligionists. And even 
when the, Jews of Frankfort contributed handsomely towards the foundation of a 
new university, they found, when it came to professorships in the university, 
the notice over the doora, metaphorically speaking, “No Jews need apply.” Bat

The reconstrnction of the map of the Balkans, as the result of the war, has 
meant the re-distribution of Jews on a considerable scale—not an uncommon 
experience in Jewish history.

TURKEY, 


The old pledges of mutual esteem between Turkey and its Jewish inhabitants 
were renewed in the hour of Oitoman orisis. Ten thousand Jews were reported 
in the Turkish ranks at the outbreak of the war, and Jewesses gladly volunteered 
as nurses. The returo of the Young Turks to power brought back the friends of 
Jews to high places. A Jew—Sassoon Effendi—was made Under-Secretary of 
State at the Ministry of Commerce and Agriculture. Small matter though it 
may seem, the Government, bard pressed as it is, distributed £200 among the 
Jewish poor at Passover. The Red Ticket system survives, but the prohibition of 
Ottoman Jews buying land in Palestine was reported to have been annulled 
in November last. At the very beginning of the year, the Jewish 
qaarter at Galipoli was damaged by earthquake, while another unfortunate 
feature was the severe economic crisis which was reported from Jerasalem in 
January. The self-government concessions granted to the Arabs are stated to bode 
no gocd to their Jewish fellow-citizens. Bat it is curious that it wae at the express 
_ request of the very men who obtained the concessions that Sassoon Effendi was

arther Westward, the year passed placidly. If Jewish life were to be judged 
by the namber of distinctions conferred on individuals in these then 
redemption could be regarded as at hand. The case of England need not be 
mentioned for the moment. In France, a statesman of Jewish birth (M. 
Klotz), became Minister of the Interior. In Holland—the classic land of Jewish 
freedom — another Jew (Professor Oppenheim), was offered, bat had to refuse, 
® corresponding position. Six Jews were re-elected in the former country to 
the Departmental Councils-General. In Italy a Jew (Signor Malvano) was appointed 
President of the Council of State, the Count di Carubio was given the post of 
Italian Minister at Copenhagen, and Signor Nathan was re-elected, for the sixth 
time, Mayorof Rome. In Denmark a Jew (M. Brandes) was made Minister of | 
Finance. Yet in spite of these honours, anti-Semitism still shows itself in more 
than one of the countries named. Even in Italy there have been several instances 
of unkindly feeling towards Jews, while a Conference of French medical students 
carried into France the widespread agitation against Jews in universities. 

Swiss Jewry celebrated the jabilee of ite emancipation. But such things as 
the Shechita prohibition must have chastened the joy of the historic Occasion. 
In the Spanish Peninsala the desire to renew the old Jewish connection found 
expression in several significant incidents, and while in Madrid the Jews resolved, 
last March, to build a synagogue, two months earlier, in Lisbon, a Society was 
formed to promote the study of Judaism. 

In the United States, the old currents flowed with much the same force, and 
history has repeated itself. Restrictionist agitators failed to make legislative 
headway, the House of Representatives refusing to pass the Immigration Bill with 
its literary test over the veto of President Taft. The Russian Passports problem 
remains, to this day, unsolved, but there are no signs @f flinching by American 
statesmen from the act of justice to which they have set their hands. A signal 
distinction was bestowed on the Jewish community in the despatch of a 
oo-religionist, Mr. H. Morgenthau, as Minister to Turkey. Five Jews, too, were 
returned to Congress, and ten to the House of Repressntatives of New York 
State. On the other hand anti-Semitism presented itself in its familiar 
form of social ostracism. Press attacks have also been directed against our 
people, and, in the notable case of Samuel Littman, there was a refusal of 
military promotion. More agreeable incidents were the dedication of the new 
building of the Hebrew Union College at Cincinnati, and the celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the foundation of the Jewish Publication Society of 


America. 
! AT HOME. 


| At home the commanity has passed a year of somewhat greater interest and 
animation, but of no batter omen, than usual. The outstanding fact in the religious 
sphere was the solution, at laet, of the Chief Rabbinate difficulty. Dr. Hertz was 
inducted into office on April 14th, and he marked the occasion by the delivery of a 
sermon of singular power. Later on he justified his selection once again by a bold 
_ attack at the White Slave Traffic Congress, on the infamous “ yellow ticket” to 
which Jewish lady students in Russia are subjected. The speech had the effect 
of drawing the world’s attention to one of the most wicked of all the indefensible 
proceedings of the Russian authorities towards our coreligionists. The expected 
ecclesiastical re-organisation of the Anglo-Jewish commanity has not yet been 
begun ; but an invitation by Dr. Hertz to Dr. Hermann Gollancz to take a seat 
on the London Beth Din wasdeclined. Other notable events in the religious world 
incladed the resignation of Dr. Hyamsonas Dayan upon his rejection as a candidate 
for the Chief Rabbinate, he having gone to America to fill the place vacated by Dr. 
Hertz. There was a removal of the difficulty which surrounded the succession to 
the late Rev. M. Hast by the election of the Rev. A. Katz to the First Readership of | 
the Great Synagogue. Other events to be noted are the appointment of the Rev. 
A. Cohen, B.A., to the pulpit of the Birmingham Synagogue, and of the Rev. J. 
Phillips as Ministerof the Manchester Congregation of British Jews (the Rev. H. 5. 
Lewis having resigned); the retirement and subsequent death of the Rev. B. 
Berliner, the Minister of Si. John’s Wood Synagogue; the completion by the 
Rev. J. F. Stern of twenty-five years in the Ministry ; and the celebration of its . 
Jubilee by the Bayswater Synagogue. The conferment of the Rabbinic Diploma on 
the Rev. H. Cohen by the Haham led to some little difficulty, but it was adjusted 
by the withdrawal! of the Minister referred to from the position in which he had | 
taken up. On its political side the record of the year is, in its major aspects, 
one of failure. At the very outset of the year the community met with a rebuff 
from the Foreign Office, which refused to receive a Jewish deputation in connec- 
tion with a visit of the Russian Foreign Minister (M. Sazonoff) to this country. 
The same failure has dogged all efforts to obtain the protection of the British — 
government in the matter of Russian passports—a subject which oriea out for 
action in the immediate future. In one direction only has success been achieved, 
viz.¢the reduction of the Naturalisation Fee, and even in that direotion scant 
courtesy was shown to the Jewish Board of Deputies. | : 


UNPLEASANT INCIDENTS. 


_ On the other hand, the trouble which arose in connection with the Marconi 
contract has occasioned not a little misgiving in the community. The Jewish 
Ministers, Mr. Herbert Samuel and Sir Rufus Isaacs, were acquitted by a Select 
Committee of all corruption. The opportunity, however, was paturally seized bya 
certain group of writers to carry on an undisguisedly anti-Semitic campaign. The 
whole incident miust be as one of the most deplorable of the year, since — 
the Attorney-General had himself to confess in the Houss of Commons that his 
conduct in the matter had not been distinguished by prudence. Coupled with this

THE SHOFAR CALLS. 

By THEODORA A. DAVIS. 

The fall Scriptural title of the Festival of the New Year, which we celebrate 

on Thursday—the Memorial of Blowing the Trampets—is well worthy of con- 

sideration, from the fact that it is distinguished from the titles of all the other 

festivals by being the only one in which the name of a musical instrument is 

included in its designation. Of all the ancient musical instruments we come 

across in the Bible as having been in use by the I[eraelites, and there are many

The 
occasions op which this ancient instrument is now brought into use 
may be exhausted by the mention of the celebration in the synagogues — 
of the New Year Festival of solemn rejoicing, the termination of the 
Day of Atonement, which follows c’ose upon it; besides the cervices in the 
German synagogues every morning and evening during the month of Ellul, and in 
the Spanish and Portuguese synagogues every morning during the Penitential 
days. Ia obedience to the Divine command, and under the direction of Moses, 
the Shofar used to be sounded on every New Moon and on all Holy Days, both the 
solemn days and the days of gladness. Special importance was invested in this 
proceeding on the New Moon of the seventh month, the Day of Memorial. From 
the many passages that occur in the Bible in which the trampet is mentioned it is 
permissible to infer that the trampet was the instrament in general use among the 
Israelites, being brought into play in their coocial life, as well as being utilised for 
the expression of the Divire will. It is reasonable to suppose that as this festival 


Egypt, it was a custom bo rowed from the Egyptians—from whom also may have 
come the trampet itself. David Levi says: “The reason of the trumpet 
being made of ram’s horn is in remembrance of Abraham offering his son Isaac, 
when the Angel of the Lord called to him and said, * Lay not thine hand upon the 
lad, neither do thou anything unto him: for now I know that thou fearest God, 
seeing that thou hast not withheld thy son, thine only sop, from me. And 
Abraham lifted up his eyes 1nd looked, and behold behind him 4 ram caught in a 
thicket by his horns; an. abraham went and took the ram, and offered him up for 
a burnt-offering in the stead of his son ’—which, tradition informs us, was on that 
day, and therefore we make use of a ram’s horn, beseeching the Almighty to 
be prupitious to us in remembrance acd through the merits of that great event.” 
The Shofars in use at the preeent time are of various sizes and shapes; it is 
the shape that determines the pitch of the instrament. To bring them into good 
condition to emit a good tone they are either put in water, in oil, or in vinegar and 
water, shortly before they are used. The sounds produced by the blowing of the 
Shofar—of which it is hoped, the accompanying notes will convey an idea—are said 
to be the same as those in vogue 3,000 years ago. | 
They are characteristic and simple in style, and seem to have been definitely 
prescribed and conscientiously adhered to, and therefore, have been easy to preserve 
traditionally. The worda Tekioh, Shevo'im, Teruoh, pronounced by the officiant, 
are the technical terms descriptive of the kind of sound called upon to be produced. 
The sounds are much the same among the Spanish and Portuguese Jews as among

THE SEVENTH NEW MOON. 


BY THE 8. LEVY, M.A. 

In the Bible the first of Tishri is never called the “ New Year.” Tishri is the 
seventh month of the Jewish year, and the first of Tishri was originally observed 
as the Feast of the Seventh New Moon. It is Nissan, and not Tishri, which really 
marked the commencement of the religious year. ‘“‘ This month (Nissan) shall be 
unto you the beginning of months ; it shall be the first month of the year to you” 
(Exodus xii., 2). But in the process of time, owing to a plurality of causes to be 
described later, the first of Tishri acquired a more solemn significance than the first 


year. The history of the evolution of religious practices on the first of Tishri, 


resulting in this distinction between a religious and a civil year, is a charming © ;

Traces of 
some of these customs still survive, and to the present day we celebrate New Moon as 
@ minor festival. Although in modern times abstention trom work and trade is not 
enjoined, still, as late as the Shulchan Aruch mention is made of women refraining 
from work, and certain employments, like agrioulture, not being pursued on the 
day of the New Moon. In Bible times the ordinary observance of the New Moon 
would account for the additional sacrifices, the blowing of the silver trumpets, and 
abstention from work on the first of Tishri. Curiously enough, it is just these features 
common to the New Moon and the first of Tishri which, on closer examination, 
reveal striking points of difference. In the first place, whereas the prohibition of 
work on an ordinary New Moon is only inferred from passages in the Prophets, the 
law against labour on the first of Tishri is distinctly formulated in the Book of 
Levitious xxiii., 25. In the second place, on the first of Tishri, extra sacrifices had to 
be offered evenin addition to the special sacrifices for the New Moon, as we find in the 
Liturgy, “And ye shall offer a burnt offering for a sweet savour unto the Lord, beside 
the burnt offering of the New Moon . . . and the daily burnt offering.” Andin the 
third place, although the trumpets were blown on every New Moon, the seventh New 
Moon is specifically described as a YIN 0’, “a day cf blowing the trumpets” 
(Numbers xxix., 1). We thus come to the first distinctive name of the first of 
Tishri. The blowing of the trampets, common to New Moon and the first of Tishri, 
was to be of primary importance in the latter case, and only of secondary import- 
ance in the former. How was the difference to be drawn? Should the trumpets 
used be of the same kind on both occasions, and the notes sounded different, or 
should the notes sounded be the same and the trumpets different, or should both 
trumpets and notes be different?

should be repeated three times, making in all six andthree What then 
is the origin of our order of “Tekious”? All languages have words which lose 
their original meanivg, and acquire a new significance ; and in Hebrew a similar 
fate befell the word NVINN. At one time it bore ite old Biblical meaning, but later 
it was interpreted by some as being equivalent to quite a different bugle-call 
known as “Shevarim,’’ and by others as indicating a combination of Shevarim and 
the then Terush. Thus, to escape doubt, a perfectly logical and mathematical 
series cf combinations were instituted, by which, first, Tekiah, Shevarim-Teruah, 
Tekiah had to bs sounded three times, then, Tekiah, Shevarim, Tekiah, three 
times, and fiaally, Tekish, Teruah, Tekiah, three times. This exactly corres- 
ponds with the practice which which obtains universally at the present day. 
Having rolved this intricate problem of the evolution of our method of blow- 


ing the Shofar from that ordained in Holy Writ, we are free to perform the easier 
task of determining

the silver trumpets whenever the congregation of Israel had to bs summoned to ool- 
‘lective action, to meetin general assembly, to proceed on a journey, or to march to 
battle, and the Teroah sounded was evidently the bugle-call of alarm. “ Shall the 
trumpet be blown in a city and the people not be afraid? ’’ (Amos iii., 6). “ My 
heart is disquieted in me; I cannot hold my pence, because my soul has heard 
the sound of the trumpet, the alarm of war’’ (Jeremiah iv,, 19). The alarm 
(72107) sounded oa the First of Tishri, indicated the near approach of the great 
Day of Atonement and the Feast of Tabernacles, and served as a reminder to the 
people to prepare themselves for thoss days of solemnity and joy. The holiness 
of the “appointed seasons ’’ of Tisbri was reflacted backwards upon the firat of the 
month, and the seventh new moon thus became, in the words of Maimonides, a 
stepping-stone or preparation for the Day of Atonement, ushering in 
the Days of Penitence. Hence the name WIN Oy, “the day of 
sounding the alarm,” the day on which the blowing of trumpets 
on the New Moon of Tishri had more than its usual implication. 
Bat the Torah is even more explicit as to the efficacy of blowing the trumpets. 
“When ye shall sound an alarm with the trampets it shall be to you for a 
memorial before your God ; ye ehall be remembered before the Lord your God, and 
ye shall be saved from your enemies” (Numbers x.,9—10). Theee verses give us 
‘the second name of the First of Tishri, viz , WYNN 3173? “a memorial of the blow- 
ing of trampets ” (Leviticus xxiii., 24), the day on whish the blowing of trampets 
makes God remember Israel with mercy. The appellation “ day of 
memorial,” is simply a sligbt variaton or modification of the expression {)7>! 
MYIIN. Bat tradition bas always attached a second interpretation to the name 
7517 BY, and takes it ia the sense that the day .

He made with the patriarchs because of their abiding faith in Him. The Midrash 
and the Liturgy have developed this thought into the theory of the sustaining 
“ merit of the fathers ” (MIN M151), and the fancy of Agadists and Paitanim plays 
lopg and lovingly on the enticing theme. 
“ pnother story,” and is too big a subject to be discussed in an “aside.” We 
have now to account for the displacement of the First of Nissan by the 
First of Tisbri, which ultimately caused the latter to be regarded as 7200 @N, 
“the New Year.” The observance of Passover in Nissan was always normal. 
Bat the Day of Atonement and the Feast of Tabernacles in Tishri were frequently 
the occasions of special celebrations. Tabernacles, as the least cf Ingathering, 
. marked the end of the harvest, and every seventh year was a year of solemn rest 
(DOL) for the land. In this Year of Ralease all Israel assemb!ed in Zion on the 
Feast of Tabernacles to hear the Law of God read by their king. Further, in the 
Jubilee year, the great trampet was blown to proclaim fresdom to slaves and the 
return of lands to their original ownera. When King Solomon dedicated the 
Temple in the seventh month, he arranged a grand national féte, and the double 
event of the celebration of Tabernacles and the consecration of God’s houre was 
long remembered for its exceptional brilliance. So much so that although Nissan 
was the month from which technically the reigns of kings was counted, Tiehri 
ever afterwards entered into successfal competition with Nissan for that honcur in 
the calendar. And we find the following change in the chronological method 
adopted in the Biblical narrative: “Aud it came to pass in the four hundred and 
eightieth year after the children of Israel were come out of the land of Egypt [in 
Nissan] ” (I. Kings vi., 1). “‘Aad it came to pass at the end of twenty years, 
wherein Solomon had built the house of the Lord [in Tishrs)” 
(Ibid. ix., 10). The inflaence of the Babylonian exile accentuated this tendency 


to count the year from Tishri. The Babylonian New Year commenced with 
Tishri, and the name | 


TISHRI ITSELF IS OF BABYLONIAN ORIGIN, _ 
meaning the “first” [month]. The return from the exile began in the 
Hebrew seventh month. “When the seventh month was come, the 


children of Israel gathered themselves together as one man to Jeru- 
salem ” (Ezra iii., 1), and ‘‘from the first day of the seventh month began 
they to offer burnt offerings unto the Lord” (Ibid. iii, 6). It was also on 
the first day of the seventh month that the people assembled to hear Ezra read 
the Book of the Law, and Ezra said unto all the people, ‘* This day is holy unto 
the Lord your God” (Nehemiah viii., 9). Thus it was that popular practice 
received religious sanction, vor populi became vor Dei, and the Feast of the 
_ Ssventh New Mooa or the Day of Biowing the Trumpets emerged as the ‘' New 
Year.’’ Sach # traneformation is not so remarkable as might appear at first sight 
Strangely enough, September, which usually corresponds with ‘Tisbri, is an 
interesting instance of a change in the calendar, for it retains its old name, 
implying its former numerical position as the seventh month in the year (from the 
Latin Septem, seven), instead of its actual present place as the ninth month. 
Farther, the conditions of modern life are slowly producing in the secular working 
ear an alteration similar to that created by Tishri. The business summer 
liday, resulting in temporary commercial stagnation, the school and university 
vacation, the law recess and the agricultural harvest are gradually causing the 
= year to be reckoned from autumn to autumn, instead of from January to 
ecember. This modern illustration will help us to understand how in ancient 
Israel Nisean was still called the first month of the sacred year, while Tishri marked 
the beginning of the Civil Year. There is ove other name for the firat of Tishri 
which we have not yet mentioned, viz., |") 01 the “ Day of Judgment. The 
Day of Judgment” notion is postBiblical, and is based on the tradition adopted in 
the Liturgy, that the first day of Tishri was the first day of the Creation, upon 
the anniversary of which all mankind is judged by God. It is owing to this view

THE NEW YEAR. 


BY DR. M. HYAMSON, 

The days which usber in the new year have a distinct character of their own 
that differentiate them from the other principal feasts of the Jewish calendar- 
The Shalosh Rogalim, the three festivals, are called Chagim, i.e, seasons of joy. 
The New Year and the Day of Atonement are styled Yomim Noroim, solemn and 
awe-inspiring days. Passover, Pentecost, Tabernacles, commemorate epoob. 
making events in Jewish history. They mark the struggling birth of Hebrew 
nationality, Ierael’a election to the high diguity of God’s chosen people and his 
education by forty years’ discipline in the wilderness. The New Year is of [ more 

han merely national interest. It goes deeper and covera a wider ground. It is 


more intensive in connotation and more extensive in denotation. As the prelude - 


and introduction to the holiest day in the Jewish year, it ig the feast of the in- 
dividual’s inner, spiritual life. 
However carelessly a Jew may live throughout the year, however far he may 
have strayed, Tishri calls the wanderer back to the fold. Henoe the feast 
is properly styled a Day of Remembrance— Remembrance in a double sense. It 
inaugarates a period of remembrance, of introspection and retrospection for the 
individual Israelite. It is also a day on which every Jsraelite hopes that ho will 
be remembered by God for good. But the feast has another aspect too. It is 
universal in its character. According to the old belief, not Israel alone, but all 


men, all nations, kingdoms, principalities, and powers pass before the august 
Throne on this day and i. | 


THEIR FATES AND FORTUNES ARE DETERMINED, ~ 


And this gives the dominant note to the sefvices of the day. The theme of the 
litargy peculiar to Roah Hashanah is not the individual's needs, not even the needs 
of the Jewish people, but the needs of humanity. The service in our eynoagogue 
eloquently voices the hopes of Israel and the aspirations of Judaism for all mar- 
kind. ‘ May all creatures prostrate themselves before Thee, and may they all 
form a single band to do Thy will with a perfect heart.” : 

The season is peculiarly suitable for both aspects of the festival. The ancient 
chronologies began the year with the antamn solstice. The close of the harvest 
left time for quiet meditation. The shortening of the days in the autumn invited 
and encouraged sober refisction. The Zodiacal sign for Tishri is Meoznaim, a 
pair of scales. And so, too, according to one Rabbinic view, this feast is the 
anniversary of Creation. In the autumn the world came into being. And on 
each birthday of the world there should be a new birth, a regeneration of the soul. 
At the begianing of the year, seeds of good resolution should be sown which shall 
germinate, and in fulness of time ripen into noble achievements. 

With this all-important sowing-time of the sou), the Rabb's were fond of 
associating important events in Israel’s history. Thus they tell us that the 
Matriarchs of Israel—Sarah, Rachel, and, at a later period, Hannah, the mother 
of Samuel, were remembered by the Almighty on this festival. Joseph was 
released on the New Year. The severity of the Egyptian servitude was tes 


RELAXED ON THE NEW YEAR, 
though the actual redemption from Egypt took place in Nisan. Ezra’s return 
in Tishri and the celebration of the New Year in the Second Temple, of which 
Nehemish speaks, may also have suggested the idea that the final redemption cf 
Israel and of mankind in the Messianic ege, would likewise take place in this 
month, It has also been pointed out that between the sixth of Sivan, the date of 


the Sinaitic revelation, and the tenth of Tishri, the Fast of Kippur, a period of — 


exactly one hundred and twenty daysintervenes. And this falls into three ¢qaal 
divisions of forty days each. On the sixth of Sivan, Moses ascended the Mount 
to receive the two tables of stone on which the Ten Commandments were 
engraved, Forty days he tarried on the Mount. When he descended, he found 
the people that he had redeemed dancing round the golden oalf and pro- 
claiming it the God of Israel. He shattered the tables of stone he had in his 
hands, for Israel was unworthy to receive the Decalogue. But the leader’s heart 
yearned for his wayward children. And on the very day he came down, he began 
his long and fervent prayer for the nation, a prayer that lasted forty days, from 
the seventh of Tamuz till the first of Ellul. ? 

Then he received a message to ascend the Mount once more, to receive a fresh 
set of tables. He stayed on Sinai for a second period of forty days, and came 
down on the tenth of Tishri with the blessed word “ Salachti,” “I have forgiven.” 
Aud ever since the tenth of Tishri has been Israel’s supreme day of days, the Day 
of Forgiveness to which the fit prelude and introduction are the first ten days of 
the month with the New Year at their head.— [ Reprinted | :

The evolution through which our festival of the New Year bas passed, the 
symbolism with which it has been invested, the ceremonies with which it is 
accompanied, the legends and poetic fancies which have clustered round it, are a 
proof of the strength of our faith and cf the vitality of its institutions. From a 
festivity on which the trompets were sounded at the sacrifices in the Temple, it 
has become the beginning of the civil year. The era of the world has been con- 
nected with it. From the first day in Tishri the date of the Jewish kings is 
counted. The year of release, the year of the great Jubilee is proclaimed on that 
day, and all the contracts were dated from it. Much, if notall of this, one may 
say, has disappeared, and yet the festival of the New Year has gained in depth 
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nate. The ingenuity of the Jewish imagination has found ample scope in the 
selection of such fruits whose names could be used for plays upon words, and in. 
terpreted either as a wish for prosperity for one’s self or at least for adversity to 
the enemy.

No one takes these figures 
of speech literally, and it is an easy task to pat this Satan to flight, as 
our forefathers did, by blowing the Shofar, That ram oould not but 
be @ miraculous animal, predestined from the Oreation to be some 
day substituted for Isaac and to bring about the rehabilitation of Abraham, 
who, according to the old Aggadists, was no less ! 

ecrupulous in observing the feasts, although they 
were: proclaimed long after his descendants lived. 
The Law is eternal, and was known to the Patriarchs! 
Thus he kept Passover when the three angels came 
to visit him, and he offered them ‘‘ cakes” (“ Matsot”) 
for food. The days in which certain events were 
to happen to the Israelites were established from 
the Creation for those miracles to happen on them.

They have besome a 
stambling block to many a pious worshipper because 
he did take it in a serious and very literal way and 
did not penetrate into the mystic setting of that 
great principle, that the most insignificant, as well 
as the most sublime actions contribute each in their 
way to the glory of God; and that sound and power 
of apeees have been instrumental in creating the 
world. God “spake” and the world was. And 
whether we say that our prayers ascend to Heaven 
direct, or that they are transformed into angels 
and then ascend to Heaven, the same idea and 
the same conviction has been expressed by one 
in a more realistic manner, by the other in a 
more spiritual. Let us, therefore, all unite in 
one hope that the Shofar will again confound every 
accuser, that our prayers may be heard on high,

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
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The Year. 


By Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 


The Year—for it is the Year in general and not the Month in particular 
that must occupy us on this ocoasion—has been a time of struggle. Struggle, 
that is, for a theory, aformula, an expression. The bright spot in the obscurity 
is the growing realisation that we depend absolutely on our writers. Men of 
affairs have been working rather aimlessly at the practical improvement of the 


‘Jewish status, and this material aimleseness has been due to the fact that our 


thinkers are so aimlessly theoretical. You can do nothing real for Jews until 


you are clear as to your attitude to Judaism.. To become conscious of this truth 


is to be on the road to the goal. The “ Zionist ” movement, in its present condition, 
so far from offering a workable expression of the Jewish cause, is not, it seems to me, 
able even to express itself in clear terms. ‘“‘ Orthodoxy ” of the olden type seemed 
about to emancipate itself in Europe and America, to become once more an inde- 
pendent force in Jewish life, but in both hemispheres it has again—temporarily, 
I would hope—succumbed to officialism, which felt offended when I called it 
“ vioarious,” but for which no other equally apt epithet has been suggested. On 
the Liberal side there has been a revival, which is represented in literature by 
the “ Richtlinien ” of Dr. Seligmann and his colleagues in Germany. Bat this 
revival is too recent for us to anticipate its probable effects with any precision. 

Only the pessimiat, however, will see in these facts cause for heaviness of heart. 
Struggle is better than stagnation. There have been more books published on the 
Jewieh genius this year than for many a long period. Sombart and Rappin have 
appeared in an English form. Achad Ha’am’s books have been circulated in several 
languages. Such works as Dr. Melamed’s and the Prague Miscellany “ Vom 
Judentum ”; the new German monthly called Freistatt and the German re-issue 
of Dr. M. Fishberg’s “ Racial Characteristics of the Jews”; Dr. D. Neumark’s 
“ Toldoth ha-ikkarim ” and M. Lazarus’ autobiographical “ Aus Meiner Jugend ” ; 
Dr. 8. Pick’s “ Judentum und Christentum”; R. Leszynsky’s “ Sadducaér” and 
R. Breuer’s “ Gedankenwelt der Halecha”; Mr. E. Levine’s “Judaism”; Mr. 
Paul Goodman's “ Liebestitigkeit” ; Dr. Kaplun-Kogan's “ Wanderbewegupgen ” ; 
E. Biirger’s “ Dautschtum und Judentum ” and Dr. H. Berkowitz’s “ New Educa- 
tion in Judaism ”—all of these, to cite but a few of many, have tackled aspects of 
the Jewish problem, with more or less consciousness that a solution is necessary, 
with more or less confidence that a solution is possible. We are certainly being 
helped, too, by the general trend cf thought. Science—witness the recent meeting 
of the British Association—is more inclined to explain matters by spirit, than 
spirit by matter. Eucken and Bergson, too, the most vital forces in the philosophy 
of our day, are bearing fruit for the nourishment of the synagogue. Dr. I. Ziegler 
(to whom we also owe a fine new series of Jewish popular books “ Volksbiicher ”) 
was one of the first to see that Eucken’s “Spiritual Life” has close analysis to 
certain forms of Jewish thought. Bergson, himself a Jew, has given a new 
impetus to the theology of the synagogue by his sturdy assertion of Free Will asa 
corollary of his “Creative Activity.” Judaism cannot exist, philosophically, 
unless the belief in determinism—almost universal before the rise of Bergson—is 
undermined. That Bergson is a real force is clear from the necessity that is being 
felt to. expound him to the masses. The issue of Mr. D. B. Kitchin’s new volume 
entitled ‘‘ Bergson for Beginners” ia only one token among many that, though 
metapbysicians are naturally unwilling to accept Bergson without a struggle, the 
influence of his thought is just now so powerful as to be termed paramount. It 
has extruded “ Pragmatism,” or rather it has re-founded the pragmatic position on 
truer basis. 

No Lack of Effort. 


Struggle, to revert to our firat thought, is synonymous with effort. There 
has been no lack of effort in a year which saw, for instance, the dedication of the 
splendid new edifice of the Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati and the jubilee 
celebration of the Jewish Publication Society in Philadelphia. The “ Festschrift ” 
in honour of Dr. Kohler, like that which bore the name of Professor Hermann 
Cohen, may be noted in this connection. Kohler and Cohen are both valiant 
champions of Judaism, and such valour is necessary. The great Oxford edition of 
the Old Testament Apocrypha and Pseudepigraphe was a welcome addition—one 
of the greatest additions made this year—to the study of Jewish thought in the 
centuries near and after the Christian era. But it also showed that the editor, 
Dr. Charles, is far from understanding the Judaism of the period of which he 
treats. We have much to do before we shall obliterate such blots as Dr. Charles’ 
treatment of Simon ben Shetach. This great Pharisee was a thief; he robbed 300 
poor Nazirites of half their offerings! Dr. Charles found out at the eleventh hour 
that he had made a serious blunder by relying on an ambiguously-worded English 


paraphrase of a German translation of a Rabbinic aneddote. Dr. Charles 
makes smends in the new work referred to. Simon ben Shetach was 
pot a thief—that statement was wholly and must be deleted. 


he was & liar! De. Charles is as far as ever from 
understanding the humour of the passage aright, but one thing he does 
make clear and that is his anti-Pharisaic animus. This mode of correcting 
@ flagrant mistake is hardly one that scholars will tolerate; but it is obvious that 
Jews have still much to do before the truth about Pharisaism becomes so commonly 
known as to render innocuous errors of the kind alluded to. Dr. Abelson’s treatise on 
the “Immanence of God in Rabbinic Literature” offers, on one side, the right kind 
of corrective. But the process of enlightenment must be slow. It is easier to get 
at the earth’s story than the mind’s. Gezer gave up its secret to English 
excavators, and Jericho more recently to German spades; ‘we now know more 
about the condition of both these sites three or four thousand years back than of 
the men who moved on the Palestinian soil less than half that epoch ago. Still, 
we are not to remain in a condition of continued ignorance if we are likely to have 


many such studies as Dr. George Adam Smith’s on the “ Early Poetry of Israel in 


its Physical and Social Origins,” and Dr. Driver’s “Samuel,” which has a 
in a second edition.

; | A New Development. 


Happily for us, men are now growing concerned with times nearer , ‘ 
Many books on local histories of Jewish communities have been seek +. tes 
year’s credit. Mr. P. Wiernick’s “ History of the Jews in America,” and Dr. 
Btokes’s volume of “ Anglo-Jewish Studies” have taken a high rank in the list, and 
the latter is a reminder that within a month or two, the Jewish Historical Society 
of England will be celebrating its coming of age. Dr. Stokes’s book bas been 


well-received both by specialists and by the general reader—though the Atheneum, 


while pronouncing the work “excellent,” doubted its general interest. As though 
a book of this kind is to be judged by the same standard as a new novel! The 
game paper also distinguished itself by the comment that Robert Bridges, though 
a fine poet, was not “popular” enough for the Laureateship! Much good litera- 
tare is, and onght to be, popular; but it would be deplorable if “ popularity” were 
the sole text of merit. The Cambridge University Press sometimes publishes 
big mathematical and physical books which only a score or two of the world’s 
experts can even read. Such books are often among the most influential. 

It i¢ just the “academic” experience and manner of Robert Bridges that 
makes his appointment so welcomes. We badly need stylistic purity, both in word 
and thought. The coming of Mr. Bridges is of promige for another reason. He is 
a hymn-writer of high merit. When our poets resume their function as contributors 
to devotional literature, then public worship will be the gainer. More of the 
vernacular is almost certain to come in our synagogues. Bat it will be an evil day 
for us if the new “ piyyutim”™ are destitute of academic quality. Think, again, of 
what is in store for England if the new fashion for writing Biblical plays is to fall 
into the hands ef the ordinary theatre-craftaman. Mr. Parker’s “ Joseph and his 
Brethren” is to be followed forthwith by a play on “ Mordecai and Esther.” 
Unless something like academic severity is to be employed, we shall find ourselves 
confronted by a series of monstrosities, melodramas with Biblical names for the 
dramatis persone, but with little of the true Biblical setting. In the olden days 
of English mystery and morality plays, the author was mostly a priest, that is to 
say, a scholar, who knew his Bible as he knew his world. There is also another 
danger. “ Mosaic Law,” meaning, I presume, unrestrained mob justice, “eye for 
eye,” and so forth, was the title of a “moving picture” drama of wild, western 
life, recently on show in an English villiage. All of this needs close watching, not 
by any censorship, but by the jast and serious criticism of those who control 
public opinion—I mean the periodical press. | 


Academic Jewish Literature. 


Most of all ought Jews to appreciate the value of the academic in literature 
and life. In literature, indeed, it is often impossible for us to discriminate between 
letters and scholarship, the two are welded so closely together. Again and again 
this truth needs to bea insisted on. Our scholars are our men of letters still. 
Taking the year as a whole, the best of Jewish contributions to literature have 
been academic. That word connotes neither narrowness nor aloofness from life. 
Take, for instance, some of the essays which have emanated from the Jewish 
seminaries during the year. Dr. Brann, of Breslau, wrote on local Silesian 
history ; Dr. Blau, of Buda-Pesth, on the ancient Jewish divorce law ; Dr. Biichler, 
of London, on the Economic Conditions of Palestine after the Destruction of the 
Temple by Titus; Dr. Schwarz, of Vienna, on.the Reconciliation of Contradio- 
tions in Talmudic logic. What a width of interest is here revealed! A similar 
verdict must be passed, in general, on the workof our echolars. They are, as the 
directors of the Mekiz3 Nirdamim Society are also proving, resuming the important 
topics; though a good deal of energy is still wasted by some over fatilities. 
But no one can question the significance of Dr. Bacher’s ‘‘ Proemien,” or M. Gutt- 
mann’s “ Clavis Talmudis,” or J. Theodor’s “Genesis Rabba,” or Hoffmann’s 
“Teharoth ” in Itzkowski’s “ Mischnaiot.” Rabbinic Law, which is receiving 
some of the attention due to it, is far from a dry-a3-dast or hole-in-the-corner 
pursuit. It is interesting, then, to recall that two valuable works on Rabbinic Law 
have been published doring the year in ths English language. Dr. Hyamson’s 
5 —— ” and Mr. H. E. Goldin’s “ Middle Gate” are both works which are of 
es A Jewish University and Literature. 


Yet two other books are ominous in an equally good sense, though ina quite 
different way. Dr. Yahuda’s edition of the Arabic original of Bachya’s ‘‘ Heart 
Duties” and A. Rohner’s monograph on the Creation Theory of Maimonides are of 
the first importance. Maimonides was a Hellenist, Bachya a Semite; the former 
absorbed Aristotle, the latter the ethics of Islam. But neither was servile to the 
words of a master. Rather we ought to say that each carried a super-master 
within him, and that super-master was not philosophy or cultare—it was just 
simply Jadaism. Maimonides, the Aristotelian, was thus enabled to absorb the 
Hellenistic impulse, and Bachya, the séudent of Mohammedanism, was in a 
position to utilise the Islamic ijngpiration. There is nothing of ‘‘ Jewish culture ” 
in either, but there is much of the Jewish religion. Maimonides used Aristotle, 
bat he was also above all the men who freed Scholasticism from Aristotelian 
domination. §o, too, with Bachya. What makes his *‘ Heart Daties’’ the 
supreme expression of ethios for usis the underlying spirit not of Islam but of the 
Psalter. When reviewing Dr. Yahuda’s great work, I remarked on the editor's 
demonstration of Bachya’s indebtedness to Islam. This comment was by some 
misunderstood. Dr. Yahuda does not belittle Bachya’s originality; on the 
contrary he shows how the Jewish moralist transoends his models and produces 
something altogether his own. : 

' By reason of his sense for and fidelity to Judaism, be it noted! Thatis the 
secret. If we are to have a Jewish University in Jerusalem, it must either be a 
University of Judaism, or an utterly insignificant affair, of nothing but the meresi 
local worth. To hear some of the converts to the idea speaking of allowing 
“theology ” to have a“ look in” at such a University, would make one smile were 
it not 80 very grave asymptom. A University, Jewish, in Jerusalem, at which 
the religion of Judaism is not the primary concern, would be a grotesque affair. 
It has been a year of struggle ; it will be an won of straggle, unless all such con- 
ceptions of the needs of the Jewish world-community are abandoned. But I do 
not fora moment believe that such a false conception of a Jewish University will 
ever be realised or even attempted. Asa University it must be concerned with 
other things besidesreligion. It must bea home of learning. But learningin the Jewish 
sense is spiritual, religious. And this religious impulse must be the basis and the 
inspiration of any University to which the title Jewish oan be fairly applied. And 
if it be objected thet there are too many differences in religions points of view 
among Jews for a University to be founded on religion, then, the reply is simple. 
It is precisely the function of an academic institution to mitigate such differences, 
and create a harmony where discord would otherwise prevail. |

HEBREW LITERATURE IN 5673. 


DR. 8S. M. MELAMED. 


The value of a nation’s literature cannot be estimated by the number of books 
. it has produced. The Germans produced during the last year about 30,000 books, 
but one Faust has done more to eccure the immortality of the German literary 
genius than all these 30,000 volumes together. For all these books will be for- 
gotten while Faust will remain even if the German ration should perish. The 
same is true of the Bible, the same is true of Dante and of Shakespeare. And 
‘what is true of the whole literature of a nation is also true of its yearly literary 
production. In preparing the literary balance-sheet of the year we cannot have 
regard merely to quantity. The chief thing is of course the quality. For that 
reason I do not begin my yearly literary account with numbers and dates but with 
the question: Which is the book of the year? Or, which are the principal 
tendencies that have been prevailing in Hebrew literature in the year now ending ? 
Iam sorry to have to state that Hebrew literature during 5673 has not produced the 
- book although many notable works have appeared which do much credit to their 
authors. There is not even reason to complain that we suffer now from too much 
lyrical poetry becauze even in this domain

ig but a poorone. Our great poet Byalik has “retired from work” and instead of 
enriching Hebrew with his powerful poems he has become an organiser, pub- 
lisher, scholar, and politician. The publication of Jacob Kahan’s poems in one 
volume can also not be considered an enrichment of the year now ending, for most 
of these poems were written and published some years ago. Shneiur, the diabolical 
poet, wastes his talents in writing Yiddish stories and feuilletons. Tschernichowsky 
is silent, and the youngest generation of Hebrew poets have not yet proved their 
ability, although many notable poems published during the year in Hashiloach 
and elsewhere justify the best hopes for the future. The Hebrew novel and short 
story as represented by Shoffmann, Brenner, Kabak, Beilin, Nomberg, and others, 
made still less progress during the year than lyrical poetry. The Hebrew novelist 
is, a8 & rule, a dependent man, and instead of being able to devote all his time and 
energy to his art, he is compelled to work very hard for his daily bread, and if the 
great inspiration be lacking, literary work cannot rise above a certain medium. 
The fact mast further be taken into consideration that the Hebrew novelist cannot 
draw his inspiration from that inexhaustible source of the life of the body corporate 
as does the novelist of any other nation. Jews live in dispersion. National life is 
disorganised, the Jew as a type is swallowed up by his surroundings, and the 
prevailing tendencies in the Jewish masses aré mixed up with other tendencies of 
a general and often cf au anti-Jewish character. So that the keenest psychological 
observer is not in a position to say exactly what is really Jewish in these tendencies 


and use them for literary and artistic purposes. For these reasons the Hebrew 
novelist deals mostly with : | 


INDIVIDUAL PSYCHOLOGY, 


not ont of pure predilection for the individual but because of the lack of 8 collective | 


psychology. The domain of his activity is thus restricted and his actual métier, 
the individual psychology, is a very difficult one. It is, to my mind, easier to 
write a long novel in which the life of the marses or of a large circle is 
described, than to penetrate into the soul of the complicated individual. 
This psychological detail work presupposes much rest and possibility of observa- 
tion, which is not possible if the artist has to devote the greater part of his time 
to hard work for daily bread. The philosophic and religious Hebrew thought has 
been enriched during the year by the notable work of the Rabbi of Laiziz, which 
is a religious “De Profundis” and which will, no doubt, contribute to clear the 
religious atmosphere in Eastern Jewry, as well as by the book of Professor 
Neumark, on the “ History of the Abstract Thought in Jewish Religion.” Neumark’s 
book is a masterpiece of Hebrew philosophical writing and of historic research and 
may be considered as a positive enrichment of Hebrew philosophic literature. 
‘Bat the central and at the same time domivrating figure in Hebrew philosophic 
literature, “ Achad Ha’am,” has “ retired ” from academic discussion, and I do not 
see @ successor worthy to take the place of this clear and penetrating Hebrew 
thinker. It is true that “ Achad Ha’am” has created a school, but I do not see 
disciples who are able by their work to do honour to the master. I see, on the 


contrary, that a number of his former disciples have left him dissatisfied with his. 


abstract thought and sociological scepticism. The same tendency we see in the 
school of another great master of Jewish philosophical thought, Hermann Cohen, 
of Marbarg. His school still exists, but # great number of his disciples who 
happened to come into touch with real life have gone their own ways. This 
tendency is quite comprehensible. The young philosopher who comes suddenly 
into contact with

is overwhelmed by the impression of life’s movements and after a time begins 
to doubt whether the truth is really in the book. It is a remarkable coincidence 
that Dr. Jacob Klatzkin, the man who first abjured his master, Hermann Cohen, 
has written the most annihilating criticism on “ Achad Ha’am.” Both essays were 
published in Hashiloach, during the year now ending. Dr. Klatzkin, an able 
and keen dialectician, was once no less devoted to his teacher Hermann Cohen, than 
to the master of Hebrew philosophic thought, ‘“Achad Ha’am.” That there isa 
_ progressive tendency in Hebrew literature to surmount the prevailing abstract 

- thought, and what may be termed spirituality, can be seen from the fact that a 
convinced “spiritualitist” like Dr. Joseph Klausner, the able editor of 
Hashiloach, who was at first rightly or wrongly considered the succeseor of “ Achad 
Ha’am,” bas suddenly recognised that Jewish history is not only a history of 
ideas, but also a history of hard realities. In his essay on Nehemiah, this ultra 
“ Spiritualitist,” has for the first time undertaken to show the sociological 
elements in Jewish history at the time of Ezra and Nehemiah. I consider this 
little essay, which is, by the way, an important contribution to Hebrew historical 
literature, the swan song of prevailing Spirituality in Hebrew literature. As soon 
as Eastern Jewry found the opportunity of dealing with the organisation of 
Jewish public life, be it Zionism, local Jewish questions, practical work in the 
domain of Hebrew education or practical and educational work in Palestine, 
the influence of the abstract and spiritualitiss thought began to diminish, 
and the Hebrew publicist of former times proceeded to deal more and more with

affecting Jewry rather than with philosophic questions. This turn of things, 
which is a very healthy one, is a product of the change of time and indicates a 
faew phase in Hebrew literature. Much has been the past int he 

tional literature. To judge by the advertisements in Hebrew 
dailies and srocitlien, there must be in Russia a large number of buyers of Hebrew 
school books, and a still greater number of authors and publishers who devote 
their time and ability to produce such works. Of course, the change in the 
method of Hebrew instruction has necessitated an entire new literature, and there 
is to-day, perhaps, an over production of such Hebrew school books. Bat this 
phenomenon as a whole indicates that Hebrew is not any longer taught by reading 
and translating the Bible as was the case as lately as even fifteen years ago, but 
‘that it is taught ae a living | Iam sorry to say that the Bible is to-day 
too much neglected in the Hebrew instruction, and that the sources from which the 
’ young ones draw their Hebrew knowledge are rather translated short stories than 
literature. 1t goes without saying that the modern Hebrew disciple 


, continues to develop, and it flourishes best in Palestine. 


is no longer taught Talmud and Rabbinics as in former days.. Dr. Klausner told 


me only a week ago that a great many of his contributors who write a perfect

and of Talmudic literature. I cannot see that this is a greatadvantage. I cannot 
imagine a true English scholar without a knowledge of ancient English literature. 
And the Talmud is a treasure, even from a pure linguistic point of view. A 
Hebrew humorist is unimaginable without a knowledge of the Talmudio language. 
Rabbi Techernowitz, the able Hebrew writer, bas rendered eminent service to 
Hebrew literature by publishing his book, ‘ Lessons in Talmud,” which gives those 
who do not know the Talmud, the possibility of an acquaintance with . this 
manifestation of the Hebrew genius. By tradition or by custom we look on 
Russia as the centre of Hebrew literature. But in the last twenty-five years about 
two million Jews have emigrated to the United States, and have transplanted part 
of the Hebrew literary spirit to the New World. It is true that up till now 
American Jewry of Eastern extraction has not yet done mach for the enrichment 
of Hebrew literature, the life of the immigrants not being sofficiently crystalised 
and consolidated. But there are already the first signs of a strong Hebrew literary 
movement in America. In spite of the failure of Brainin’s Hacderor there exist to-day 
in New York two Hebrew monthlies, Hatoren and Hatechija, which are developing 
normally and which have rather a large circulation. There exists also to-day in 


Hebrew have 


New York a Hebrew daily, Hajom, which, if well edited, could not only exist, but | 


should also become a good undertaking from a business point of view. From 
time to time we also have the pleasure of reading poems and essays by young 
American Hebrews, which are published in the best Hebrew periodicals in Russia. 
Mr. Ginzburg published his lyrical poems in Hashiloach, and Mr. Abraham 


Goldberg is also an able. contributor to that journal. As Hebrew instruction

Daring the year now 
ending no less than three new Hebrew weeklies for the young have been founded in 
Russia, and I am glad to state that all three thrive and have a sufficient circulation. 
The only Hebrew weekly in this country has ceased to exist on account of tha 
death of its founder and editor, Mr. Suwalsky. From a purely literary point of 
view the death of Hayehoody is no great loss, for the paper had no influence 
whatsoever on the course of affairs. Bat it wasat least a valuable reminder to 
many a Hebrew reader in this country, who by reading Hayehocdy had an 
opportunity of not forgetting his Hebrew. There ought to be room in England 
for a well edited and modern Hebrew weekly, and I would not be astonished if 
some day in the near future one were founded in London. I understand that a 


Hebrew quarterly devoted to sociology will make its appearance in London in 
April next. 


Notes and News. 


Very significant is the success which has been attained by the Jewish Chan: 
tauqua at the University Summer Schoolsin America. Some 600 students enrolled 
this year at the University of North Carolina. From June 16th to 26th, Dr. G. 
Solomon (under the auspices of the Jewish Chautauqua) gave ten lectures on 
“ Judaism and its Literature.” There wasa regular attendance of 150, including 
all the Christian clergymen present at the gathering. Similar success attended 
Dr. Solomon’s efforts at other University centres. Dr. Julian Morgenstern (of the 
Hebrew Union College), Dr. W. Fineschreiber (of Memphis), Dr. A. Simon (of 
Washington) have all rendered valuable services in bringing Jewish topics before 
general audiences. Our own experiences have been the same. At Cambridge, 
when the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, under Chautauqua inspiration, made 
® similar effort; the courses on Hebrew literature and art were among the best 
attended of the whole summer meeting. There is still much to be done to organise 
these courses in both English and American Universities. The Chautauqua may 
be congratulated on having so profitably worked in this direction. 

Professor A. §. Isaacs, whose recent book, “The Young Champion,” on the 
early career of Grace Aguilar, was noticed with appreciation a few weeks back, 
has nearly ready a collection of short stories to be entitled ‘ Under the Sabbath 
Lamp.” Dr. Isaacs’ work is always distinguished, and his new book will bs 
awaited with interest by young and old. He invariably contrives to make his 
stories acceptable to readers of all ages. In addition to writing these books, and 
over and above his activity as a lecturer (particularly on artistic subjects), 


Professor Isaacs conducts courses on Hebrew, Aramaic, Rabbinic, and Syriac atthe | 


New York University. 

The Zionist (price 23. 64. annually; address, 4, King’s Bench Walk, Temple, 
London, E.C.) now gives its readers a Hebrew Supplement, which is to appear 
four times a year. The editors hope to inmorease the sizs and frequency of the 


‘Supplement, which, like the Zionist itself, deserves wide support, despite, or 


perhaps one should rather say because of, the irresponsibility of its policy. By 
that I mean that the Zionist turns its back on the politioal expression of the 
movement, without realising that it thereby abandons the whole of the new 
impulse which Herzl gave. Der. Nordau certainly understands the position better. 
Bat the failure of political Zionism must tbrow us back again, not on any pseudo- 
nationalistic ideas of a culture, but on the real nationalistic idea of a religion. 
Naturally, however, “ nationalistic ” means very different things to the religionist 
and to the culturist. |

BOOKS REVIEWED. 


PASSAGES FOR PUNCTUATION. 


Teachers of Hebrew for Academic purposes rightly lay much stress on punc- 
tuation. Most University examinations nowadays include papers in which 
unpointed texts are set, and the candidate is required to insert the vowels and 
other signs. It may surprise readers to hear that among the most frequent pur- 
chasers of the Tikkun (or unpunctuated Pentateuch printed for the use of 
Synagogue readers of the Law) are Christian students. 

While, however, the Pentateuch is easily accessible in an unpointed text, the 
rest of the Bible is not readily obtainable in that form. Hence, from time to 
time, University lecturers have printed unpointed selections. Several such books 
have appeared in Germany, and among others the late Professor H. W. Hogg, of 
Manchester, prepared a similar book. But there is room for more, and Dr. A. W. 
Greenup, the Principal of St. John’s Hall, Highbury, was well-advised when he 
compiled his useful selection of unpointed passages, which Messrs. Heffer, of 
Cambridge (London Agent, Simpkin Marshall), have issued (under the title 
78 '7°) at the price of one shilling net. There are a few misprints in the Hebrew, 
but only one of these (033) for 7372) in Genesis i., 27), is of any consequence. 

Dr. Greenup’s Introductory Note so clearly explains the editor’s intention, 
and so pointedly calls attention toan admirable feature (the use of red ink), that 
I take the liberty of bodily reproducing it. This is what Dr. Greenup says: 

The difficulty of obtaining suitable unpointed Hebrew Bibles, led Dr. Maxwell, a 
member of the Amateur Printers’ Argociation, to print some selections for the use 
of students in Hebrew as exercises in pointing. These selections have been in use in 
the Hebrew classes at St. John’s Hall, Highbury, and at Huron College, Ontario; and 
their utility has led to their being offered now to a larger circle of learners. 

Dr. Maxwell's plan of printing the tert in red is a happy one, and renders distinc- 
tive the pointing in ordinary black ink. This is much liked by students, and to the 
teacher it is a great saving of time, enabling him to correct the exercises with rapidity. 


In most of the passages the verses are separated, so that one or more may be cut off 
for an exercise or examination. 


A few passages are printed in very largetype for beginners. Further selections for 
more advanced students will be issued later on. 

These farther selections will be cordially welcomed. The present volume 
contains texts from Genesis, Exodus, Ruth, and the Books of Samuel. It should 
be added that the texts are printed on one side of the paper only. Altogether Dr. 
Greenup and Dr. Maxwell, who deserves to be complimented on his share of 
the work, have between them earned the gratitude of students of Hebrew. 


THE NAPOLEONIC CAMPAIGNS. 


It was a happy thought to oollect into a volume the records left by Jewish 
participants in the “ War of Freedom,” the centenary of which is being now 
celebrated in Germany. This has been done by Dr. Max Grunwald, and his work 
(* Die Feldziige Napoleons nach Anfzeichnungen jiidischer Teilnehmer und 
Augenzeugen ”) has been published by Braumiiller, of Vienna (price 4s.). There 
are five main items in the collection; these deal successively with the original 
statements of Isidore Lehmann, Jacob Meyer, Gabriel Schamreck, Zacharias 
Zaudy, and Rafael Koenig. 

In his Introduction, Dr. Grunwald describes the new conditions under which 
the Jews were placed by the career of Napoleon. To his credit, though his book 
comes out at a time when Enurope is honouring feats of Napoleon’s foes, Dr. 
Grunwald does not think it necessary or proper to underrate the I‘rench Emperor’s 
services to the Jewish cause. But his subject is, after all, war and not peace. He 
indicates the national part played by Jews in the American wars of 1766 and 1812. 
In Europe, the Dutch army, he says, was the first in which Jews participated. I 
am not quite sure that this is the case. In Marlborough’s campaigns, unless I 
mistake, Jews hada share. At all events, in 1781, at the sea-fAight on the Dogger- 
bank, a Portuguese Jew is recorded as having distinguished himself on one of the 
Dutch vessels. In the Netherlands, again, in Napoleon’s era, there were two 
battalions consisting entirely of Jews with sixty officers, 823 privates, and a 
number of volunteers. On Saturdays, a synagogue parade was held. In France, 
@ similar state of affairs existed. Euchel Nordon won the Cross of Honour. Two 
of Napoleon’s soldiers (Jean Louis May and Simon Mayer) were members of the 
famous Paris Sanhedrin. Many other details of this nature are cited by Dr. 
Grunwald. We must, however, restrict ourselves to those whose narratives and 
letters are here printed. 

Zacharias Zaudy wes born in Weselin 1791. After a long service in the Marine 
at Toulon and Cherbourg, he joined the Prussian army as a volunteer, took part in 
the fight at Belle-Alliance, fought in Spain, and after the peace of 1815 settled in 
Wesel as a master locksmith. He won several medsls, and died in November, 
1869. Dr. Grunwald prints a few of his letters. More full is the personal record of 
another soldier, Jacob Meyer, of Dransfeld (Hanover), whose diary is printed in 
the volume before us. He was born in Adelebsen (near Géttingen) in 1786, and 
served as a youth of twenty-two under Von Solms, and was engaged in the Spanish 
campaign of 1798, and the Russian of 1812. He escaped from the latter débicle 
‘after an adventurous experience, and passed the rest of his life in honourable 
positions, military and civic. He lost his mother when a child, and early displayed 


 @ restless disposition, which later on developed into an unconquerable love of 


liberty. He found his true career in the army, and his diary is a spirited narrative. 
Equally notable are the “ Erlebnisse” of Gabriel Schamreck, who was also a 
Napoleonic warrior. He was born in Isenheim (Ober-Elsass) in 1795, and in his 
childhood endured privations which Dr. Grunwald compares to those of an Oliver 


Twist. In 1813 he joined the army in Strassburg, and suffered much because 


of his piety. Throughout his military career he made many sacrifices for his 
religion. He, too, passed away in honour, being a wealthy and respected 
citizen when he died in Strassburg in 1853. Different were the carly 
experiences of Isidore Lehmann, who was the son of well-to-do parents. In 
1807 (he was born in 1785), he served in Spain, but his description of his adyen- 
tures and travels is concerned with the Russo-Polish campaign of 1812-1813. He 
tells us much of the customs of the inhabitants in the districts through which he 
passed. Lastly, we have the Letters of Rafael Kénig, “the first Jewish Master 
Locksmith cf Austria.” He belongs to a somewhat later date, for hu was 
vaccinated in 1808, shortly after his birth. His career was one of distinction in 
art; the military side belongs rather to his father, of whose exploits he tells. 

I have given, in the foregoing, a bald summary of a book which bristles with 
interest, and that of a vital type. Dr. Grunwald’s introduction is, moreover, a 
much more real addition to our knowledge of the military prowess of Jews in the 
end of the eighteenth and the beginning of the nineteenth centuries, than may 
appear from this notice. As the editor rightly says, such personal chronicles 
belong to the most precious historical records. They report facts just as do official 
records and despatches, but they add an emotional tone which makes the facts 
more vivid. ‘To use s hackneyed phrase, they are genuinely “human documents,” 


and Dr. Grunwald did well to edit them with the care and skill which we never 
expect of him in vain. 


ORIENTALISTS’ DATE BOOK, 


Dr. A. Heyue, in his Orientalisches Datenbuch, gives us @ list (alphabetically 
arranged) of Orientalists, from the beginning of the modern scientific period to the 
present day. In each case he gives the date of birth, and in case of deceased 
scholars he adds the date of death. 

The compiler originally prepared the list for his own private use, but it 
occurred to him that others might find it serviceable. So he has published it 
(Leipzig, Harrassowitz, 37 pages, price 1s.). The author disclaims any hope that 
he has succeeded in making his list complete, and indeed the omissions are 
mumerous, Iam proud, of course, to find myself entered, but others are omitted 
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who have a better right to appear. None the less, the list as a first attempt is 
creditable, and if amplified in later editions, will be even more useful. 


KARLSBAD RECORDS. 


When a man of spirit discourses on local records, he somehow ocontrives to 
make history out of them. Dr. I. Ziegler does even more. By his “ Dokumente 
zar Geschichte der Juden in Karlsbad ” (Karlsbad, R. Hengstenberg, price 3/6), 
he not only enriches the history of the Jews in Bohemia by & small chapter, but 
he offers materials which may help on a mutually friendly and forbearing attitude 
between Christians and Jews. In few places, again, has it been made so manifest, 
that justice to the Jews brings a blessing to the State. The progress of Karlsbad 
since 1860, has at least synchronised in time with the final abolition of the old 
régime introduced by Frederick II. in 1236, by which the German Jews were the 
personal property of the ruler (servi camera). 

Wladislaus, who ruled Bohemia and Hungary from 1471 till 1516, reserved to 
the citizens the right in 1499 to admit or reject the Jews as settlers in Karlsbad. 
The city chose the latter alternative. There are no Jewish names in the early 
lists of those who visited Karlsbad for the cure. No doubt, however, Jewish 
pedlars, especially from Lichtenstadt, found their way to Karlsbad. Dr. Ziegler 
shows how difficult it was for the city to exclude the Jewish dealers during the 
season, which lasted from the beginning of May till the end of September. 
“ Without the Jew, the consumer was the servant, the seller the master; with the 
Jew admitted, the consumer was master, the seller his servant, the more natural 
relation.” In this sentence Dr. Zeigler sums up the service rendered to the general 
community by the Jewish retail trader. Naturally, the native Karlsbad dealers 
were disinclined to allow the public to win its rights, and therefore for some 
centuries there waged a mercantile war between Lichtenstadt and Karlsbad. 

The actual documents printed by Dr. Ziegler begin with 1791 and end with 
1869, when the present Karlsbad Jewish community was organised. It is now one 
of great importance, and its Rabbi may justly end, as he does, with a pmwan of 
triumph. The Karisbad Synagogue is one of the finest in Europe, and its present 
Rabbi occupies a foremost position personally in the Judaism of our age. 


TWO PALESTINIAN SKETCH-BOOKS. 


Written with very different objects, these two books, reaching me together, may 
profitably be noted together. For they present a curious contrast. The very 
matters which Dr. Armand Kaminka discusses with power and passion in 
“ Meine Reise Nach Jerusalem ” (Frankfort on the Main, Kauffmann) are not even 
mentioned in Dr. A. T. Schofield’s ‘“‘ Mind Pictures of Palestine ” (London, Samp- | 
son Low, price 4s. 6d.) The latter deals with the past, the former with the present. 
Dr. Schofield is historical, Dr. Kaminka practical; the one is concerned with 
Palestine as the ancient cradle of Christianity, the other with the same Land as 
the home that is to be of Judaism. 

Dr. Schofield is not, however, rigidly historical. His method is vivid, imagina- 
tive, spirited. He describes olden synagogue scenes with the aid of the modern 
synagogue; what he loses as regards technical precision, he gains from the point of 
view of picturesqueness. But if one looks in the index and turns up “ Religious 
Parties in Palestine,” one finds not a description of the Zionists and non- Zionists, 
but an account of Pharisees, Sadducees, Essenes and Zealots. All that he sees of 
the modern Jew is the external misery of “ thousands of Shylock-like Jews ”—what 
a strangely inept epithet for the poverty-stricken mass, unless the author means 
the wronged and persecuted Shylock of the true story, not of Shakespeare’s 
perversion. All the real Jewish renascence, the colonies, the schools, the 
hospitals, are ignored by the writer, only the “filth” which makes the 


| state of the modern Jews of Jerusalem “as unlike that of their clean, bright 


ancestors ” as ‘a British serf in Saxon times was, as compared with an English 
gentleman of the present day.” It is well, therefore, for his book that Dr. Schofield 
writes so little about a present which he has no eyes tosee. It is only just to indi- 
cate that the main title, “ Where He Dwelt,” implies that the author is concerned 
mainly with the age of Jesus. | 

Dr. Kaminka, on the other hand, faces extant problems. He deals with the 
past ; wherever the sites visited suggest reminiscences, he recalls historical events, 
but on the whole he is concerned with the contributions of modern Jews to the 
rejuvenescence of Palestine. As becomes an Austrian, he pictures to us the Von 
Limmel school—founded, first of all modern Jewish schools iu the Orient, by the 
Austrian, L. A. Frankl. The Von Liimmel school is the only photographic 
picture in the volume, but there are many fine word pictures. The progress of 
Bezalel, of spoken Hebrew, the crying need of dealing with the Chaluka—these and 
similar topics occupy Dr. Kaminka’s attention, and on all of them he has notable 
things to say. He is very keen on the formation of a general commission to deal 
with the chaluka, to receive and distribute the vast sums which reach Palestine 
annually, and of which so large a proportion is wasted. Dr. Kaminka’s plea, added 
to that of Dr. Stephen Wise and other recent visitors, ought to have a practical 
effect. Apart, however, from such reasons, Dr. Kaminka’s book ought to be read 
for its sentiment and its hopefulness. 

DR, VOORSANGER'S SERMONS AND ADDRESSES. 

“ Voorsanger’s career in America was splendid. From the very beginning, in 
Philadelphia, he demonstrated his ability aud his worth as a Rabbi and as a man.” 
So writes Voorsanger’s successor in San Francisco, in his brilliant Introduction to 
Mr. Otto Irving Wise’s selection of twenty-two of Jacob Voorsanger’s “ Sermons and 
Addresses ” (New York, Bloch Pablishing Company ; price two dollars). , 

The volume is a welcome addition to the library of Jewish devotional literatur 
in English, and the editor and introducer both will receive cordial thanks for 
what they have done. | 

Interesting is it to note that many of the sermons were spoken on Friday 
nights. Butnotali the contentsare sermons. Several of them were spoken before | 
University audiences. Dr. Voorsanger was esteemed in the wider, general com- 
munity, as he was within the synagogue. The Jews knew him as preacher and 
editor, but as a “ publicist of the first order of civic and moral standing,” he also 
made his mark. Let me again quote from Dr. Martin A. Meyer’s Introduction. 
This is what Dr. Meyer says of Voorsanger as a University lecturer :— 

Closely allied with his a and editorial work was Jacob Voorsanger’s activity in 

two great universities of this State. The Semitic department of the University of 
California is a monument to his spendid activity. He felt keenly the neglect of the 
great Semitic element in world culture, and he determined that justice should be done 
it as its importance demanded. The University at least should do it justice and recog- 
nise it as an academic discipline. For years he carried the burden of the department 
alone. Few appreciate the labour and the sacrifice of those two days each week at the 
college, and the herculanean task of collecting funds for, and building up a library in 
connection with, his department. His lectures at Leland Stanford University—a series 
of which appear in this volame—were regarded as events in the life of that institution, 
and were listened to by large and enthusiastic assemblages of students and friends. 
He had a truly scientific mind capable of marshalling the minutie of knowledge into 
an organic whole; and his vigorous view-point carried conviction and inspiration. 

To Dr. Jacob Voorzanger is owing in part the importance now attained 
by the San Francisco Jewish community. e has left the cause in good hands. 


Dr. Meyerand his colleagues are doing fine work, the value of which cannot be 
too highly eulogised. 


VIVES ON EDUCATION. 


Dr. Foster Watson begins his book witha question, ‘‘ Was Vives a greater thinker 
on educational matters than Erasmus?” He answers frankly with the admission 
that, while most educated people have heard something about Erasmus, Vives is an 
unfamiliar name. Vives wasa pupil of Erasmus, and, according to Dr. Watson's 
estimate, deserves to be better known, especially for his book on The Transmission of 
Knowledge. It “affords an interesting insight into the transition stage from 
Medievalism to the Renascence and modern times, and is stimulative and sug- 
gestive of high educative endeavour even for the present day.” Vives, the Spaniard, 
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was & " leader in the revolt of humanism against the Parisian dialecticians.” 
Again, “in the extended use of the scientific method of induction, coupled with 
the concentrative employment of observation and experiment, he is the precursor 
of Bacon. He is the pioneer in the observational treatment of psychology. He is 
the firat writer to urge an organised system of poor relief asa civic and national duty. 
He is an apostle of universal peace, & position by no means so popular in the days 
of 16th century Tudor absolutism and imperial ambition as it isat the present day. 
In bis hatred of wer, of course, his efforts were linked with those of Erasmus.” 
Holland may claim a unique share in the history of the peace idea. Vives, how- 
ever, did not carry his affection for universal peace so far as to include the Tarks. 
To return to Vives, as eulogised by Dr. Watson: “ Lastly, of all humanists, it 
was Vives who gave the closest attention to the study of education and the after 
history of education in its main principles and many of its details is to be found 
foreshadowed in his de Disci)linis. He was the great ‘ way-breaker’ in education, 
to use Lange’s description.” 

For all these reasons, Vives deserves to be read, as he now can be, for the first 
time, in Englisb. Yet in one important respect Vives was not a true member of 

the circle whose names will appear to eternal honour among the protagonists of 
the Revival of Letters. Vives was, in a sense, enlightened; but he lacked the 
pragmatic sympathy with others which was typical of the true humanists. Vives 
speaks of the heathen with contempt, and of the Mohammedan with longing. He 
wanted to teach Mohammedans Latin, becauss they would throw their lot in with 
Christendom if they had some speech in common. We onght not, perhaps, to 
assert that Vives specifically put up Latin as the universal speesh, but he made no 
alternative suggestion, though he held that it was better to write good Castilian 
than bad Ciceronian. 

The Cambridge University Prers publishes Dr. F. Watson’s translation of the 
“De Tradendis Disciplinis” of Vivee. It is quite clear from several passages 
that Vives did not share the enthusiasm of other humanists for Hebrew. He 
was, indeed, in favour of bilingualism ; as we have seen, he would have everyone 
know Latin as well as his vernacular. Latin was to the Italians of the period, and 
in @ lesser degree also to Vives, the proper universal language of mankind. How 
would the facts seem to him were he to come to life again to-day? The failure of 
Latin to remain even the common language of scholars is one of the most curious 
phenomena of the last century. Yet with regard to Hebrew Vives says: “ Earnesily 
would I wish that in most of our States, schools of languages should be established 
not only of Latin, Greek, and Hebrew, but also of Arabic”—a remarkably fore- 
seeing addition the last, in view of later developments. But great caution was to 
be exercised in learning Hebrew. “I hear,” he says, “that many things have 
been falsified in Hebrew writings by Jews, partly through their hatred of Christ, 
partly through inertia, since these people so often change their abodes, and have 
not leisure to bestow due labour on literature. Certainly if you consult two Jews 
as to the same passage, rarely do they agree.” One would be interested to know 
who the Jews were that he knew at Louvain or at Oxford. 

Vives obviously knew ng Hebrew himself. In 1518 he published his ‘‘ Medi- 
tationes in septem psalmos poenitentiae.” In 1543 his controversial work on 


Christian Truth (De Veritate Fidei Christianae, contra Ethnicos, Judmos, Agarenos * 


sive Mahometanos, ac peverse Christianos) was edited in five books by John 
Oporinus at Basle. He cites, without rejection, the attribution of the “three 
books of the Maccabees ” to Josephus. That he does in his De 7'radendis Disci- 
plmis. His other works show no better knowledge or jadgment on matters 
Hebraic. There is, however, even theologically this much of the humanist about 
Vives. In the argument with the Jew (ia the work on Christian Truth) Vives 
shows himself in his replies far. from belonging to the same type as Reauchlin and 
Erasmus. But the case isother with the questions. Vives allows the Jew to raise 
difficulties against Christianity with thorough impartiality. Altogether Vives 
deserved more consideration than he has received. Dr. Watson’s book will, it is 
to be expected, bring this author prominently before English students. 


CHILDREN’S PRAYER-BOOK. 


The Children’s Service Book for New Year and Day of Atonement, issued by 
the Committee. of Ministers, and edited by Professor Hermann Gollancz, reaches 
us in its second edition. It is a pleasant duty to call attention to this without 
delay. 

The text ig well edited, and the translation (a new one by Dr. (rollancz) 
possesses striking merits. The printers, too, Messrs. Wertheimer, Lea and Co., 
have performed their part of the work admirably. It speaks much for the popu- 
larity of the “Services” that this large new edition of 5,000 copies has been so 
called for.

Mr. Hall Caine has written this story with a purpose—a purpose than which 
none more serious could be undertaken. For the author attacks the age-long old 
problem of the sexes. He sets before his readers the anomaly of woman’s 
place in the human family, and seeks to justify the doctrine of the entire 
liberty and freedom from all filial or marital restraint of woman’s life. 
Round this theme he tells the story of Mary O'Neill; of her upbring- 

in ignorance of the things of the world;' of the tyranny of her 
brutal and selfish father; of the loveless marriage into which she is forced; of the 
disaster which follows the mésalliance with a husband who is a drunken ne’er-do- 
well. He pictures her life dragged down on the conventional side by the horrors 
of a marriage with a brute, and blasted on the unconventional by the illicit alliance 
with the man she loves. He shows her as a frail bark tossed upon a sea 
of misery from the day of her birth to the day of her death, with now and then a 
respite into smooth waters, it is true, but alas! they are waters of sin and damna- 
tion. And Mr. Caine’s purpose in writing his book is plain enough. He envis- 
ages the position of woman in the social state, and he perceives the horrible 
anomaly of it all. He sees how, given a certain set of circumstances, woman, as 
things are in the world to-day, isa helpless slave of circumstance. The main 
trouble, of course, is in her relation to man, whether it be as daughter, or wife, or 
lover. Always the author pictures her at a terrible disadvantage. _ 

The panorama of woe, however, which Mr. Caine draws for us, is happily, we 
are pleased to think, over-coloured and exaggerated. We make no complaint 
against him on this account. If one has a grievance to which he would direct 

ple’s minds, it is beyond all things necessary to lay on the grievance with a trowel. 
Nor do we make it a matter of complaint that Mr. Caine is unable to look at the 
sex question at all except through blinkers. That is the way of the enthusiast. 
It would be futile to deny the existence of many a Mary O'Neill in the world. 
No one who knows anything of social conditions in every gradé of society can have 
any reasonable doubt that the position of a woman can, and frequently does, 


become the hell upon earth which Mr. Caine draws as her life-environment. But, | 


the remedy? Mr. Caine prescribes a “heal all.” He would have us leave to our

young women absolute freedom of choice for their lives. How far however does his 
specific carry us? Theoretically he may be right. But, practically, we know that 
the freedom of choice of life to be a success requires the capacity to choose. Fail- 
ing that, is not disaster pretty well just as certain to result from exactly the absence 
of some guide or even some control ? 

Mr. Caine’s story is a protest against ‘“‘ made” marriages. The woman must 
freely choose for herself. That is part of and results from his specific. Love, 
affection, esteem, mutual respect, must be the only elements in matrimonial 
alliances. Here again, however, we are “up against” the facts of life. For, 
we know that “made” marriages have frequently turned out as happy as marriages 
that bave resulted from the unguided choice of the couple most concerned. Mr. 
Caine sets his mark against the woman de-individualising herself—against her 
becoming “bone of my bone and flesh of my flesh.” Yet, the experience of the 
average Jewish marriage, in which the wife sinks her individuality in that of her 
husband, goes to prove that the process which Mr. Caine looks upon as slavery 
answers remarkably well in ensuring mutual happiness in practice. Indeed, the 
relationship which exists between the average Jewish husband and the average 
Jewish wife is not readily conceivable by the average non-Jew. The oneness, the 
unity, the true bond which subsists in Jewish matrimony exists rarely, if exactly 
at all, in the union of non-Jews and non-Jewesses. And it is the gravest and 
grossest error to suppose thatanythinginthe nature of the subjection and the en- 
slavement of the woman takes place. There is not, any more than there is the sub- 
jection and enslavementoftheman. There is a welding of two lives, a moulding of 
two personalities, each yielding to the other that complemont of life which each 
needs. Indeed, Mr. Caine in his book takes an utterly wrong view of Jewish 
marriage as utterly as he is mistaken in supposing that Lecho Dodi is sung on the 
Sabbath morning. This indeed is the Sabbath morning prayer he allocates in 
his book to a Jewish character that is none too attractive. 


That the position of woman in the social state generally is an anomaly there 
can be no question. But, then, she is not alone. The world is made up of 
anomalies. Mr. Caine would ask—as others have asked long before, and many 
will ask long hence—why the burden and the sorrow of either an ill-assorted union 
or an illicit union shall fall mainly upon the woman. Mr. Caine propounds the 
old problem—why shall man place his sin upon the woman and for ever plead, 
‘the woman tempted me, and I did eat.” But, as we say, the world is full of 
anomalies, and if we once set out to ask why these anomalies exist or endeavour to 
end them, we set upon ourselves a task compared with which the chasing of the 
will o’ the wisp is practical politics. The social position of woman is not by any 
means the only anomaly of life There is another side even of the sex picture, even 
of the sex relations. Mr. Caine need not be told of the men‘s lives that have been 
wrecked by either stupid or wicked women. If there are Mary O’Neille, there 
are also Delilahs, who suck the strength of Samsons and bring their lives to the 
bitterness of death. The fact is, it is impossible to dogmatise on matters such as 
these with any hope of arriving at any worthy solution of the problems we set 
ourselves. For instance, Mr. Caine warns us against the nescience of the young 


would utilise that knowledge to good advantage, and to whom that knowledge 
might prove of inestimable value. There are others to whom the knowledge when 
assimilated would act as poison, sending them speedily to utter ruination. That 
ia true of young girls. It is true also of young men. Equally trues is it that the 
control of parents may be bad in some cases and excellent in others. Everything, 
of course, depends upon the motive which influences the parent. If Mary O’Neill’s 
father had had merely her good in his heart, parental control would have been 
good for Mary O’Neill. In the same way the control by a husband of his wife 
will be damnable, if the husband be damnable. But it may equally be for nothing 
bat good if the motive influencing the husband is likewise good. Freedom 
and liberty in short, are fine things to prate about, and form excellent themes for the 
clever novelist. Misuse of them when they run to licence, to selfishness, 
to sheer disregard of the call of duty to others, renders them infinitely 
worse in themselves than control and.even coercion. Mary O’Neill’s life was a 
series of misfortunes. To believe for a moment that they formed the natural 
order of the average woman’s existence would be to make us despair of humanity 


and to disregard the immense powers of Mr. Hall Caine as one of thse cleverest of 
our writers of fiction. : 


AN AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN ATHLETE,‘ 


These are days when the old reproach that muscularity and Judaism cannot go 
hand in hand is being rolled rapidly away. The other week at the Zionist Congress, 
in Vienna, a display of athletic Judaism was not only remarkable because it was 
Jewish, but was astounding in itself, even to Jews who witnessed it. Among 


capacity of the Jew as athlete, none has done as much in England as Mr. 
Edward Lawrence Levy, of Birmingham. Throughout the career which to any 
reader of his autobiography would be interesting, apart from the entrancing 
manner in which he tells his own life story, Mr. Levy has devoted himself to 
gymnastic culture and athletics. There is scarcely a branch of athletics, indeed, 
in which he has not excelled. His reputation has spread far beyond local limits, 
and he has been in his time (1891) the amateur champion weight lifier of the 
world. 

Athletics, however, have not been the only interest of this singularly interest- 
ing life. Mr. Levy, who, if we mistake not, was a pupil of the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, tells us he was destined either for the Jewish Ministry, 
or the scholastic profession. He chose the latter, and after a short stay 
at Mr. Berkowitz’s Tivoli House Academy in Gravesend, an advertisement 


Hebrew Schools took him to the Midland metropolis. We observe that Mr. 
Levy gained the post “on the strength ”"—he has always been great on 
strength—of an introduction to the Rev. G. J. Emanuel by that gentleman’s 
father. After a time (in 1875), Mr. Levy opened a school cof his own, which he 
carried on for many years with considerable success. He was not long in Bir- 
mingham before he initiated social, dramatic, musical, and debating societies formed 
of members of the congregation, always throwing into the work an apparently 
insatiable and unconquerable energy. Indeed, his autobiography shows us some- 
thing of what Birmingham Jews owed in the past—and it was much—for amuse- 
ment, instruction, education, and edification to the initiative of Mr. Levy. Iu 
wider spheres in connection with the town he has also been a notable figure. 
He was a pillar of the Conservative Association there when to be anything but a 
Radical in politics was anathema in Birmingham. He, however, was everywhere 
known and everywhere popular. Mr. Levy has been all his life the most clubable 
of men, genial, kindly, an excellent friend and a merciful opponent. 

Mr. Levy’s persoval powers, as can be gathered from what is said above, are 
by no means confined to athletics. He is a keen debater, a wide-read lover of 


physically. Mr. Levy, we observe, is in his sixty-second year, and if he is able, 


of satisfaction, it is probably because he set himself as his life motto the one he has 
placed in the forefront of his book: “One man in his time plays many parts.” 
He has played them, and he has played them well. The autobiography is dedicated 
to Mrs. Levy, who passed away some years ago—a charming lady, kindly and 
genial, for whom those who knew her must have none but tender memcries. 
We commend Mr. Levy’s autobiography not alone for its intrinsic merits as 
an interesting record, but as an indication of how happy and genial, and fall, 
a life can be, given the esprit de vivre with which Nature so bountifully endowed 
the author of this very attractive volume.

YIDDISH LITERATURE

During the months of May, June and July, 458 plays, in nine different 
languages or dialects, were submitted to the Russian dramatic censorship. Out 
ofthat number, says Reuter’s St. Petersburg correspondent, 43 were in Yiddish. 
Comment is superfious. Such information tends to show the growth and develop- 
ment of Yiddish literature. There are still strong manifestations of hostility 
against Yiddish, wholly among extreme Hebraists, but these are unable to check 
its advance. The cooler heads amongst them recognise that a loss to Yiddish 
does not mean a gain for Hebrew but for some other language, which rather 
weakens than strengthens the union of the Jewish people. But the unceasing

is confined to the few fond of hair splitting argument and abstract theorists. The 
bulk of the Jewish people is unconcerned and indifferent about the analytical 
arrogance of the antagonists; the bulk of the Jewish people think, speak and give 
expression to their thoughts in Yiddish without any regard to its legitimacy, with- 
out even a thought as to whether the language has a “future life” or not.

is a notable event and, as is pointed out by the penetrating editor ‘‘ Bal Mach- 
shovous ” in his preface, will be cordially received by all lovers of Yiddish litera- 
ture, showing as it does that it had attained that position of development which 
makes its history no less interesting than the works that have produced such a 
history. A work of the kind given us by Dr. Pinnes adds dignity and prestige to 
the language and its literature.

A glance at 
the extensive output within the year that is now ending is a triumphant revela-

It cannot be said that epoch-making books 
have been produced in the passing year, but the enormous work of diverse 
character that has appeared are indications of great possibilities. In fiction, the 
distinction of the year belongs to D. Bergelson. His first novel, “Around the 
Railway Station,” was a brilliant beginning; his second one, “After All,” is a 
great literary and artistic triumph. ‘‘ Marry,” by Sholem Ash, is, on the whole, 
a dull novel with some clever characterisation. “The Blood Acousation at Valiz,” 
by M. D. Rivkin, which, like“ Marry,” origically appeared in serial form in 
the Fraind, isa dramatic historical novel, and in view of the revival of the cruel 
myth, very appropriate. ““Sholem Aleichem’s” novel, “The Bloody-Joke,” 
which actually deals with the Beilis charge, might be regarded as a clever satire 
on passing events, but is hardly an artistic success.

An improved rendering of Professor 
Graetz’s History of the Jews has also been added during the year. The

Spinoza, historic materialism, the philosophy of Jewish nationalism, economic 
problems in America, and Jewish literature are some of the questions 
handled by the author with knowledge and comprehension. AZeitlin’s work is 
confined to Jewish moral philosophy, and the “ Problem of good and evil” will 
remain a standard work of philosophic exposition in Yiddish literature. Hillel 
Zeitlin’s position in both Hebrew and Yiddish literature entitle him to greater 
respect and better treatment than he has lately received in certain Yiddish journals. 
Zeitlin is a religious mystic and learned thinker. His views, conclusive or other- 
wise, should have found expression in books rather than in a daily paper, wherein 
he expresses &

thus provoking vehement controversy, which is unfortunately not maintained on a

_ Nietzsche classed as “good Europeans” the few men of his time who, in his 
opinion, stood for individualism and culture. Among these he would certainly have 
included Count Gobinean, of whom he actually says in a letter: “ He is the only Euro- 

n spirit I should care to converse with!” In the Italian Renaissance both thinkers 
ound their ideal period, but whereas Nietzsche does not go into this subject at any 
length, Gobinean throws the whole brilliant procession on his canvas in a series of five 
masterly dramas, gronped round the leaders in thought and action. Such a work is of 
far more value to the layman than any historical narrative, and even the student of 
history may find it a useful handmaid to the ordinary authorities. For these are not 
Hye 20 in the generally accepted sense of the term, but, as their author calls them, 

storical scenes. ‘T’hus, though entirely in prose, they bear some resemblance in form 
to Mr. Hardy's “Dynasts.” We see the whole career of men like Savonarola, Cesare 
Borgia, Machiavelli, and Michael Angelo pass before our eyes, together with many a 
masterly portrait of the-lesser figures, and many a vivid sketch of that richly coloured 
life which made the [talian cities the cynosure of Europe. “The Renaissance” has 
long been a standard work on the Continent, and Mr. Heinemann has bronght ont an 
English translation done by Mr. Paul V. Cohn, one of the Nietzsche translators. 

What is described as the most fascinating and notable human document seen for 
many years has just been discovered in Paris by a distinguished French anthor, whose 
work has received the crown of the Academy. This writer, after ten years’ patient work, 
has bronght to light a collection of letters written by Juliette Dronet, a French actress, 
to Victor Hugo. Becoming devotedly attached to. the great novelist when he first 
noticed her playing a humble part in “ Lucrezia Borgia,” Juliette followed him in his 
exile to Brussels, Guernsey, and Jersey, where she inspired some of his greatest poems. 
Her letters to him number in all 15,000, and of these a careful selection is now being 
prepared for publication by a committee of French scholars. Needless to say an excep- 
tionally 3 value has been set on the various copyrights, but the entire copyright for 
the English language throughout the world has been secured by Mr. Stanley Paal, who 
has engaged the services of a lady, well-known in London Society and in literary circles, 
as editor and translator. Arrangements are now being made for the letters, which are 
not ay among the miost charming love-letters ever written, but also throw an invalu- 
able light upon the character of Victor Hugo, to be published simultaneously in-London, 
Paris, and each of the chief European capitals. Students of French literature to whom 
an opportunity of reading some of the letters has been given, declare that the new 
information and the new point of view thus obtained is of intense value. A notable 
monograph on Victor Hugo from the pen of the writer who is responsible for the dis- 
covery will be included with the Memoirs. Mr. Stanley Paul is already arranging for a 
aire of illustrations from the Victor Hugo Museum, to add to the value of the English 
edition. 

Mr. Dion Clayton Calthrop has certainly arrived as a playwright. As a novelist, 
his work is already well known and is deserving of an even wider appreciation than it 
has already received. His new novel will be published by Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton 
under the attractive title of “ A Trap to Catch a Dream.” It is said to be “a romance 
of two young people ” of an original kind, and its publishers also claim for it that it is 
the cleverest and most delightful piece of work to which Mr. Calthrop has ever put his 
name. ‘l'hose who have read (Juin” and Everybody's Secret will know that this 
is high praise.

Prof. A. R. 8. Kennedy writes in the September Expository Times (T. and T. 
Clark, price sixpence), on “Inscribed Hebrew Weights from Palestine”; Prof. E. 
Koenig on “ Canaan and the Babylonian Civilization”; the Rev. G. Margoliouth 
on “ The Calendar, the Sabbath and the Marriage Law in the Geniza-Zadokite 
Documents.” 

Mr. Oliver Bambridge, whose articles on the hidden races of the Jews in 
China originally appeared in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, has now included his 
interesting discoveries in this respect in his equally fascinating new volume, “ The 
Heart of China,” which has just been published and is practically a reprint of one 
of his most popular lectures. 3 

Yet another note on “Syrians” in Australia. Professor Richard Gottheil, of 
Columbia, New York, has kindly written to me to point out that these “ Syrians” 
are not “ Levantines.” “They are the inhabitants of Beirut and the Lebanon, 
and are to be found in North and South America, in South Africa and Australia. 
They are mostly Maronites.” Professor Gottheil, with reference to another note 
in our last supplement (on the mistake of a bibliographer as to the character af 
Copley’s novel, the Impeachment of President Israels), recalls how the Orien- 
talische Bibliographie some years ago listed “ King Solomon’s Mines” under 
literature dealing with the History of Africa. I might also mention once more 
the feat of the Theologische Literaturzeitung which included among the new works 
on Biblical exegesis “ Essays of Elia.” Elia is a German form of Elijah, and so 
Charles Lamb was converted into a theologian ! 

Mr. G. Sil Vara is as well known under this pen name in Viennese literary 
circles as is his sister, the well known sculptor, Rose Silberer, in the artistic set 
of Paris. Mr. Sil Vara has written many extremely clever books and two of his 
latest successes are the production of his play, “A Woman of Forty,” by Prof. 
Max Reinhardt in Vienna and his translation into German, in collaboration with 
Mr. Charles Fisher, of J. M. Synge’s famous Irish comedy “ The Playboy of the 
Western World ” to which Mr. Sil Vara contributes an interesting preface on Irish 
literature. Mr. Sil Vara lives in London, and isa distinguished figare in conti- 
nental journalism and the more serious crafts of the novelist and the playwright. | 

The tractate Kelim is completed and Okalot began in the fifty-second part of 
the “‘ Mischnaiot,” now being issued by H. Itzkowski, of Berlin. The editor of 
the Seder Teharot is Dr. D. Hoffmann. The Hebrew text is punctuated, and 
there isa German translation and commentary. The introduction tothe particular 
tractates named are lucid helps to the understanding of the rabbinic ideas on 
contagion in the legal sense. The parts cost only a few pence each, and the 
edition as a whole is the most serviceable yet given to the world. 

The Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati, has issued its new “ Catalogue” or 
syllabus for 1913-1914, and the session promises to be one of special vigour and 
success. Dr. Kohler and his colleagues take a high view of their duties, and the 
College is ever branching out into fresh enterprises and directions. The dedication 
of the magnificent new building in January of this year wasa unique event in 
thd history of American Jewry. As the “Catalogue” itself remarks: ‘‘ The 
stately buildings wherein the activities of the Hebrew College and the Union of 
American Congregations will be conducted, now stand as a monument to the 
religious zeal of American Israel. May the work to be done in these buildings 
uphold the ideals cherished by the founder of the College, Isaac M. Wise, and 
may the fature of the Hebrew Union College in its new surroundings continue 
the splendid traditions fostered during the thirty-eight years of its existence.” 

Members of the Jewish Historical Society have just received the paper by 
Mr. Lucien Wolf recording the society’s own early history. The next fascicule to 
be issued will be Mr. Israel Solomons’ paper on “ Lord George Gordon’s Conver- 
sion to Judaism.” The appendix will contain a bibliography of the engraved 
“ Portraits and Caricatures in the Collection of the Writer.” 

The second series of Jewish “ Volksschriften,” to begin in October, will 
include volumes on Amos (Ziegler), Optimism in Judaism (Scheftlowitz), the 
Mishnah (Krauss), the Talmud (Bernfeld), Judaism and Christianity (Dienemann), 
Synagogal Poetry and Liturgy (Elbogen), and Reform (Seligmann). This second 
series is quite independent of the first, and may be subscribed for separately. The 
annual . is only 5 kronen (address the editor, Rabbiner Dr. I. Ziegler, Karlsbad, 
Bébmen). | 

A new monthly, Die Freistatt, which desoribes itself as an “ alljiidischsche 
Revue,” is being published by Julius Kaufmann of Eschweiler (offices, Berlin- 
Steglitz, Miquelstrasse 10). It is deserving of a welcome as a unique organ of 
Jewish thought, non-partisan and vigorous. The subscription is 23. 6d for the 
half-year. Die F'reistatt is notable for its able discussion of the Zionist theories 
and aims. Here, at all events, these topics are treated with width of judgment 
and with a consciousness that Zionism and Judaism are not exactly co-extensive. 

In St. Petersburg, too, a new periodical has been begun. It is called Wjestnik 
awrejskot obstschint (i.e.. Journal for Jewish communal life). Among the first 
contributors are Dabnow and Sliosberg. | 

The Proceedings of the Aristotelian Society contains a very thorough essay on 
‘‘ The Philosophy of Probability ” by Dr. A. Wolf. 
he Prague Verein Jiidischer Hochschiiler Bar Kochba has published the 
second edition of a Miscellany (Sammelbach) which is entitled “ Vom Judentum ” 


(Leipzig, Kurt Wolff Verlag, price 33. 6d. The authors, who write from a 


Zionistic point of view, deal with important topics of the hour. In 284 pages, no 
less than twenty-nine essayists deal with as many subjects, grouped under nine 
main headings: Jiidisches Wesen, Jiidische Religiositat, Jiidisches Denken, das 
Neue Judentum, das Werden und die Aufgaben der jiidischen Bewegung, Der 
Jude und Europa, Probleme der Gegenwart und Zukunft, and aus Alten Biiehern.

YIDDISH LITERATURE 
DURING 5673. 


During the months of May, June and July, 458 plays, in nine different 
languages or dialects, were submitted to the Russian dramatic censorship. Out 
of;that number, says Reuter’s St. Petersburg correspondent, 43 were in Yiddish. 
Comment is superfious. Such information tends to show the growth and develop- 
ment of Yiddish literature. There are still strong manifestations of hostility 
against Yiddish, wholly among extreme Hebraists, but these are unable to check 
its advance. The cooler heads amongst them recognise that a loss to Yiddish 
does not mean a gain for Hebrew but for some other language, which rather 


weakens than strengthens the union of the Jewish people. But the unceasing 
controversy that is raging as to 


THE LEGITIMACY OR OTHERWISE OF YIDDISH, 
is confined to the few fond of hair splitting argument and abstract theorists. The 
bulk of the Jewish people is unconcerned and indifferent about the analytical 
arrogance of the antagonists; the bulk of the Jewish people think, speak and give 
expression to their thoughts in Yiddish without any regard to its legitimacy, with- 
out even a thought as to whether the language has a “future life” or not. Mean- 
while it is alive and active. It is certain of a present as it is sure of its past, 
which isso ably recorded in the “ History of Yiddish Literature” by Dr. M. 
Pinnes. The history is still incomplete, but the two admirable volumes crammed 


with careful accuracy cf detail and power of diecrimination brings the tale of 


Yiddish up to 1890—a period that might be regarded as a landmark in Yiddish 
literature. The appearance in Yiddish of | 


A HISTORY OF ITS LITERATURE 
is a notable event and, as is pointed out by the penetrating editor ‘‘ Bal Mach- 
shovous ” in his preface, will be cordially received by all lovers of Yiddish litera- 
ture, showing as it does that it had attained that position of development which 
makes its history no less interesting than the works that have produced such a 
history. A work of the kind given us by Dr. Pinnes adds dignity and prestige to 
the language and its literature. From Dr. Pinnes we gather that Yiddish asa 
distinct language has at least a history of 600 years behind it, admitting that 
throughout its phases the imprint of many infiuences are obvious. A glance at 
the extensive output within the year that is now ending is a triumphant revela- 
tion, and more than justifies the view that Yiddish literature has become an 


_ essential feature and inevitable factor in Jewish life; slowly but surely Yiddish 


literature is filtering into the imagination of 

| | THE JEWISH MASSES, : 
which is, of course, all tothe good. It cannot be said that epoch-making books 
have been produced in the passing year, but the enormous work of diverse 


character that has appeared are indications of great possibilities. In fiction, the 
distinction of the year belongs to D. Bergelson. His first novel, “ Around the 
Railway Station,” wasa brilliant beginning; his second one, “After All,” is a 
great literary and artistic triumph. ‘‘ Marry,” by Sholem Ash, is, on the whole, 


’ @ dull novel with some clever characterisation. “The Blood Accusation at Valiz,” 


by M. D. Rivkin, which, like “ Marry,” origirally appeared in serial form in 
the F'raind, is a dramatic historical novel, and in view of the revival of the cruel 
myth, very appropriate. ‘“Sholem Aleichem’s” novel, “The Bloody-Joke,” 
which actually deals with the Beilis charge, might be regarded as a clever satire 
on passing events, but is hardly an artistic success. D. Kassel has in the past 
year been as prolific as ever, and his rovel, “In the Village,” is a considerable 
improvement over his other works. There are several stories of 


HIGH LITERARY QUALITY 


from across the Atlantic. “The Romance of a Horse Thief,” by Opatoshu, some 
cf the works by I. Schwartz and that of D. Ignatev as contained in the collected 
volumes “ Schriften,” are encouraging matter. The monthly “ Zukunft” too 
printed a good deal of admirable fiction. There are a number of other new names 
in the world of Yiddish fiction who have added minor works, but there are the 
older masters who continue to be active. Thare is Peretz, Spector, Dinison, Raisen, 
and Rosenfeld; there is Frischmav, Weisenberg, Pinskey, and Berditchevsky, 
whose collected writings have been published in the course of the year. Nor can 
the worksof Vendrof be overlooked. His tales of ‘‘ Meshummodim ” and “ Domicile 
Rights,”—both burning problems in Ruesia—are dexterous compositions. In the

here has been a greater output than that of fiction. “The Mishpocho,” by 


_ Nomberg, and the “ Dumb,” by Weiter, are by far the most successful productions, 
_ though we doubt whether either of them have been, or will be staged. The fine 


precision in the former, and the almost exaggerated restraint in the latter, are 
noble examples of dramatic literature. P. Hirshbein, too, has made two valuable 
additions to Yiddish drama in the course of the year. In the domain cf poetry 
Byalick’s collected Yiddish poems is, perhaps, the chief event of the year. Most 
of them are translations from the Hebrew, and not all of them by himself. A 
falling off in the strength of his poetic utterances is, in the circumstances, unavoid- 
able.

MEMOIRS. 


There have been reminiscences before in Yiddish, the most recent that of M. 
Winchevsky published in Dr. Zhitloveky’s monthly, but never before so complete 
a work as “‘ My Memoirs,” by Ez. Katick, in which we get a complete unadorned 
record of the happenings from his childhood, throughout the various phases 
of Jewish life and thought within the last three score years. The beginning 
having been made, it is now followed by the grand old artist J. L. Peretz, who 
is writing his memoirs in the excellent new monthly, the “ Jiidische Welt.” 
In the field of history and moral philosophy we have the works of Dr. Zhitlovsky and 
H. Zeitlin and the abbreviated translation of Professor E. Schirer’s history of 
the Jewish people during the Second Temple. An improved rendering of Professor 
Graetz’s History of the Jews has also been added during the year. The 
volumes from the able pen of Dr. Zhitlovsky deal with a variety of 


PHILOSOPHIC SUBJECTS, 


Spinoza, historic materialism, the philosophy of Jewish nationalism, economic 
problems in America, and Jewish literature are some of the questions 
handled by the author with knowledge and comprehension. Zeitlin’s work is 
confined to Jewish moral philosophy, and the “Problem of good and evil” will 
remain a standard work of philosophic exposition in Yiddish literature. Hille! 
Zeitlin’s position in both Hebrew and Yiddish literature entitle him to greater 
respect and better treatment than he has lately received in certain Yiddish journals. 
Zeitlin is a religious mystic and learned thinker. His views, conclusive or other- 
wise, should have found expression in books rather than in a daily paper, wherein 
he expresses & 
ROOTED DISTRUST OF RADICALISM, 


thus provoking vehement controversy, which is unfortunately not maintained on a 
high level. The result is a raging din and strife in the whole of the Russian 
Yiddish Press. Thatis regrettable. Zeitlin’s utterances are not, it is true, always 
attuned to the proper spirit. In the heat of a controversy he is frequently 
petulant, lacking a sense of humour, which means a sense of proportion, but 
that must be attributed to lamentable subservience to the caprice of the moment. 
There can, however, be no doubt as to his honesty of purpose, his strength of con- 
viction, his firm grasp of the subjects under his treatment, his methodical 
thoroughness. It is therefore little short of scandal that he should be treated with 
such rancour, low and revengeful. He deserves more courtesy and greater kindness, 
and it is sincerely to be hoped that he will get it in the coming year from even £0 
so able, though invariably angry, radical writer as “RR.” in the /'raid. While on

FOR CHILDREN. 


In this connection, it might bs noted that the Jewish Daily News, of New 
York, has recently made the interesting innovation in its columns, by devoting 
considerable space to Yiddish literature for children. Yiddish has also been 
bean enriched with pedagogues of the language, methods, school books for the 
teaching of the language. There has also been an increase in Yiddish periodioals 
in the past year, the most important being the new monthly, the “Jiidisohe Welt,” 
which will, it is hoped, have a long endurance, as it certainly deserves to have, by 
virtue of its quality. Apart from some literary periodicals and several new dailies, 
one trade and one professional magazine have been added, while the “ Haint ” 
publishes

in Yiddish. Important classics from various languages have been rendered into 
Yiddish in the course of the passing year. Kipling’s ‘“ Jungle,” some cf Emerson’s 
writings, poems by Walt Whitman and Longfellow, can be read and enjoyed in 
Yiddish. Works by Anatole France, Ibsen, Schnitzler, Wilde, Andreijev, Anton 
Tsechov, Tolstoy, Knut Humson, have been translated, some of them with great 
skill, into Yiddish. On the whole there has been a great output of Yiddish litera- 
ture in 5673, and while enough rubbish has been produced, works of affectation 

and stories divorced from reality, the position of the language and |

has gained in strength and vitality. The development of Yiddish is continued on 
healthy lines. The general trend of opinion, the yearning voice and longing note of 
historical and traditional Judaism which are the dominating feature. the strong 
national element, are symptomatic of its normal growth and steady evolution.

_ Nietzsche classed as “good Europeans” the few men of his time who, in his 
opinion, stood for individualism and culture. Among these he would certainly have 
included Count Gobineau, of whom he actually says in a letter: “ He is the only Enuro- 

n spirit I should care to converse with!” In the Italian Renaissance both thinkers 
ound their ideal period, but whereas Nietzsche does not go into this subject at any 
length, Gobineau throws the whole brilliant procession on his canvas in a series of five 
masterly dramas, grouped round the leaders in thought and action. Such a work is of 
far more value to the layman than any historical narrative, and even the student of 
history may find it a useful handmaid to the ordinary authorities. For these are not 
rede in the generally accepted sense of the term, but, as their author calls them, 
istorical scenes. Thus, though entirely in prose, they bear some resemblance in form 
to Mr. Hardy's “ Dynasts.” 
Borgia, Machiavelli, and Michael Angelo pass before our eyes, together with many a 
masterly portrait of theJesser figures, and many a vivid sketch of that richly coloured 
life which made the Ltalian cities the cynosure of Europe. “The Renaissance” has 
long been a standard work on the Continent, and Mr. Heinemann has brought out an 
English translation done by Mr. Paul V. Cohn, one of the Nietzsche translators. 

What is described as the most fascinating and notable human document seen for 
many years has just been discovered in Paris by a distinguished French author, whose 
work has received the crown of the Academy. This writer, after ten years’ patient work, 
has bronght to light a collection of letters written by Juliette Drouet, a French actress, 
to Victor Hugo. Becoming devotedly attached to. the great novelist when he first 
noticed her playing a humble part in ‘Lucrezia Borgia,” Juliette followed him in his 
exile to Brussels, Guernsey, and Jersey, where she inspired some of his greatest poems. 
Her letters to him number in all 15,000, and of these a careful selection is now being 
prepared for publication by a committee of French scholars. Needless to say an excep- 
tionally high value has been set on the various copyrights, but the entire copyright for 
the English language throughont the world has been secured by Mr. Stanley Pal, who 
has engaged the services of a lady, well-known in London Society and in literary circles, 
as editor and translator. Arrangements are now being made for the letters, which are 
not only among the niost charming love-letters ever written, but also throw an invalu- 
able light upon the character of Victor Hugo, to ba published simultaneously in-London, 
Paris, and each of the chief European capitals. Students of French literature to whom 
an opportunity of reading some of the letters has been given, declare that the new 
information and the new point of view thus obtained is of intense value. A notable 
monograph on Victor Hugo from the pen of the writer who is responsible for the dis- 
covery will be included with the Memoirs. Mr. Stanley Paul is already arranging for a 


ee of illustrations from the Victor Hugo Museum, to add to the value of the English 
edition. 


_ Mr. Dion Clayton Calthrop has certainly arrived as a playwright. As a novelist, 
his work is already well known and is rl, of an even wider appreciation than it 
has already received. His new novel will be published by Messrs. Hodder and Stonghton 
under the attractive title of “ A hy 3 to Catch a Dream.” It is said to be “a romance 
of two young people ” of an original kind, and its publishers also claim for it that it is 
the cleverest and most delightful piece of work to which Mr. Calthrop has ever put his 
name. ‘Those who have read (Juin and Everybody’s Secret will know that this 
is high praise. | 

Messrs. Jack are adding rapidly to their “ People’s Books” series which continue 
to gain in popularity. Twelve new volumes are announced. Amongat these volumes 
may be noted “ Biology,” by Professor W. D. Henderson; “ Kant’s Philosophy,” by A. 
A. Lindsay, M.A., of Baliol College; “England in the Making (before 1066),” by

The Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati, has issued its new “ Catalogue” or 
syllabus for 1913-1914, and the session promises to be one of special vigour and 
success. Dr. Kohler and his colleagues take a high view of their duties, and the 
College is ever branching out into fresh enterprises and directions. The dedication 
of the magnificent new building in January of this year wasa unique event in 
thd history of American Jewry. As the “Catalogue” itself remarks: ‘The 
stately buildings wherein the activities of the Hebrew College and the Union of 
American Congregations will be conducted, now stand as a monument to the 
religious zeal of American Israel. May the work to be done in these buildings 


may the fature of the Hebrew Union College in its new surroundings continue 
the splendid traditions fostered during the thirty-eight years of its existence.” 

Members of the Jewish Historical Society have just received the paper by 
Mr. Lucien Wolf recording the society’s own early history. The next fascicule to 
be issued will be Mr. Israel Solomons’ paper on “ Lord George Gordon’s Conver- 
sion to Judaism.” The appendix will contain a bibliography of the engraved 
“Portraits and Caricatures in the Collection of the Writer.” 

The second series of Jewish “ Volksschriften,” to begin in October, will 
include volumes on Amos (Ziegler), Optimism in Judaism (Scheftlowitz), the 
Mishnah (Krauss), the Talmud (Bernfeld), Judaism and Christianity (Dienemann), 
Synagogal Poetry and Liturgy (Elbogen), and Reform (Seligmann). This second 
series is quite independent of the first, and may be subscribed for separately. The 
annual . is only 5 kronen (address the editor, Rabbiner Dr. I. Ziegler, Karlsbad, 
Bébmen). 

A new monthly, Die Freistatt, which desoribes itself as an “ alljiidischsche 
Revue,” is being published by Julius Kaufmann of Eschweiler (offices, Berlin- 
Steglitz, Miquelstrasse 10). It is deserving of a welcome as a unique organ of 
Jewish thought, non-partisan and vigorous. The subscription is 23. 6d for the 
half-year. Die F'reistatt is notable for its able discussion of the Zionist theories 
and aims. Here, at all events, these topics are treated with width of jadgment 
and with a consciousness that Zionism and Judaism are not exactly co-extensive. 

In St. Petersburg, too, a new periodical has been begun. It is called Wiesinik 
awrejskoi obstschini (i.e.. Journal for Jewish communal life). Among the first 
contributors are Dabnow and Sliosberg. re, 

The Proceedings of the Aristotelian Society contains a very thorough essay on

TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rev. H. SHANDEL, Ramsgate. 


SIR,—Will you permit me to add to Mr. Moses Rivlin’s statements in the 
last issue of the “ Books and Bookmen Supplement,” to express my opinion of this 
establishment. During my recent visit to the Holy Land Abraham’s Vineyard 
greatly impressed me. In connection with thie vineyard is a 1%’> sosp factory 
which really deserves to be more widely known, on account of the fact that it 
gives employment to a large number of poor Jews. Some elderly folk who are 
not capable of working strenuously are also employed. It was established by the 
late Mr. Finn (once the British Consul for Jerusalem), and it is still supervised by 
Mrs. Finn in [..ndon under the direct management of Mr. Dunn. He was good 
enough to conduct me to the vineyard, which contains many acres of land. The soap 
factory is built in the midst of what is really a large park. It was raining on the day 


I visited the factory, and as a consequence about thirty-five Jewish people from all 


parts of the globe were standing under cover waiting for the order to begin work. 
Some of them were seventy years old, and I asked Mr. Dann what work he could 
give to such aged people. He replied by taking me to a room where some of the 


old men were already at work wrapping the tablets of soap in paper ready for 


export to London. Of course it cannot be expected that these aged men earn very 
much, but such employment is infinitely preferable to begging in the streets, 
which the poor of Jerusalem are allowed to do without restriction. 

Although this is not precisely a Jewish Institution, nearly all the workpeople 
are Jews, and they spoke in high terms of the establishment. I was very pleased 
to hear that Mr. Dunn gives them every encouragement to observe their religious 
rites and customs, even to the reading of the afternoon prayers with Minyan every 
day. Although it is called a ‘‘ Vineyard,” it yields no wine, but a beverage much 
more valuable to the poor men than wine—water. I was shown an enormous water- 
cistern about sixty feet long and twenty feet wide. Another even larger has just 
been finished. In the event of a water famine, these great cisterns will be ahle to 
supply the greater part of the poor of the city with water free of charge. The 
people of this country cannot possibly realise what a water famine in a hot climate, 
such as that of Jerusalem, really means. The work of constructing these cisterns 
has all been carried out by Jewish hands, and the whole forms a splendid piece of 
craftsmanship. It wasa matter of regret to me, that during my visit this soap 
factory was almost at a standstill, owing to the bad crop of olives. For this 
reason the price of oil increased to double the usual amount, and it threw many 
Jewish workers out of employment. Great credit is due to Mr. Dunn, for finding 
employment for the most deserving poor in other parts of the establishment, until 
the soap factory could again be opened. , 


‘'Taboo": An Interesting Letter. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Miss REGINA MIRIAM BLOCG, 88, Dake’s Avenue, 
Chiswick, W. | 


S1R,— While looking through an old volume entitled ‘The Annual Register, 
or a View of the History, Politics and Literature, for the year 1786,’’ I came 
across an interesting letter by Dr. Glass ‘‘to William Marsden, E:q., on the 
affinity of certain words in the language of the Sandwich and Friendly Isles in the 
Pacific Ocean, with the Hebrew.” As I believe it will interest come of your 
readers I venture to send it to you herewith. | 

My Dear FRIEND,—You know my opinion as to the originality of the Hebrew 


If there was a 
time when all the inhabitants of the world spoke Hebrew, then we are justified in our 


attempts at tracing to that primary source any word in any language spoken on the 


habitable globe; and an argument connected with these data, though it may not carry 
conviction with it, will not, I hope, be considered primd facie as absard and impossible. 

It is my opinion, then, that the word taboo which is so common in all the islands of 
the Pacific Ocean, and which occurs so very frequently in the journals of our circum- 
navigators, in, possibly of Hebrew origin. 

At least this mach is certain that the Hebrew AIIYN word Taovba, from 3YN, has 
the same precise signification with the woid 7'aloo as used in the Sandwich and Friendly 
Isles, etc. 

The word IF asa verb signifies transitively, to loathe, nauseate, abominate, both 
in a natural and mental sense. From hence is derived A3IYN Taavh-a, and NABIYN 
Taool-ath, an abomination. It occurs in several places of the sacred writings; but the 
three following instances are sufficiently in point for my purpose, viz., to shew that the 
effect of an abomination we speak of, was inter/ictory, and that to a very high degree, 
which is exactly the sense in which it seems to occur in the journals of Captain Cook, 

I.—Genesis lxiii., 32. 

“ And they set on (meat) for him (Joseph) by himself, and for them (the sons of 
Jacob) by themselves; and for the Egyptians which did eat with him (in his presence) 
by themselves, because the Egyptians might not eat bread with the Hebrews, for that is 
Taooba, to the Egyptians.” 

An inhabitant of O-why-hee would have given the very same reason for such a 
separation at his meal. ;

‘The Great Commandment.” 


To THE EDITOR.—From “G. H.” 


S1R,—Could one of your readers kindly tell me of some Jewish writer who 
may happen to have dealt with what is known as “the Great Commandment ” 
(Deut. vi., 4, 5) from @ philosophical point of view? By this, I mean someone 
who bas gone into the reasons why it is this particular commandment (and not the 
Ten Commandments) which has been singled out, enshrined in phylacteries, 
and handed on and worn by Jews from the time of Moses down to this very 
day. I havea hypothesis of my own, based upona philosophical generalisation 
of Divine and human action independently arrived at by me some years back, 
which makes this question of the Great Commandment a subject of the deepest 
interest to me. If spared, I may have something to say later on. , 

For the moment, however, I am desirous of finding an authoritative opinion 
as to the relative position it ocoupies in the Jewish creed. Not professing this 
creed myself, and not personally knowing anyone to whom to apply, I have 
ventured to ask the hospitality of a small space in your columns. 

Paul, in the third chapter of his Epistle to the Romans, speaks of the Jews. 
having thls advantage over the Gentiles, that to the Jews “were entrusted the 
oracles of God.” Upon this, the question naturally arises, what is the chief and 
central oracle or message of which the Jews have been the custodians? In con- 
sidering the answer, one is confronted with a plain matter-of-fact phenomenon 
which cannot well be ignored, that one particular command or message (the Great 
Commandment) has from generation to generation, through terrible vicissitudes, 
been personally carried about by individuals of the Jewish race. Is this to be 
regarded as the central and overriding oracle, and, if so, what reason is given by 
Jewish divines why it should be so regarded ? 

I shall be grateful if you could kindly assist towards a definite answer to this 
question. 


Libel on Job's Wife. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. D. FRAZER, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


S1k,—Is it not a fact that the Book of Job i3 not surpassed by any other com- 
position for beauty and pathos, in which Job is described as a perfect and upright 
man, and so devout that there was not his equal on the earth. The translators of 
the Authorised English Bible wanted a counterpart to Job’s piety, and taking 
advantage of Job’s great loss and sad bereavement, fixed upon his wife, as likely 
to suit their purpose. They at once commenced business, by engaging her in con- 
versation with Job regarding their sad calamity. She asks him in the face of all 
their trouble, if his faith in his God was still as strong as ever, an affirmative 
answer is implied, to which she assents, by saying M5) O'AVPN 73 “ Bless God 
and die,” or “ till thou die,” and not as the translators have put it, “Curse God 
and die,” which constitutes a gross and wicked libel on the good woman, for there 
is not a particle of evidence outside the above false rendering of }72, that she did 
not share equally in piety with Job, as she did in their sad bereavement and great 
loss. Give to 113 its true rendering of “ Bless,” and her piety is perfect. To say 
that 772 has a good and bad meaning is as absurd as to say that 8 means to 
bless as well as to curse, which makes the language a two-mouth guide and 
a double-tongued director. Mr. Parkhurst in his Hebrew and English Lexicon 
says, the Lexicons have absurdly and contrary to the authority of the ancient 
versions given to this (verb ]72) the sense of cursing in the six follow passages : 
I. Kings, xxi., 10, 13; Job, i., 5, 11; ii., 5, 9. And that erudite scholar, Mr. 
Mason Good, in bis Notes on Job ii., 9, says the English reader will be 
surprised to find that I have rendered the same term “ bless” (713) which, in 
most versions, is rendered curse; but he will perhaps be still more surprised to learn 
that the term usually rendered curse is the very same that so frequently occurs in 
the Psalms and other benedictory parta of Scripture, and is uniformly rendered 
bless; as “ Bless the Lord, O my soul”; “ Blessed is everyone that feareth the 
Lord.” In this sense it ought always to have been rendered. And to have 
departed from this sense into its opposite is an outrage upon Hebrew philology. 
There are, iodeed, in all languages, a few words that admit of both 
a good and a bad sense, such as sacer in the Latin tongue, devote or 
devoted in English, Segeu and Segneu in German, and 7?S in Hebrew, for all 
these equally import consecration and desecration, according to the general scope 
of the sentence in which they are employed. The connection, however, between 
these senses is clear; the etymon or radical stock is obviously one and the same, 
and the antagonism only results from the derivations branching off into opposite 
directions. Yet nothing of this kind of reasoning can be urged in favour of giving 
to 73 the seuse of cursing; all its derivatives running in the same direction and 
to the same shadesiof signification. In reality there are but six cases in the whole 
Bible in which this sense can possibly be ascribed to it; four of them occurring 
in the present and the ensuing chapters and two of them in 1 Kings xxi. 10, 13, in 
all of which }2 should be as decidedly understood in its proper sense of blessing 
as in any other part of the Bible. Its not being so understood has produced 
in every instance an error in the translation. f . 

And now Mrs. Job stand forth, for after a careful examination of the evidence 
thou art acquitted, without a stain on thy character, of the foul and wicked charge 
of inciting thy husband to curse his God, while thy vile calumniators, one and all, 
stand condemned at the bar of justice and reason, and the sentence of the Court is, 


that they must make thee an humble apology for having libelled thee in their 
ignorance.

Hi was so hazardous to sacrifice in Egypt. Herodotus gives the reason for 
4 this in his Euterpe: “All the Egyptians sacrifice bulls, and bull-calves 
nk which are free from blemish; but cows they are forbidden to offer up, 
a of 4° for they are holy to Isis. For the representation of Isis is that of a female ———— 
ee with # cow’s horns, as the Greeks paint lj, and all the Egyptians do thus 
venerate cows (boves foi'minas) far more than all other cattle.’ (Egyptologists will 
ERA ee ac also recall the story of the sacred bull in the famous egyptian romance known as 
ges... ‘The Brothers.” It is also noteworthy here to mention the Indian veneration for the 
4 Bes cow and the bull of Siva, and also the Arabian cattle superstitions which go back to 
. Jb Assyrian times, and which Mahomet strove to eliminate according to Al Korar
